PROMINENT PRIEST 
DEPRIVED OF RANK 



fatlier Petroff Feels Heavy 
■ [Hand of Churcli Because 
of His Poiitics 



St. Petersburg,-:^ Jan.' 25. — Father 
Gregory Petroff; the most noted priest 
In the Russian church, next to Father 
John of Cronstadt, was deprived of his 
ecclesiastical ranlc' at the session of 
tlio Holy Synod today, and handed 
over to the civil authorities for judg- 
ment before a civil court. Alleged 
contumely to the church and state was 
contained In a letter ho addrej5sod to 
Archbishop Antonius, Metropolitan of 
St. Petersburg, and which was widely 
circulatoa in Europe and America. 

Father Potroff's career as a pulpit 
orator was one of the most -brilliant. 
He exercised sway over his classes, 
niultitudtijSRthronglng to hear him. At 
one time: he was a great favorite at 
court, and* frecLuently led the family 
worship '.;pf the '•Emperor. Since the 
beginning, of ,^Uer^a\oiIuttonary move- 
ment hethas, tallen-' 'io disfavor on 
account" of his" llberW political views, 
andx.has been-:.kept under surveillance. 

Finally, on January 24, 1907, he was 
condemned by the Holy S.Vnod to three 
months' interment in a monastery on 
account of the Christian-Socialistic 
doctrines advocated in his paper, 
"God's Truth." On March 1, how- 
ever, he was elected by the constitu- 
tional Democrats to the second duma.

Chicago, Jan. 25. — The property of 
the West Chicago Street Railway 
company and that of the North Chi- 
cago Street Railway company, which 
have for several years been operated 
under tlie name of the Union Traction 
company, were today sold at auction 
to the Chicago Railway company, a 
corporation formed to undertake the 
reorganization of the two systems. The 
price paid was $2,090,000. 

The sale was the outcome of the 
traction litigation which lia.s dragged 
In the courts for years and has block- 
ed the way to improvement of street 
car service on the north and west 
sides of the city. The decision of the 
supreme court -jf the United States, 
handed down on Thursday, was the 
last step in the court proceedings, and 
the property was at once turned over 
to the reorganization corporation.

Washington,, Jan; 25. — Attorney-gen- 
eral ' Bonaparte :today:: directed that a 
bill In equity be filed to set. aside the 
control by the Union Pacific Railroad 
company and its subsidiary corpor- 
ations of the Southern Pncihc and the 
Los Angeles and Salt Lake railroads, 
also to have declared Illegal the owner- 
ship by the Union Pacific or the Ore- 
gon Short Line of stock in the Santa 
Fe, the Gi'eat Northern and Northern 
Pacific, all . of said ; llnes being com- 
petitors' of the" Union Pacific. 

The attorney-general today Issued 
an official statement to this effecf, and 
after referring to the extended investi- 
gations of lie interstate commission 
into the rate agreements existing be- 
tween.. the various lines engesed In 
transoohtlnental. trafllc, says : 

''From'-tlie:;eTtMffliCie.^^^^ and 
from independent" evidence, the depart- 
ment has arrived at the conclu.slon 
that the stock holdings of the Union 
Pacific and its subsidiary companies 
in the other corporations mentioned 
above, are violations of the Sherman 
act. The department regards the suit 
as of extreme importance, as It Is 
sought by means thereof to break up a 
substantial monopoly of transportation 
business between the Missouri river 
on the east, and tlie entire Pacific 
coast south of Portland, on the west. 
Aside from the railway companies 
above named, the other defendants in 
the suit are the Farmers' Loan and 
Trust company, of New York, whicli 
Is the depository of all the stock of the 
San Pedro roads under a conti'act by 
which it is required to give proxies 
to such persons as may be named by 
Mr. Harriman and Mr. Clark for a 
period of years. There arc also the 
following individual defoudant.s, who 
are alleged to have conceived and car- 
ried out the conspiracy complained of, 
to-wlt: T. P. Harriman, Jacob H. 
Sctilff, Otto H. Kahn, James Stillman, 
Henry C. Frick, Henry H. Rogers and 
Wm. A. Clark." 

While naming the individual defend- 
ants, the statement makes no mention 
of any intention to,- prosecute any of 
these personally ln""any .criminal 'pro- 
ceedings. - 



SORROWFUL ENDING 
OF OUIDA'S LIFE 



Famous Novelist Dies in Abject 
Poverty and With One 
Attendant ■■■ 



Florence, Jan. 25. — Guida (Louise De 
La Ramee), the novelist, died today 
at Villa Reggio, after an illness ex- 
tending over a long period. She died 
in most distressing poverty, her only 
attendant being an old servant woman. 
In whose arms she expired. 

She was completely blind of one eye, 
and the other eye was badly affected 
through her having suffered so much 
from exposure and privation. During 
the last few months of her life she 
was compelled at times to sleep in the 
open air, when unable to pay for a 
night's lodging. 

The immediate cause ot death Is set 
down .as asthma complicated by heart 
disease. Oulda had a passionate fond- 
ticss for dogs, and up to the vtM-y last 
was Rurroundod by many of them, de- 
priving her.'ielf of even the necessi- 
ties of life in order to feed them. The 
minister of instruction had sent her 
on several occa.siona recently conald-. 
erable contributions, which,' had tjeen 
subscribed for her aid. 



West River Pirates Suppressed 
Pekin, Jan. 2-1. — Vice Admiral Sir

Mountainous seas washed the decks 
of the steamer, the severity of these 
being shown by the fact: that the 
vessel's crew,' ' when able to venture 
out;' picked' from- the meshes of the 
thfee-foot"'rope'' netting beneath the 
Shlp's' deok rail more than a .score of 
flsh, which, had been caught therein. 
One'of these* fish'^jvelghed fight pnimd.^ 
and was sent to be cooked tor the 
crew's breakfast. 

The 'Jamestown, though delayed 15 
hours In the storm, suffered In no 
way as the result of her-' severe ex- 
perience.

Apparently a Precaution Sug-

Ister of war has ordered four brigades 
of Infantry, now stationed at Odesra, 
to proceed to trans-Balkalia, to streng- 
then the garrisons in the neighborhood 
of the Russo Chinese frontier.

BRITISH IN INDIA 



Presbyterian Missionary Gives Opln- 
i'ons^s to Causes of Present 
. , Unrest - 



Toronto, Jan. 25.— In. describing the 
situation in India, Rev. B. F. McKay, 
secretary .of Presbyterian foreign mis- 
sions, in. an address before the ISmplre 
club, said: ■ "The- people" of India -wish 
to get rid of the British. The reasons 
for this are not easy to state. The 
most evident cause is the common de- 
sire of all people to govern tliemselves. 
But there is another element, and that 
is the Englishman himself, who, 
though just, is not lovable. ' 

"He is superstitious, less than cour- 
teous, and treats the natives as a. 
conquered rh.ce. This is no-vv resented 
by, men who have become higlily ed- 
ucated and can fairly claim recogni- 
tion. If not equality." 

Dr. McKay, however, does not anti- 
cipate an immediate crisis. British 
rule has -been-; Jiist, and .wlille the na- 
tives wish to rule themselves -eventu- 
ally they are not yet strong enough, 
and they do not wish to be rid of tlie 
British until they are able to stand 
against any possible Invader.

TWO MEN LOSE VALUABLES 



House in West End.. Ransacl<e.d: 
By Burglar in^Broac| 
Daylight' 



Vancouver, Jan. 25. — Vancouver Is 
In the grip of hold-up thugs, and the 
police are apparently unable to grap- 
ple with the situation. Almost nightly 
citizens are held up at tlie point of 
guns and robbed of their money and 
valuables. Tonight in the midst of a 
dense fog two men were held up and 
robbed of $80, together with watches 
and other jewelry. The highwaymen 
were both armed with guns, and their 
methods were of an unusually bold or- 
der. The men who were robbed ■were 
John Marshall and 'VSMllIam Smith, the 
latter a Seattle man. 

Nor are hold-up thugs the only 
menace with which Vancouver has to 
contend. Burglariek are being carried 
on in wholesale fashion, and particu- 
larly In the west end of the city, the 
residential district. This , afternoon 
the sixth of a serles- of robberies was 
perpetrated in broad daylight,; When 
the home of Wim. Drehant;-on Comox 
street, was entered andf jewelry valued 
at over $500 taken. Mrs; Drehant had

Delegates to Convention. 

Reeve Quick and Councillor Xichol- 
son were appointed delegates to re- 
present the inunicipality ut ti^c forth- 
coming annual convention of the Union 
of British Columbia Municipalities to 
bo held at Nanaimo on February 24. 

In response to a communication from 
the secretary of tho municipality of 
Oali Bay tliat a coinniiltBe of the coun- 
cil of the municipality of South Saan- 
ish be appointed to confer with the 
Oak Bay council on the matter of a 
water service Councillors Pointer, 
Mannlx and Reeve Quick were select- 
ed as the committee. 

Election accounts to the amoimt of 
$297.80 were passed and ordered to be 
paid. 

General Business 

Road Superintendent James PIm re- 
ported on tho condition of certain por- 
tions of Quadra street, which he stated 
needed repairs, and advocated lixing 
the same by lilling in with crushed 
rock. Richmond street near the bridge 
also requires repair, and $25 was voted 
with which to do the work. 

Pursuant to section five of the 
Ditches -and Water Courses Act, which 
provides that in the case of the sur- 
vey and dellnlatlon of water courses, 
where necessary, the municipality can 
appoint the engineer to be paid by the 
owners of the lands benefitted, a reso- 
lution was introduced asking that suoh 
an engineer be appointed. The mat- 
ter was laid over until the next meet- 
ing. 

In view of co'mplalnts of the dan- 
gerous condition of Carey road at Its 
junction with Wilkinson road, the road 
superintendent was Instructed to see 
that the necessary repairs be' made. 

The question of the appointment of 
a constable was brought up by a ques- 
tion by Councillor Nicholson, who 
asked by whom tho present constable, 
Mr. Russell, ^vaa appointed. Con- 
stable Russell was appointed two 
years ago by Roeve Brydon, but 
Councillor NIcliolson maintained that 
tho appointment of the con.?table 
should be made by the council. Coun- 
cillor Mannlx .sugtrosted that specials 
should be appointed one in each dis- 
trict, but It was pointed out that in 
such case the service rendered v/ould 
not bo as satisfactory ;ih the method 
adopted in the past. It was linally 
decided to re-appoint - M. Ru.^scU as 
constable. One of his first duties will 
be to abate the nuisance created by a 
pig.gery conducted by Chinamen on the 
Carey road.

Among the first guests at the Em 
press hotel was :Hon. .Wllllani .i.-lc.s 
pcler, a Manitoba ploneer.Uvhose name 
has been Identified . with :tho progress 
of that>provlnoej;pa,rtlouUirly.'With that 
of the olty of uWlaHlpog, since the days 
When that place .was known as l^'ort 
Garry. In the thirty odd years that 
he has been a resident of Manitoba 
he has seen that province grow from 
a few small settlements alcng the Red 
and Asslnibolne rivers to one of th 
leading wheat producing districts qf 
the world, and he has watched Winni 
peg grow from a Hudson's Bay com- 
pany's' post to a city of over 100,000 
and become the commercial capital of 
the whole prairie country. 

Born in Germany, where he received 
hi^ education, he came to Canada as 
a young man settling in .Western On- 
tario. When attention was attracted 
to Manitoba by, the taking over of that 
country, j^rom i the liudsop.^s' Bay com- 
pa^y.t Mr. '.'ilesiieler .wW -bne of those 
who lmreieals^ieiyl,jrealljsefl' thO' Possi- 
bilities offered there arid 'was soon on 
the ground to take advantage' of, them, 
a stop that he has never regretted. 
Soon after he became' a resident of 
Winnipeg he was appointed Imperla,! 
German consul for Western Canada, a 
position he held for over a, quarter of 
a century. The number ot Germans 
who settled In Western Canada ren- 
dered this position by no means a 
sinecure, but Mr. Hespeler performed 
his duties with such distinction that 
a year or so ago he had bestowed upon 
him by the Eni,peror William for his 
services the order ot the Red E<.xglo, 
the highest honor for civil services in 
tho gift of that monarch. ' 

Mr. Hespeler has taken- an active 
part In public affairs in Ivlanitoba. He 
was an' alderman' of 'Winnipeg In tho 
early days and- has been a generous 
supporter of and worker for the Win- 
nipeg General hospital, besides of oth- 
er charities. In.- the general Manitoba 
elections of 1899, when Hon. Hugh 
John Macdonald defeated the Green - 
way government, he ran as an Inde- 
pendent Conservative'' candidate for 
Rosenfcld, and -^'as successful. The 
result of tho general election was very 
close and tho govornnient for some 
days claimed Mr. Hespeler as a sup- 
porter in order to figure out a major- 
ity for itself in tho house, but Mr. 
Hespeler soon put an end to this claim

Herbert S. Ashton Of London, Bng 
land, is a recent .'arrival In the city on 
an interesting raissioji. • Recognizing 
the sploridid posit,Ion ,9rBrIllsh Colum 
bia as a young country with a great 
future, he luis come with the idea of 
Interesting capital In the manufacture 
of rami, .and If he can perfect his ar- 
rangements to that end the factory 
will be erected In this city. 

Rami, explains Mr. Ashton, is a fibre 
that is far stronger than cotton, flax 
6r silk which grows In great abund 
ance In China and India and can -be 
grown in ^Mexico. It is practically 
proof against damage by water or bad 
atniosplierc. Tlio demand for ramie 
goods has greatly increa.^od during the 
last few years and the increase is 
likely to continue owIi)g to the variety 
of purposes for which the libre is now 
used. 

Should Mr. Ajihton succeed in- his en- 
deavor to form a local company — and 
he has already received considerable 
encouragement — the object will be 
produce first class ramie yarn and 
cloths by a combination of the various 
processes of freeing the fibre from its 
gum comhing spinning and weaving. 
At the commencement, the raw ma- 
terial -will he obtained from China, but 
as soon as possible 'the company will 
have its source of supply In Mexico 
The raw fibre will lie scientifically 
treated In the mill" at or near victoria 
and converted Into "sliver" ready for 
spinning, and eventually Into yarns 
and cloth.

Prof. J. Adam.*;, principal of tlio Lon- 
don Day TrainiuK college, pointed out, 
in his interesting address to the teach- 
ers of tlie t;oIleffo of Preceptors, that 
"their work vva.s not to make clilldren 
do things that were di.sagvoeabli-." 
And lie added; "Too many teachers 
t.'ike up thfl iiosition tiiat it does not 
matter what clilldren do, .so long as 1 
Ihcy lind it disagreeable enough." j 

In protesting against this view of 1 
education a.s, abo^•e all, instruction in I 
iH.sacice:iblc.s, Prof. Adams is fon- 
dcmnins-the whole conception of train- 
ing in <-liildliood as our grandparents 
nnd<r.=tood it. 

'Phere i.s ai prc.Tonl: a tendency, at 
leapt In the iipjier and middle clas.se.s, 
to d*al very .gentls- with cliildron. 'fhe 
■ •Id doctrine (taught by riareiUs) that 
bcc.-ii.ise you ha\ e lu-iiught a luliiian be- 
ing into llie world, the human being 
in question must be eternally grateful 
to you and treat you with yvcry mark 
of respect is somehow not quite so 
popular or so plausible as it u.'sed to 
Keem. 

Nowadays, on the contrary, one uc- 
casionally notices a tendency amongst 
parent.^ to apologize to their children 
lor not having: consulted them, as it 
yvevQ, for innicting life upon tUom. 
And, anyhow, whatever the puitcntal 
view as to the value of life may be, 
^most of us tend at present 10 recog- 
nize our own. , great rasponslbllity aud 
duties towards our. children than to 
require them to pay us grattiful hom- 
cgre and to wait respectfully upon us. 

And hence you gfll the modern 
•"iygsy" bringing up of boy.s and t;lr!s 
—the clabcrftto hygienic "systeins" fcl- 
loweii In rlc!-. houBoho'ds, irrolvlng 
day nurseries ani.1 hIeIh r.uraerlos. find 
h*Bid nursec and under nurses, and 
g'ovemeB.'ics n.ncl teacliera ef overv na- 
ftonulUy. The old parent thought he 
had done hl.i duty when hn iiari hull- 
led son or daughter Into eubjection. 
.Th« inodem parent is afrsliS he has 
not done nfearly enough for his chil- 



dren when he has made them a kind 
of toy paradise free from care. 

Care will come, however, when vigil- 
ant elders are no longer there to ward 
it off, and there Is the familiar ques- 
tion whether our education in agree- 
ables only is a lifting preparation for 
life. 

The oid blackboards and fixed hours 
of going to bed and getting up, the 
standint; iir, in the presence of ciders, 
the grave bowing.s and curtseylngs, the 
general strictnes.s of manners once 
enforced upon most children had one 
advantage — they accustomed boys and 
gii-ls to learn how to do things they 
did not want to do, occasionally. 

Now, unfortunatolj-, life is, for very 
many people, largely made ol that 
same diflicult task — doing preci.sely 
what one does not want to do. The 
man or woman with a talent for that 
will jjrobably made a success of life 
— in every sense of the word. The wo- 
man or man who clamors for agrce- 
abics only, and Is mortally offended 
with destiny if he or she does not 
get them, has generally been taught t)y 
a carefully wadded and cotton-woollcd 
Infancy to expect what very few can 
get. 

Heaven forbid that the old doctrlno 
that everything taught to children 
must be disagreeable should ever re- 
turn: no one would suggest, eitiui, 
that children shduld be deliberately 
saddened in their early days. Only 
wliy give them, for a few years, a re- 
plete sort of contentment which you 
cannot secure to them beyond their 
childhood. 

The old system was wrong. It was 
too severe and narrow. Btit the new 
also has great dangers. It presents 
young people with st)methlng rather 
like a sweetened cup to drink, and says 
"This is what you will have to live on." 

Then when the children grow up 
and nnrt much bitterness as well as 
sugar In their f;ir<^ they turn and siiy 
'Why did you deceive us about what 
life was, and tall us It was easy. 
Whan you knew we should lind it 
hard?"— Mirror. 



HERE AND THERE 



Now that the elections are over, and 
the house is in session, would it not 
bo wise for the women of the city to 
c.^erclso their influence to luive the 
municipal act amended so that no.xt 
year there should be no uncertainty 
as to what women have a right to 
vote at municipal elections? 

I'lvor since the iiresent law came in- 
to force, there has been more or les.s 
doubt as to who should or should nut 
place their names on the list of votei's. 
This state of affairs Is entirely un- 
aatlsfitctory to consciontions women 
who desire to perform their duty to 
their neighbors as well as to them- 
selves. 

The good government of the city is 
a matter that concerns all its citizens 
— women as well as men. in the choice 
of school trustee.'^, women have at least 
as great an interest as men and are 
as capable of judging as to who are 
the persons best htted to manage tile 
schools. 

It will, we think, be readily granted 
that the requisite wisdom and knowl- 
edge required of those who exercise 
the civic franchise is not confined, in 
the case of women, any more than in 
men, to property holders. The mother 
of a family may have a liiore vital 
interest In the good governin'ent of the 
city than this spiiister who ovjTis an 
empty lot in some remote corner with- 
in its iimlts. ' . • ■ 

It 13 argued. In certain quarters, that 
women's interest' in munlcliial affairs 
oeritrfes in the moral aspect/ oif its 
government. Eyen if this w,6i'e tnie, 
there are few who will not gpant that 
there is no more important. function of 
the city council than the due en- 
forcement of those laws, and regula- 
tions whicli have been made to secure 
order and decency in our olty. Better 
evidence, how.ever, could scifcely have 
been afforded that women consider 
the material as well as the moral well- 
being of the cit.y than was done in the 
recent election. There, practically all 
women who wished to do so, voted and 
their vote aiipears to have been fair- 
ly divided between the different par- 
ties. 

■\Ve are quite sure that we are voic- 
i ing the feeling of most of the women 
! of the city when we say that the 
i present unsatisfactory condition of af- 
fairs in regard to the givic franchise 
as it ."concerns women ' should " ■ be 
brought to an end. ' ' '■ ' ' 

' • » » • 

Nothing should be more strongly 
Impressed upon those who have the 
care of children than the very grave 
danger that attends eny attempt to 
frighten or excite them. 

Grown people do not often realize 
how vivid the imagination's of chlldrien 
are. , The pictures that are formed- in 
the mind of a little one, 'who has 'lis 
tened to some story, told perhaps in 
jest, of Imaginary danger, often haunt 
its hours of loneliness and recur In 
dreams to affright It in its sleep. Many 
a woman could trace lifelong' nervous- 
ness to the talea told her In childhood 
by a thoughtless nurse or a foolish 
neighbor. This tendency to ground- 
loss fear may be, and often Is, inherit- 
ed by her children. 

Tn this connection the practice of 
some teachers and a few mothers of 
pi-onouncing judgment on a child and 
postponing tlu; iiilliction of the penalty 
cannot bo too .Hrongly reprehended. 
To ))iinish a child in anger is wrong, 
but the cool cruelty which allows it to 
Hul'fer for hours and even through the 
night from .the anticipation of punish- 
ment is criminal. If the child Is ner- 
vous and imaginative — and very few 
children ;iro not — ^it will s]5end the In- 
terv(;ning time In an agony of dread 
almost Intolerable. To the child wlio 
is not olfected in this way there is no 
object in delaying the punishment. 

While It may be impossible, and in 
many cases unwise, to avoid the In- 
fliction of pain in some form upon 
children, anxiety and dread should en- 
ter as little as po.jsible into the child 
world. 

« * * 

There is a movement in the tlnlted 
States to carry on the manual training 
departments of the publio school into 
the high school. This, if we are right- 
ly informed, Is the practice in many 
parts of ^England. If the principle of 
manual fralning is right. It is hard to 
see why, when a boy or girl reaches 
the do(U- of tlie high school, it -should 
y>c. dropiied. The I'ortland Telegram, 
in an arllclo arguing for the adoption 
of m.-mual training the high schools 
of Orc-gou, argues in favor of that sys- 
tem in till! fiiliowlng paragraphs: 

"It will not iie under such a system, 
as some peoiile might -supjioso, that 
the schools will turn out an array of 
tlioroughly equipped mechanics. But 
along the line for which the individual 



boy shows an aptitude there will he 
elementary training which will, hi the 
lirst place, conduce to habits of indus- 
try, and which will produce a citizen 
sklled in -hand as well as in brain, 
Such a system will mean the vast 
improvoment of mechanical labor In 
every line, and following this, it will 
mean the more substantial dovelop- 
ment of industry. 

"It is not the b,e.st policy in trade 
education ,to „,ponyert, thgVschqql Into a 
\vorkBhop,;^arid' "td.\niake of '..the "j^iipll an 
apprentioeT Siich 'a couwe ' SS'ould" be 
no more reasonable than to expect the 
scholar who .shows ,a proficiency in 
mensuratlorf to graduate as a conti'ac- 
tor or builder, or the boy who be- 
comes an expert In solving problems 
in percentage, and Interest to leave 
school as a full-fledged banker. Com- 
plete sclentllic tuition for a specific 
calling or profe.sslon is the business of 
the higher technlciil institution. The 
purpose In the lower schools is to lay 
Iho foundation to e.vclle the 'larger in- 
dustrial interest, to enable the Ijoy to 
determine the more readily the occu- 
pation he Is likely to follow a,s a 
breadwinner, and to equip hlinseltwith 
such knowledge and wklU that he may 
easily engage In and may beccmie the 
more valuable in that occupation."

Let Baby Sleep. 
A young infant ought to spend the 
greater part of Its time asleep. In fact, 
tho two great duties of its life are feed- 
ing and sleeping, and the second ought 
lo occupy much more time than the 
first. Never allow a baby to be aroused 
from its sleep even lo see the most 
Important of visitors. Ilemember that 
it is often politeness and not attec- 
lion which makes jieople ask to see, 
Iho baby, and do not lot the little one 
he aroused from its slumber. When 
it has roslcd long enough It will Vi-ako 
naturally, but to bo suddenly roused 
often causes a considerable shock to 
Its nerves arid injury to its health. 

Symptoms of Measles. 
Measles generally begin, with a cold. 
The child's nose runs,, it sneezes fre- 
quently, and seems generally, miser- 
able. About the third or fourth day 
dusky red, raised spots appear, the 
face and neck being attacked first, 
iiody and arms next, and lastly the 
logs. Whilst the rash is out the little 
patient should be kept in bed; to let 
him catch cold may lead to serious 
results. *-If the eyes are inflamed, they 
should be bathed several tunes a day 
with warm bbraclc lotion, and after- 
wards dried. The infection lasts for 
a inoiUli after tho first .spots appear.

A Victoria steamer, the M. S. Dol- 
lar, which is registered here, has 
reached San Francisco after a tem- 
pestuous voyage across the Pacific. 
At the 180th meridian a hurricane 
swooped down on the vessel and kick- 
ed up a fierce sea that swept the Dol- 
lar from stem to stern. 

It was difficult to make any ijrog- 
ress, and yet more difficult to Ho to, 
so the Dollar lunged and labored and 
rolled all through the first 9th of 
January. The same entries are in the 
log. ' it was nearly midnight- Whon 
with a roar a gigantic following soa 
raced high over the stern, burying the 
steamer clear to amidships and cai'ry- 
ing away the entire, taffirall and a big 
skylight that surmounted 'the after 
wheelhouse. This Apartment, unoc- 
cupied at the time, was filled with 
water and all. the alleyways on the 
main docc ran full. 

The steamer was slow in recovering 
from- the terrific impact and weight 
of water, but slowly rose again and 
shed the huge blanket of green sea 
All that night tlie Dollar, under full 
steam ran before the immense swells 
that threatened to again engulf hor, 
but she was not overtaken. The 
weather and soa moderated on the fol- 
lowing day. It was the worst and 
most dangerous storm that the nfHccrs 
of the steamer have exiierlcnced in 
years. 

CAPT. MIKKELSEW IS 

NOW RETURNING HERE 



Duchess of Bedford's Commander Left 
Cape Nome a Week Ago Over- 
^- land on Way Back 



Capt. Eijnar Mikkelsen, who headed 
the Anglo- American expedition which 
started from here May 21, 1!)00, to seek 
to discover land believed to exist in 
■the Beaufort sea, left Cape Nome a 
week ago for Victoria, according to a 
special cable received from the north- 
ern ndning camp. Caiit. iMil;kels(!n 
will go over the Ice up the Yukon and 
Tanana I'ivers to l'\'Lu-banks. and 
thence out by way of Vuldez. t-fe ex- 
pects to fit out another expedition as 
soon as possll)!p, to continue his ex- 
plorations in the Polar sea. 

Capt. Jilikkelsen was formerly in the 
Danish navy, ljul his expedition to the 
nortli is backed by Briti.'ih and Ameri- 
can capitalists. He sailed from Vic- 
toria',. May '190,6,., -in the. schooner 
Duchess of Bedford, named for a titled 
Englishman who contributed to the 
enterprise. The purpose of the trip 
was not to discover the pole, but to 
establish, the truth of the tlieory held 
by ("apt. -Mikkelsen and other scien- 
tists that thfere exists in the Arctic re- 
gions an enormous archipelago as yet 
unexidored, lying north and west of 1 
Beaufort sea. 

In l-'ehruary. 1 007, hi.s .vessel was 
caught in the Ice near Ilerschel Island. \ 
Accompanied by Wrnest LefilngwoU, of | 
the llnlversily of (,'liirago, the clilef 
scientist of the cxnedillon, and Stn- 
kerson, mnto of the vessel, Mikkel- 
sen started north over the thin ice to 
continue, his exDeditlon on foot. Ho 
was turned hack by open water. Aug- 
ust 1, he started north a,gain, taking 
wltli him a combination boat and 
sledge, with pirovlslohs for ninety days. 
On thi.s dash -he reached the latitude 
of 72.20. Returning to -Horsehei isl- 
and, Capt. Miklcelaen made his way 
alone to Nome., The DuchesH of Bed- 
ford was long iigo criisjuul In 'the ice 
;mil simk. The i-cm,iiuder of the party 
has s<'attere(l, sonio returning to the 
states and .'iome remaining In the 
north.

The French baric Pierre Antoninc, 
whicli waH sighted off the west coast 
of Vancouver- island some days ago 
with distress signals flying and was 
picked up by a tug sent fo her relief 
by the Puget Sound Tugboat conip'any, 
had a strenuous time off the island 
coast and on one occasion \vas almost 
driven ashore. A great comber which 
swept the vessel, wrecked lier . com- 
pass and she was seventeen days at 
sea without compas,', to aid. Mean- 
while, without opportunity for obser- 
vations, ll\e ship was lighting storms. 

In a gale encountered near 3(1 de- 
grees north latitude, January G, every 
compas.^ aboard tlie vessel was carried 
away Vir damaged beyond usefulness. 
The st.ornj^arried :.away or destroyed 
every lifeboat of the ship, swept sails 
and Iron belt stays aside- like twine 
fastenings, twisted , steel rails and 
other deck eaal^imeriL Int'o' gnarleiS 
masses' and otherwise mauled the hull. 
Despite her terrible oxperlenceS ' all 
aboard are welll . '} 

It the inventive genius of one 

of the vessel's mates that saved her 
fl-om being badly distressed when the 
compasses were wrecked. The dam- 
;ige was dinio by a great comber 
which swept the Pierre Antoniuo from 
stem to stern Seeing the wave ap- 
proaching from afar, the men on deck 
shouted a. warning to their compnnions 
and clambered into the rigging as the 
niountaiu of water overwhelmed the 
vessel. The' wave lllled the waist of 
the vessel, stove in every available 
boat to a point of iiselessness and Isy 
a freak of t'krtune swept overboard 
both the ship's compasses from the 
dock. The genius was to the fore the 
moment the water had run Its covirse 
and set about rigging up a compass 
fashioned from a sail needle and two 
magnets and with thl3 crude apparatus 
tile Pierre Antonine's helmsman kept 
hor on her course. 

Passing vessels bound for the scene 
of the alleged wreck of the British 
ship Ha-rtfieid, reported sighting a 
Frenchman with distress -signals fly- 
ing. The master of -the Antonine sitw 
thesei steamers and" ' endeavored :%p 
signal .them for anothiir eompass. ?It 
was these flags flying which were In- 
terpreted as signals of' distress and 
while the vessel was really in a mo.st 
serious predicament, the improvised 
compass worked admirably. , 

The day after the steamers wlilch 
reported the bark were signalled, a 
gale occurred that reached a force of 
eighty miles an hour, at Flattery. The 
storm overtook the Pierre Antonine 
fM she w.as nearing Cape Bonle rocks. 
Providential aid by a tug saved the 
ship. Thursday a fhvorable' wind 
encouraged another attempt to make 
port. This resulted in finding a tug. 

By reason of her delay the Pierre 
Antonine has lost a charter to carr^■ 
grain from Tacoma to the United 
Kingdom. . 'She brings in a capacity 
cargo of cement and ':pig iron. 



BELLEROP HON /L EFT MANY 

Only Corporal's Guard of Bic) Freight- 
er's Crew Went Frcm William 
Head With the Vessel 



The big Blue Funnel liner Eollero- 
phon. which was released from qiiar- 
antine at AVilllam Mead on I'riday, 
had but a corporal's guai-d of her crow 
when she left here in charge of Capt. 
Bartlett. The others renuiin in fiuar- 
antine at William Head. There were 
si.x Chinese liremen below, in addi- 
tion to one oiler, while one lonely 
Chinese sailor paced the deck. Only 
one of. the four quartermasters passed 
muster at t|uarantine and the steering 
of the vessel fell to the ofhcers and 
Pilot T. S. Burley, jr., •^vho bioiiglit the 
vessel uj). 

To get (he sliin safel\- moored it was 
necessary to send out a dozen long- 
shoremen on the tug rViirless, which 
met the Bellerophon I.h-Iow Bi-own 
point, and did the work of the Chinese 
sailors wlio are merrily playing fan 
'tan In (|uai-antlno. Captain Bartlett Is 
slKjrt of ('liinese cooks and stovv.ards 
anil It will ])ral)ably bo neccssar.v to 
.ship ,a ileck crew while the vessel is 
making the usual itinerary around the 
sound. 

Thirty-six Chinese firemen, sailors 
anil steward.';, in addition to eighteen 
white members of the ei-ew, were left 
In the iiuarantine station. The vessel 
brought eighteen passengers who were 
aiso left at the detention liospilal. 

Those who passed muster wer<! fori-- 
cd to leave the vessel while she under- 
went fumigation and the l.ilg liner got 
;i thorough smoking and acruliliing, 
everything aboard being fumigated. 
'I'he ofMcors and engineers had to 
speiul twenty-four hours ashore and 
(he others. who were released were not 
allowed to Join the vesgl for forty- 
eight- hours. 

Crossing from Yokohama the Belle- 
rophon made n: smart run of thirteen 
days and twelve hours, steaming time. 
Captain Bartlett reports stro'hg but 



favorable winds from the northwest 
and west. The Bellerophon beat the 
Japanese liner lyo Maru, by twenty- 
seven hours, which is a splendid show- 
ing of a freight .steamer in comparison 
with a passenger. 

Since last July, whon the Bellero- 
phon left Tacoma on her previous voy- 
age, she has steamed nearly - 40,000 
miles malcing tlie usual ports visited 
by the Blue Funnel liners. Homeward- 
bound she carried a large number of 
pilgrims to Jeddali, where they disem-

Florence Roberts, like most of the 
prominent actresses on tho stage of 
today, likes to study the characters 
which she portray.? from prototypes. 
In many roles which slie had assumed 
in tho past, this haa been comparative- 
ly easy, and-siie has taken as tvpes 
with their attendant 'mannerisms, peo- 
ple she has met In th6 streets, in the 
factories, in prominent hotels and ex- 
clusive cafes. In fact, many of her 
most successful character "stltdles of 
ever-var.\'ing humanity Havo been the 
result of close ohserv'ation in sueii 
places of wide variation a.i the sombre 
Interior of a ' c'.iurch and the gaiety 
and veneer of " the" "bridge" table in 
select society aitioiig. the "-100." 

'I'lie clia ruder of Hester Trent, 
which she Is portraying this year in 
"Zira," presented many difficulties in 
finding a prototype. People who arc 
usurpers and jiassing themselves off 
as somebody else in both name and 
station wore not easy to find. Yet in 
.a most une.xiiected and most novel 
manner .-Miss Roberts found herself 
mistaken for another woman, and had 
a real and genuine experienco of be- 
ing In somebody else's s'.-ioes, with all 
the attendant atmosphere 'siie craved. 

It occurred lp.st summer, while she 
was studying-. tile part., o£ .Hester Trent 
in her bungalo'W'> . till In the Maine 
woods. In an .adjacent cottage lived 
a native, who was addicted to the 
htibit of an ct^erlridulgence' in spirits, 
;ind wrho'for -What 'h'*;-; termed "jest for 
fun," frequently' beat' and abused his 
wife. ■ , - •.■'-■ 

I\Ilss Roberts sympathized' with this 
unfortunate woman, and often visited 
her to coni.fort and cheer her up. One 
day late In the summer she went over 
to this woman's house to carry a few 
dainties from her-' own taViIe. having 
heard that the womin had, the night 
before, been brutally' beaten by her 
husband. • 

' SHe Tounii the iWtT^ cbttage aeserted. 
A.s the day Was ■sv^i^^'m, and MiSs Rob- 
erts was somewhat fatigued, she sat 
down in the cool and da.rkened sitting 
room to rest for a, few moments. 
Hardly had she dbne'so wiien "the hus- 
band, still somewhat under the Influ- 
ence of' liquor, entered. He had never 
met the actresi=i, as ail her calU on 
the wife had been' made when ho was 
away on hunting trips acting as a 
guide. ■ . 

She was somewfiat startled when 
he addressed hw b:J"-a strange name, 
and in a' wheedling ahd maudlin voice 
bogged her forgl'veiifesS! Being ' not a 
little afraid bf hlrri,'-'she kept quiet for 
a few minutes. The husband took her 
.Jilence for rising anger, and in a few 
jerkoy sentences let the cat out of tho 
bag. He had mistaken Miss Roberts 
for his wife's sister, g," woman he had 
not seen in years, but of whom lut 
stood in great fear, as she had a 
strenuous and vigoroii.? teniper of her 
own, full.v a match for his ungo\'ern- 
able and brutish ire. Tl was aiipareu'i 
that his wife had threatened to send 
for her sister, to end liis beatings and 
abuse, and tliat the husband believed 
Miss Roberts to be her. 

Once sure of her ground the actress 
s;iw her opportunity and grasped it. 
Acting, she Bays, as she never acted 
on the stage. Miss Roberts scathingly 
arraigned the backwoodsman for his 
brutality, threatened him with all 
m.anner of punishment, and to add 
realism to her extemporaneotis part, 
picked up a horse.w,lilp that stood in 
the corner of the room iind applied it 
most vigorously ovei"" the astonished 
and 'frightened inan'» back. So pain- 
ful watf the lashing he received, and 
so bitter were her, words of scorn and 
contempt, that the big hulking back- 
woodsman took to his- heels and fled 
precipitately from the houje. It may 
be added that he did not return for 
several days, and is still in ignorance 
that the supposed sister-in-law was 
an impostor and an actress. 

.Speaking of the incident, Miss Rob-

The check to build- 
ing operations was as necesjiary liore 
as elsewhere, having regard "to tho 
money markets of tlie v/orld : and 
against tho temporary decline in the 
volume of some tratlcfi, there must be 
■set the more wlioleaonie range of pri- 
ces and scale of expenditure generally, 
whicli we hope will bo on a somewhat 
lower basis for many years tu conif. 
^s,; , Taking the United States as a whole, 
K'janbther great crop of cotton has been 
^'.raised and Is being sold at good prices, 
• and, while the jgirain crops of 1907 were 
, slightly less than those of either 1905 
or 1906, the result ■wlfli the higher 
price 1.S conslderabljf grater to the 
farmer, so that the" agrrlbultumi basis 
of the country has been, well sustained. 
During the winter of 1906-'07 tlje 
money markets of the United ^tatfes 
had, liowever, repeatedly reflected the 
fact that the expansion, in building, In 
trade volume and in ,prl^i et^mmbh 
to so many dlifereht countries' "had 
outrun till! world's sup))ly of inoney, 
and in March a .--liort slock exchange 
panic gave -special onipliasis to this 
condition. It became evident that the 
plans of great railroad .systems, in- 
volving very lai'ge e.vpeiuiltiircs of 
money, could not readily be carled out; 
money liecanie perceptibly dearer lor 
long loans, and ordinary building op- 
erations were somewhat checked. So- 
l)er, llnanclal journals suggested that 
we were approaching a crisis, but 
(luring the summer iiuieli was forgot- 
ten. iio\vf!ver, during tho wi'ck be- 
ginning 2lHt October, a decidediv criti- 
cal situation arose In New Ym-k, due 
largely to the acts of some of tho lar- 
ger trust companies, which hart ap- 
parently forgotten the principles on 
: which such' institutions should be 
baaed. Tho failure of one of the lar- 
gest Of these companies, and runs 
upon several others, created panicky 
condftlon-s in New York, and this state 
Of feeling rapidly spread throughout 

■ tho country, causing timid Indlvidujil 
^depositoK.s to withdraw m'oney' and 

lock It u)), and, a still more serious 
)natter, causing country banks to at- 
tempt to build ui) reserve.s, in.sdine 
eases needlessly largo, by drawing 
tlieir balances from the reserve cities. 
Under the banking system of tho Uni- 
ted HtatoH, beca,nso of un inelastic 
currency, but quUo as much because 
of tho laws regarding re'S(irves and 
tho peculiar system under which they 
cai; only be used for tho very purpose 
for which they arc held at Ibe expense 
of Ijreaking the letter (,>f the law and 
thereby creating a ijanle, the effect of 
this hoarding of currency was to para- 
ly/.o l)UHiness and cause on the one 
hand a premium on currency for a 
, short time as high as ll',i< jier cent., 
";;and on tho other the creiiiion of a 
■temporary currency. Illegal but emin- 
ently , sensible. In order to enable the 
business of the country to go on. At 
thojsamo time gold was Imported from 
Europe to the extent o? over $100,000,- 
.000, and while tbls j'iJ^ ^Uibxtraordln- 
ary evidences of abllltljrjto apply heroic 
remedies to the altiiatl6,%;the very fact 
that It was necessary; and; possible to 
obtain this very large sum,": from Hur- 
bpo naturally ularmed the iribhey mar- 
kets there, becauHo It was a'-ooncreto 
example of tho violent and' enormous 
forces which Amorlcan trade and lin- 
anoe can exercise upon Muropo when 
the ijendulum hua boon allowed to 



swing too far In one direction. The 
sltuatiOA'la now . steadily Improving, 
the. gold •importations and the previilutai, 
on currency,' have stopped and the re-' 
serves of : 'banks fere being brought 
back to -the legal' requirements. How 
far the enormous fail in tho price of 
copper, and the more moderate fall in 
other metals and in lumber, will be fol- 
lov/ed by a general fall In the price of 
all cominodltle.s, it is too early to esti- 
mate. But as the wap;es of labor are 
being reduced and large numbers have 
been tlirown out of employment, we 
must expect ti moderate readjustment 
of prices. Foodstuffs do not, however, 
because of another series of factors, 
show any tendency to decline in price. 

Tiie hope has been confidently ex- 
pressed on many occg.sions since 1893 
tliat the United States. ,.,>yould,.,,;brlng 
ab o u' t ref briri s^^^Jhi*'; lti3':'jjt cu'rrency4^^ 
banking systems. Partly because the 
situation Is full of difficulties not pre- 
sent in most countries, nothing of a 
decisive nature has yet been accom- 
plished, but the demand for reform 
from the public througliout the United 
Slates is more persistent than ever be- 
fore, and we cannot doubt that with 
the recent experi^'nco sharply iu mind 
st.epa will now actually bo taken to 
remedy the defects referred to. It Is 
well for all of us residing outside tho 
United States not to foi'get that while 
stringency in money was inevitable 
owing to expansion, the extraordinary 
features which differentiate the mone- 
tary troubles of the United States from 
those of other countries are due almost 
entirely to their peculiar tottriliUlg and 
treasury systems. In .Canada we have 
an enforced revision Of the. Bank Act 
every ten years, and It is well to bear 
in mind that we are approaching the 
time when tlie discussion connected 
therewith usually takes place. 

Tile situation bears little relation to 
that following the troubles of 1893, 
eitlier a.s tt) currency conditions and 
standards, crop conditions, or volume 
of manufactured goods relatively to 
tlie demand, and, provided tlie usual' 
crops are harvested next year, a very 
full measure of industrial activity 
should prevail throughout North Am- 
erica. The marketing of the actual 
product.'? of the field, forest and mine 
of itself requires that largo additions 
should bo made to railroad equipment 
and that other building operations 
should be carried out, and if the 
world generally can be induced on the 
one hand to exercise Its power of sav- 
ing to a gseater. degree, aivd on the 
otheir to' itibdeirate jfomewh^t the tface 
of Its industrial exparisloh, esjjeclally 
as regards the fixing of capital in bet- 
terments of all-kinds, wo need not fear 
for the prosperity of the farmer 
throughout North America, or that 
our workshops will be idle to an ex- 
tent which should interfere -with a 
sound and reasonable pr03pej"Ity. • j 

The resolution for the adoption of 
the report was . then carried unani- 
mously. 

The Chairman — I have now to suli- 
mit a resolution regarding a bylaw- 
authorizing an increase of the capital 
stocit of the bank. In asking you to 
pass this resolution we do not wlsli to 
convey the Impression liiat at the 
present time ^ve have any intention of 
issuing new stock. '\Ye nwrely desire 
to be prepared, so that in the event of 
our business making it at any lime 
icloar that it would bo \vlse to issue 
any part of the sum we^ now ask you 
to authorize, wo shall not be subject 
to tlio delay incident to calling a spec- 
ial meeting of tho sharelioiders. The 
by-law reads as follows; — 

"■\Vhereas tlie capital stoclv of the 
Canadian Banlc of Commerce is now 
ten million -dollars, and it is expedient 
that tho same should bo Increased by 
five million dollars, bo it, therefore, 
enacted as a by-law by the sharehold- 
ers voii the 'Canadian,. Bahk of \Cbm- 
merce as'aeifibled at,ati aii^iial meeting 
held in. the board' room p'f-the Cana- 
dian Bank of Comnierce dt the corner 
of King and Jordan streets, Toronto, 
on Tuesday, the fourteenth day of 
January, 190S. that tho capital stock 
of tlie Canadian Bank of Commerce 
be, and the same is hereby increased 
by the sum oi live million dollars, di- 
vided into one huiulred thousand 
shares of fifty dollars each. 

"I will now move, seconded by Sena- 
tor Cox, that tlie said by-law of the 
Canadian Banic of Commerce read to; 
the meeting Ijy tiio President lie pas- 1 
sed liy the aliarehoiders, and that the 
same be executed under the corpc/ato 
seal of tho bank, countersigned by the 
President or Vice-President and the 
General iMaiiager." 

Senator Cox — -I have pleasure In 
secondin.g the resolution wiilch has 
been moved by the President. 

ISIr. "VY. Cassols — I have great plea.3- 
ure In moving the following resolution: 
"That the thanlts of the meeting are 
•due and are hereby tendered to the 
Presidehtj yice-rl^e^idtir^t and other 
dlreotbra for their careful attention to 
the interests . W .the. bank." ^ I> think 
the 'Sliarefioidier^ are Brii^tlSf to*lie cbri- 
gratulated tfiaf darlhp; these troublbuv! 
times thgy hacVe a b'bar'^ aonipos6& of 
men of sulsh high standing. I~think 
tiioy are also to be congr4.tuIated on 
having the General Manager restored 
to health. They have anbther- asset 
which Is not carried into this balance 
sheet, but one of very considerable 
moment, namely, tho universal and 
general courtesy wlilch from tlie Pres- 
ident down U> tho lowest clerk is ex- 
tended to anybody wlio ha.s occasion 
to do business with this bank. 

Mr. William Davidson— I have inneli 
lileasuro in seconding tliis resolution, 
There are two things which .shnveliol ti- 
ers look for. The first is security; tho 
next thing Is u, fair return tipun their 
Investment. In reading tho statement 
which lias been presented today there 
is no person but must be convinced 
that they have, the llrst. As to .the 
second, bearing in mind the security, 
tlie return upon the inveatmept is tira- 



ple. Another feature abojit the pro- 
ceedings today which must be very 
'reassuring to the shareholders is the 
very wide and exhaustive statement 
which has been presented to us by tho 
Pi-esldent. A bank like tne Canadian 
Bank of Commerce, liavlng branchea 
not only in every part of this country, 
but in alino.it every part ot the world, 
is npcessnrlly IntercstecJ in knowing 
and understanding the comanerclai J 
latlons and the business possibilities 
of the country, and tho address of Mr. 
Walker shows an amount of research 
and intelligent appreciation of all the 
financial business of the world that 
must redound very largely to tho suc- 
cess of the Canadian Bank of Com- 
merce. 

The Chairman — On behalf of my co- 
directors, I have to thank you very 
much indeed for the resolution. It 
has been, as you can realize, a more 
difficult year than usual, and I am sorry 
that tho report I have read is not as 
rosy as in many past years, 'but we 
have always tried in stating the busi- 
ness conditions In Canada to bo frank 
with you, and what wo say will be 
convincing In proportion as - we have 
been frank in our ■statemeiit?^;jg'ftgsji^"^^ 

Mr. Kilgour— I have much ipleiaaur'e in 
moving the following resolution:'- "That 
the thanks of the meettnig be tenderfed 
to the General Manager, the Superlrt- 
tendent-of Branches and other officers 
of the Bahfefor the satisfactory man- 
ner .-in .which they have discharged 
the duties of their several offices dur- 
ing the past twelve months." 

In mbving this resolution, we have 
before us the magnificent statement 
presented today, which Is ail the more 
gratifying when wc consider the ex- 
ceedingly trying financial conditions 
which we have had, requiring on tlie 
part of our executive officers and the 
entire staff more than ordinary vigi- 
lance and care and, on behalf of the 
board and shareholders, 1 wish to ex- 
press to them our warm appreciation 
of the ability and prudence which has 
characterized their administration. 

It also afords me mucii pleasure to 
express to Mr. Laird, our esteemed 
General Manager, our great gratifica- 
tion in having him re.itored to us in 
health, as we realize that his Illness 
was largely due to his zealous, faith- 
ful efforts in the interests of the Bank. 

I desire to mention with sincere re- 
gret the great loss the Bank has sus- 
tained in the removal by death of Wr. 
Matiiewson, the late manager of the 
Montreal braucli. Mr. iMathewson be- 
gan his business career in 1870 as ju- 
nior in Montreal, and served the Bank 
In various capacities until 1882, when 
he retired to accept tlio position of 
manager of tho Bank of Ottawa at 
Winnipeg. Subsequently, however, he 
returned to the Bank ol Commerce as 
manager at AVlnnippg, and. from there 
was transferred in 1889 tb-.p Montreal, 
where ho remained titltll th'o."ttihe of 
his death in November lait.. '.. ■ 

Mr. Mathewson's position ■will ;bo 
difficult to fill. As a citizen of ;.Mpa- 
troal he was IdenUfled with. ma:ny ,bf 
the city's commerblal^.ihtevests. ir'it He 
was highly" estebiAed ; ny' ihenibeird of 
the business community, arid was em- 
inently qualified to take an important 
place In all that concerned the finan- 
cial Interests of that city. 

Mr. Cratliern— I have pleasure In 
seconding the resolution that has just 
been moved by the Vice-President, and 
in the first place, on behalf of the 
shareholders of the Bank as well as 
tiie Directors, I would tender our most 
sincere congratulations to pur.General 
Manager, Mr. Laird, on his restoration 
to health and strengtli. '' 

In regard to Mr. Matiiewson we In 
Montreal feel that we have suffered a 
verj' great loss. By the customers of 
tho Bank he was very Ijighiy respect- 
ed and esteemed. In 190G ho was elect- 
ed by acclamation as President of tlie 
Montreal Board of Trade, the first 
banker that had been elected to that 
position, and I can safely say that no 
gentleman ever retired from tlio posi- 
tion carrying with him the sympatlvy 
and admiration of tlie Board of Trade 
more than did Mr. Mathowson. 

The General Manager— On behalf of 
the staff I thank you very kindly for 
tho way in which yotf have received 
this resolution. It is a spur to do even 
better than we have been able to do 
in the past. I also tliank you for tho 
very courteous and gracious way in 
which you iiavo referred to nie. I be- 
lieve we have .a staff that is .second 
to none in b.-iniclng in Canada, and it 
give.s me very great satisfaction to 
acknowledge the kindness and consid- 
eration and tho help that all the offi- 
cers, from the highest to the lowest, 
have given me during the past year. 

It was then moved by Dr. Hoskin, 
seconded by Mr, B. B. 'Wood: "That 
the meeting , do now WObeed to elect 
DIj.-ectbr8'i(bF the coming yeav, and thit 
for this piirpqso tjie ballpt-box bo 
■opened and remain open lintll 2 o'clock 
tips /(^ay.'.^tlib -poll to bo closed. -how- 
ever, whenever five minutes shall have 
elapsed without a vote being, tendered, 
the result of the elbption to. 1}0 'report- 
ed by the scrutineers to the. ' General 
Manager." 

The meeting was then adjourned 
until 2 p.m., wlien the scrutlners ro- 
])ortcd that tho by-law Increa.'jlng the 
capital stock of the Bank had been 
carried unanimously, ana that the fol- 
lowing gentlemen h-ave been elected 
aH directors for tho ensuing year:

Its Aims, Progress and Success 

Tills .School was founded about twenty-eight j'ears ago in Victoria, for the purpose of pro- 
viding a sound training, moral, mental and piiysical, on the lines of the great public schools 
of I'higland. It is situated at '■The Laurels" on ].3eleber street. Hero Mr. J. AV. Laing, M.A., 
Christ (;iiurch, O.Kl'ord, has established a llourishlng and jirosperous Boys'' Boarding School, 
having removed live years ago to these new (piarters which were iiurchased by Iiim- from 
Mr. Robert Ward. Mr. Laing bought tlio good-will of the scliool from the Rev. C. E. Sliarp In 
1897, the School at that time 'being situated on tiie Esqulmalt Road, consisting of three board- 
ers and five day boys. 

Tho present sumber of boarders lias readied the high standard of *10, the largest number the 
School has ever liad. The boarder.s come from as far afield as points in Manitoba, Sasl^atche- 
wan and Alberta, Fernic, Nelson, Kelowna, Atlin, Vancouver, Seattle, Taconia, Spol-cano and 
Portland. 

For their better acconimodation, new dormitories and a large indoor recreation room have 
recently been added to the main building, and two acres of playing held bordering on . the. 
school property were actpiired three years ago.

In 1778 Captain Cook cast anchor in 
Nootka Sound on the west coast of Vancou- 
ver Island. ■ Cook* was seeking the elusive 
Anian Strait, that will-o'the-wisp which was 
to connect the Atlantic with the Pacific, 
whose existence all navigators for two cen- 
turies; ^utterly believed i^n;;and, , eagerly '.§oj»ght 
Coolfe went north to the' i^i^rctic '-aii^ re- 
turned to the Sandwicb*i|la^d#V ,whe^^^^ was 
killed by natives.' - '.! .: • ' : ' ' r ' ■'• 

In' the spring of 1842 James Dotigias/.-witJi 
a handful of men from the steEiiner' "Beaver 
landed on the buttercup swarded shore of 
Beacon Hill. An empire's history is marking 
that March day, and this little group of fif- 
teen men is about to begin a cha])ter. To this 
end they employ no cunning colors of the clois- 
ter. Hewn logs and cedar posts are their 
writing tools. They came, these sturdy Scots, 
to build a fort for the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany. Hard tasks were theirs and rugged 
;,^,uties ere they ,fel| into the jjortion- of weeds 

■'and outworn faces, arid no visions of a peopled 
.toritinent from ocean to ocean had they. 

Most of "the 'pioneers of colony* times, hav- 
ing borne the day's burden and heat have pass- 
ed away, but two empire builders remain, the 
chaplain and the speaker of the first House of 
Assembly, which met in 1856, scholarly gen- 
tlemen of the old school, Bishop Cridge, and 
the "Old Doctor"— the Hon. J. S. Helmckcn. 
Far-seeing both, broad-minded, courageous, yet 
withal gentle and most kindly, these two -will 
be held in affectionate remembrance as long 
a,s one stone stands on another in Victoria 
Gity, and honor is a name to conjure with. 
. Through all these years, northward and 
Westward — seaward, did Vancouver Island di- 
rect her energies. Northward to the Yukon, 
coastwise to all the ancient wealth of Mexico, 
beyond the sugar-canes of Honolulu and the 
rose gardens of Nippon to Australia, India and 
the Isles of the Sea docs she send her wares. 
Australia is her market and New Zealand, and 
in the morning mists comes a cry for Douglas 
firs and sockeye salman "out o' China 'cro.st 
the Bay." Vancouver "hears the iCast a- 
callin'," the East just beyond the Rockies, call- 
ing for her shingles, her sti'awberrics, and her 

..^salrnon ; but on the edge of things, 

I ; "From East to West tho circling word has passed 
. .. Till West Is East beside our land-locked blue." 

and in the Ea.st which we call the Orient does 
Vancouver Island , find her true market. The 
trans-Pacifi^ lands are her oyster. 

Vancouver Island's trade is already the 
large'st in 'the world per head of population. 
What does she send out to the rest of the map ? 
Fish, coal, gold, silver, copper, lead, timber, 
masts and spars, furs and sealskins, fish-oil, 
apples, whales and strawberries. The coasting 
vessels round her shores have a capacity of 
eight million tons and the sea-going vessels a 
tonnage of twoi million. 

For many years out and in from Victoria 
Harbor plied the little black steamer "Beaver," 
the first steamer to cross the Atlantic west- 
ward and the first craft whose paddle wheels 
churned the waters of the Pacific. The old 
"Beaver" played an honorable part in the his- 
tory of this west coast. In the days when the 
Sailor ICingTule^^ her keel was laid 

ion the Thames bank' in the year 1835, and.it 
was the hand of a Duchess that broke the 
chrhstcning bottle over her bows. These were 
the days when men said not "How Cheap?" 
but "liow Good?" was the son of James 
Watt who built her engines, and yeoman work 
.were they to do in another ocean and a New 
World. Up and down the Pacific coast she 
carried the fur traders, eager miners crowded 
her decks, seeking fortunes on Eraser placers ; 
she became a survey ship for the British gov- 
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Picturesque Birth-Place on the Shores 

of the. Pacific ^ 




ernment,.and Imperial hydrographers compiled 
their charts m her aft cabin. The decadence 

oi steamships is pathetic. We pity war-horses 
made to do duty in milk-wagons, hrom court- 
ladics to skid-greasers slipped the Beaver in 
her latter days, and none so poor to do her re- 
verence. A tide rip landed her on the rocks of 
Vancouver harbor, and a passing steamer, an 
insolent new-comer, gave her her wash. Then 
broke her mighty heart. Down through her 
oaken ribs slipped those salt-inbrusted Watt 
boilers, and she yielded the ghost. 

From that day to' this the romance of the 
sea cUngs to the harbor of Victoria, where the 
world-end steamers vvait. Years ago, in a little 
cottage on Birdcage Walk, all through a win- 
ter and a summer. Lady Franklin waited for 
the word that came not from the ill-fated Polar 
expedition of Sir John. From the same harbor 
sailed last year the Arctic expedition of Eef- 
fingwell and Finer Mikkelsen, in the little 
"Duchess of Bedford," on the bold and debon- 
air search for a dream /continent in Beaufort 
Sea. _ ' ; ■ / ' ■ ' • , 

Round the Horn in the earlv sixties came 
to this timber-covered colony a unique cargo, 
the iron .church of St. John; sent all the way 




old Juan de-Fuca and* Sir Francis Drake were 
not so far off in their visions'of^a short cut to" 

Europe. The Anian Strait of which they fondly 
dreamed was a myth ; the great transcontin- 
ental waterway througli which they said the 
whales disporting themselves on every side 
must have passed, was a chimera of the im- 
agination. But the transcontinental highway 
has been built, not once, but many times, a 
highway of steel and railroad sleepers, and to 
Victoria's front doors to connect with these 
come the ships of all the world. 

The island of Vancouver has a diversity of 
inhabitants- commensurate witl^ the diversity 
of its indt.istries.. At the south, Victoria, which 
Edgar Wallace in the 'London Mail, calls "the 
Little-Johnny-Head-In-the-Air citj^ of Can- 
ada," the population here is English and Scot- 
ish, .sprinkled with Americans and Canadians. 
Chinese and Japs are. an integral part of the 
peo])le, and an Indian rancherie flourishes in 
the heart of the city. 

Fifty miles north is tlie town of Duncan, a 
ranching community of English younger sons, 
where "Punch" and the I-^ondon "Times" are 
read and British politics discussed, and where 
the small landed ' proprietor ,, .m immaculate 



woods, wood that average iso cords to the acre,;; 
running up. as high, as 500 cords. 

Van co'uve'r. island V pulp makes not only 
paper but hollow ware, cigar boxes, picture 
frames, car wheels, water pipes, telegraph 
poles, coffins, mattresses, lead pencils, shoe 
heels, vases, and ornaments, horse-shoes, bi- 
cycle bars, fruit tins, hats, piano cases and pav- 
ing brick. Vancouver Island may well say,

From the waters that surround this island 
$10,000,000 worth of fish is taken annually, 
giving employment to 20,000 people. The At- 
lantic fisheries have reached the maximum of 
development, whereas in the West only salmon 
has been exploited. The day of the commercial 
development of the hahbut fisheries and those 
of the cod, herring, sturgeon, oolachan, smelt, 
sardines, anchovies, oysters, clams, shrimps, 
and prawns^, has yet to come. V ancoiiver 
Island has been so busy with the Ing things 
that she has ignored these smaller fry: 

On the west coast of Vancouver Island is 
the world's lartrcst whaling station. Two 
steamships and three factories are kept busy 
for twelve months m the year shooting the

Beyond the smoke looms up the^ shore line 
of the island of San Juan, over which England 
and Uncle Sain almost came to blows, and 
which in arbitration was given to the United 
States by the German Emperor, grandfather of 
the present Kaiser., And all around us is his- 
toric ground.

Not far from here a real, live "wild man"

' If you reach Victoria in July or August, 
the warmest months of the year, you will find 
a mean temperature of 60 degrees I'^ahrenheit 
and a rainfall of less than an inch a month. If 
you arrive in January or February, the coldest 
months, you find a temperature of 40 degrees, 
and a. rainfall of less than three inches a month. 
.::^;The summ^ of 60 degreeis, leaving 

Victoria, ttiris inside the coast line as ifir north 
as the Yukon, then bending southeast it passes 
south of Hudson's Bay and north of Quebec, 
entering the Atlantic at Sydney, Nova Scotia. 
All south of this line, practically all the in- 
habited part of Canada, is hotter than Victoria 
during July or August. 

The winter isotherm of 40 degrees, after 
leaving Victoria, enters the mainland at

Seattle, and runs inside the coast line as far 
south as Pjioenix, Ari.?ona; then crossing the- 
Southern States, enters the Atlantic at Nor- 
folk, Virginia. All north of this line, that is 
all of Canada, and practically all of the United 
States except Florida, is colder J than Victoria; 
in January and February. ^ ' 

. ; ,T^^ of Victoua is unique. The; 

'' idle tOtiVist, spending a summer week within' 
her borders, carries the witchery of her charm, 
with him wherever he wanders. What makes 
that charm? It is compounded of many sim- 
ples — the sea has much to do with it, the mul- 
titudinous roses contribute, the gentle voices 
of the people play no small part, the breezes 
are soft with suggestiveness. 

The sun never sets with greater beauty 
than over the edge of the Sooke Hills, tipping 
the rough-hewn silver of the Olympics with a 
rosy glow, and spilling itself in prodigality over 
the waters of the Fucan . Straits. It ^pesn't 
take an artist to catcK'a iqitick, elusiv^ glimpse' 
of that light that never was on sea or land.

These beasts 
were killed whenever a man with a gun 
chanced to meet them, and- would be killed 
under such circumstances, every time, if there 
was not a cent in it. It would not pay a man. 
to hunt panthers or wolves for the. .present; 
bounty, and he suggested that it be raised tof 
$25 in both cases, which he believed would^in- 
duce hunters to take their dogs and guns arid' 
make a business of hunting this class of game.

Fashion's Fancies 

?'Hints for Fancy Balls and Coiffure Arrangement." 

Actual ifanoy dress balls seem ■> to have lost favor, 
possibly because of expense entailed and the difficulty 

of gettirig up a good muster, so many women refuse 
such invitations rather than have the trouble and ex- 
pense of a fancy costume, or the elders arrive In or- 
dinary evening attire and spoil the ^ffect. The fancy 
coiffure ball is. however, generally successful. As this 
means only pretty or original hair-dressing and a 
hat, coif or bonnet, of which the whole or some of Its 
component parts can be utilized afterwards for gen- 
eral wear. If the coiffure is practised on two, or three 
Occasions, a l)ecoming and picturesque effect is not 
difficult to achieve. For the pondee coiffure ball a 
wliite wig Is more satisfactor.v and more effective ■ 
than powdering the Itair. It may be hired quite 
cheaply and worn over the hair neatly plaited and 
coiled closel.v round the head. A few patches and 
some sliglit make up, such as accentuating the eye 
brovv's and lashes, and a little tinted powder, soon 
produces a chic a.iid fancy effect to be completed by a 
picturesiiue hat or coif. Prettil.v waved hair, i)ouffod 
out each side and the back in loii.g plaits tied with 
ribljon is most becoming to .some faces \\'hcn fin- 
islied with a, Dutch bonnet of lace, the ^'/irGd wings 
s^tanding out, and framin.g the hair. This is not a 
pondee style, nor is the Alsatian with immense ribbon 
bow standing far back across the head, and with long 
streamers falling over curls or idaits. For the matron 
there are picturesque arrangements talcen from his- 
torical pictures, the foundations easily made from 
buckram. The long funnel shaped head dress with a 
gauze veil falling from Its point is cov'ored in sillc or 
' satin, with a band of ermine or swansdown. For the 
jewels a few brooches sewed on the front suffices. 
The veil requires a border of sequin.s or some gold 
theatrical' lace costing a very little. Hat slianes in 
tulle' pr buckram are made to order by most fancy 

vftiiirtilllnery, houses and when covered the trimmln.gs 
are piled on to obtain the. most becoming and chic 
effects, however exaggerated, without any restriction 
as to style or fashloti.— .-'With regaird 'tb fancy cos- 
tumes, few apparently realize how simple it Is to give 
a picturesque effect to ordinary gowns, Take for |t>- 
.. stance the present low necked gown of -Velvet or sa- 
tin, with Its long full skirt, and clcsely flttied hips. 
Tn.stead of the fashionable petticoat, all frou-frou and 
Uice wear only one of hea^'.v clinging material, per- 
tectly close and tight to the knees, and lielow In full 
heavy folds. Trim the hips with narrow fur in battle- 
ment fash.ion "a la Huguenot' from the celebrated pic- 
ture. Kemove the sleeves and substitute fresh ones 
• in pouffs with .shTshings of satin, and quite tight from 
the elbow. Trim the neck with fiu- and a deep drawn 

■ ^up tucker in chemisette st^•le and you have a quaint 
ajid mediaeval coslunio at vor,\' little expen.se. Narrow 
marabout or swansdown will do hi place of fur. Then 
for the coiffure there is flic Stuart or the Juliet cap 
in velvet and jicarls, or in brocade jewel.i and gold 
(ace, either easily faHhIoned by an ingenious worker. 
For these the hair must be waved and f|uaintly dress- 
ed with some ti'esses falling Inosti in curls and plaits. 
. Or a steeple headdres.'^ with flowing \'eil of siiangled 

V; gau/.o is equally appropriate or a velvet cap with big 
illgretlc fastened with jeweled buckle. That iuexpeu- 
sivo material, nun's veiling is admirable for the long 
rla.sslcal or plcturesfiue t.vpe of costume and gold 
braid, very thin and flat, i.s admirable for Greek or 
other border.s, or gold printed oni\s iir(: sold In lengths 
ready for sewing on. Really gorgeous .lai)aneHe cos- 
tumes can be made from the .lap.'inese cotton crepes, 
v,-.hlch are most inexpensive, and In good widths. The

Home Decoration , 

An empty fireplace has a most shamed-faced ap- 
pearance, and its effect is decidedly depressing. Dur- 
ing the summer It is an easy matter to arrange ferns 
in -art pots (brass or copper ones for choice), panels 
of looking-glass, or sniidl screens, but If either of 
tliese schemoH is continued during the winter the 
fireplace is evulently not wanted and would be better, 
dispensed with altogother. I am j thinking of a house 
in which two rooms luive been knocked Into one, to 
make a large drawin;; room, or where the folding 
doors which originally answered the purpose of di- 
vision, have^been permanently banished. vOno never, 
or seldom, has- two fires In one room, because it Is 
difhcult to form two cosy cli>cles ; therefore the hearth 
In what. used to be the back drawing room or library 
remains cold and cheerless. Tliere'are otlicr rooms in 
which the fireplace Is not used, such as bedrooms, 
where space is very limited, but these I -will, describe 
later on; tor the n^oment my theme is the empty fire- 
place in the back drawing room. A simple and ef-' 
feotlvo mode of destroying the identity of the fireplace 
Is .by turning: It Into a dwarf bookcase. 'V^here the 
cblmnoypicco Is a very .plain one- nothing is. reauifed 
save to remove the grate and fit up the space with 
backing and slielves of deal, which Should f^be stained 
or painted to match the rest of the structure, but a 
curtain to draw wholly or partially across the book- 
shelves gives a finish \YhIcli' Is very elfoctive. In a 
room where a dainty wall paper 'in the very faintest 
pink and cream stripes suggests a tint of pastel blue 
for the upholstery and draperies the curtains should 
be of Roman satin in this shade. Over the shelf at 
the top I would lay a long strip of white satin, with 
the ends embroidered in a conventioirfll design work- 
ed In faint blues and greens. \Vhero the chimney- 
piece la large and ugly, such as those of greyish 
white marble, which are so t^lng to the decorator, it 
must be entirely encased. It will^nbt be necessary to 
remove the grate, but the square-space in which it Is 
fixed must be filled in with a panel of wood. The 
jambs of the fireplace can then be put into hollow 
deal boxes with some ornamentation in the way of 
carving, or moulding down the front and a similar do- 
sign must be nailed along the front of the top shelf. 
A dwarf case of this <lescription makes an excellent 
little cabinet for the display of china. In a room 
where rose color was preclominant In car|)et and cur- 
tains, the woodwork could be painted white and the 
interior consisting of back, sides and shelves cov^jred 
with pale rose plush, forming an excellent back- 
ground for bits of old Chelsea, Dresden or other de- 
lights. In the case of very valuable specimens It 
would be wise to liave a glass door fixed in front of ' 
the cupboard to make the contents absolutely safe. 
'Where the double room is converted into a dining- 
room the improvised bookcase or china cupboard will 
probably be of mahogany or dark oak, or at least the 
light wood will be stained to represent one or the 
other of these. If the latter it would make a very ef- 
1!cctive cupboard for the display of old blue and 
white china, and for the antique glass which is so 
hi,?iily prinod now-a-days. Reverting to the double 
drawin,g room from which the folding doors have been 
removed it is expedient so to arrange the furniture 
that the suggestion of this ono apartment having 
been originally two is quite dispelled. A lar.ge Ches- 
terfield couch slantwise across tlie part where the 
doors used to be does tliis effectually. This, of 
course. Is only possible when Uiere is plenty of space, 
but wherever the two rooms combined only nialie one 
moderate sized one, the centre should be loft (|uite 
free, grouping the furniture at either end of the room 
more than anywhere else, and keeping small tables, 
palm stands, and easy chairs at the sides: tlie unin- 
terrupted length of carpet down the centre then con- 
veys the impression of more yards than reall.v exist. 
In a ver.v small bedroom it is often a .great advantage 
to be able to put a piece of furniture in the firoiilaee, 
but the only one which really adajjts itself to this is 
a washstand, and really, this is little more tlian a 
plain table and could easily bo made at home. The 
reason why a washstand adapts itself to the situa- 
tion better than anything else is that the mantleshelf, 
which otherwise would be dreadfully In the way, can 
be utlllaed for bpttles, etc. The table should be made 
of a convenient height, and a good deal broader than 
the shelf above. ITrom the top of the back of the 
table almost to. the shelf a square framework of wood 
will fom a Back if It is filled! " in with a i>anci of 
Cassia cloth the- same color as the wallpaper over 
which Is', ft splasher of white spptte'd musUn fixed to 
the framo by ribbon bows at the corners^ -The top ,of 
the table should, be covered with white ''marbled'" 
American cloth, arid the legs should bfe painted ivory 
white. The woodwork and the suite in this room 
ought also to he • white. Before puttine the wash- 
stand into place, the square opening of. the grate 
should'.be filled in with a curtain of Cassia cloth the 
same tone 'of color as the wall pap.er. On no account 
fill in the opening with boarding, which would pre- 
vent ventilation and bo very unhealthy. Either the 
carpet or a rug should ,be brought right up to this 
curtain to conceal the hearth entirely. On the wall 
behindr»the mantleshelf another small splasher of 
white musllh-matchlng the one below should be plac- ' 
ed, thus making the fitment look complete. In a very 
small room this'arrangement will make it quite pos- 
sible to db with only a bed, a dressing chest with 
glass and.a bhalr or two, besides providing a good- . 
sized washstand, which fs always a great comfor*

Pearl Cream Soup . 

Required: Half a pound of pearl barley, one on- 
ion, one turnip, a stick of celery, one'quart of white 
stock, one gill of cream, pepper and 'salts''' . -: 

lUethod: First wash the pearl' barley 'very thor- 
oughly in cold water, put It into tn enamelled, sauce- 
pan with the onion, stick of celery, turnip and 'Stock. 

Boil all gently, but very steadily, from''thi;ee'-. to 
four hours, then pass through a sieve, VYorkihg.ilt', 
with a w'ooden spoon. Return all to" the .saucepaiC 
season, bring to 'the boll while stirring; if you hav^ it, 
add a dash of lemon juice. Remove from the fire, 
gradually stir in the creanii and serv^j-wlth'trled crou- 
tons of ' bread. ; 

German Fish Cake 

Required: One breakfastcupful each of cold flak- 
ed fish and' cold potato, one small onion, one ounce 
of butter, p.et>per and isalt^ 

Methods 'Mince' the onion very finely, and cook 
It in a stewpan with half the butter, when tender add 
the fish and potato, pepper and salt, and the renlaln- . 
deir of the butter. i-^ . >- ^ 

Stir the whole over the fire until qulte^hot,•then 
pile high oh a hot dish, sprinkle fine brown bread- 
crumbs over and serve. 

Stuffed Rabbit With Onion Sauce 

Why do so many people object to boiled rabbit? 
Largely. I think, liccriuso of the careless manner in 
which it is eooivcd and served. 

If preijared carefully it makes a most savourv and 
appetizing dish, and tho cost is very reasonable. 
Stuffed with some good veal stuffing (which greatly 
adds to Its flavor; iind masked with some well made 
onion saue(s it should meet the apiiroval of even the 
most fastidious i)e(>ple. 

Tlie following will be found a very satisfactory 
m<idc of preparation, if the instructions are followed 
carefully: 

Requii'cd: One lai-gc I'abbit, two large onions, a 
bunch of parsley and herbs, four peppercorns, four 
cloves, stock. 

For the Stuffing: Quarter of a pound of lean veal, 
two ounces of beet suet, one ounce of bacon, one 
tablespoonful of crumbs, one teaspoonful of chopped 
parsley, half a teaspoonful of chopped onion, one egg, 
salt, pepper, nutmeg and lemon rind. 

Method for preparing tho stuffing: Pass the veal 
twice through a mincing machine, then i>ound it in a 
mortal', with tlie suet and bacon; rub this mixture 
through a sieve. Add to It the crumbs, parsley and 
imlon, bind the mixture with tin; beaten egg, and 
season it to taste witli salt, peppei", nutmeg and a 
little lemon rind. 

Method of prejiaring the rabbit: Having skinned 
,and cleaned tho ralibil, put it Into a basin of tepid 
water with a handful of s;iU, and let It soak foj an 
hour to draw out tho blood. 

Dry jt carefully, stuff it with the forcemeat, sew- 
ing up the opening with a little fine string. 

Truss It neatly in shape with skewers and string, 
put it in a atewpan with enough white stock to cover 
it. add the onions, sliced, the spices and herbs, and 
also a little salt. 

Bring It to the boil, then skin it well, and let it 
simmer gently from one hour to one hour and a half, 
according, to the size and ago of the rabbit. 

■When if seems quite tender, take it , out of tho pan, 
remove the string, etc., and place it on a -hot dish. 
Pour over the onion sauce, and garnish with rolls of 
fried bacon. 

For the Sauce: Threo onions, two gills of milk, 
one gill of water, one ounce of flour, half an ounce of 
butter, salt and pepper. Peel and quarter the onions 
and- boll them In slightly salted water, until they are 
Just tender; then strain off the water. Melt the but- 
ter In a small pan, stir the flour into it, then add tho 
milk and tho water, and stir until it boils. Next add 
tho chopped onion and salt and pepper to taste. 

Stir over tho fire for a few minutes, to make sure 
the onion is hot, and pour it over the rabbit. Serve 
very hot, with boiled potatoes, and cabbage. 

Calf's Head en Torture 

Required: Half a, calf's' head, .soi-ne stock, two 
large onions, half a stick of celery, two or threo car- 
rots, a snipll piece of mace, a pinch of sweet herbs, a 
few peppercorns, a. piece of lemon rind, a sprig of 
parsley, slices of bacon, mushrooms, half a pint of 
hroU-n sauce, and a squeeze of lemon juice. 

Method: Thoroughly clean and blanch halt a 
calf's he.ad; set tills in a pan with just enough stock 
to cover it, 'When tho contents boll up add two largo 
onions, half a stick of celery, two or three carrots, .a 
small piece of mac«i, a pinch of sweet herbs, a few 
peiJiiercorns, a little lemon I'Ind, and a sprig of pars- 
ley tied in a piece of inuslln. Scatter a little stit, 
Rkim thorouglily. and then set the pan ))y the side of 
the fii'c where It will just simmer gently. Watch it 
r\nd skim occasionally. Cook this from two and a 
half to three hours. Tako up carefully remove the 
hones, and profs the meat lulo a neat shape on a hot 
dish. Scatter fried breadcrumbs over and keep hot. 
Cut the tongue Into slices, and grill the mushrooms. 
Weal, the brown sauce and flavor it with ketchup and 
a squeeze of lemon Juice. Pour the gravy round tho 



meat, and garnish it with the mushrooms, sliced 
tongue, and ToUs of fried bacon. Serve very hot: 

. Roast Wild Duck 

■Req.ulred:>. A ;brace- of birdsv'Cyoung If possible), 
two sliccs of fat bacon, butter, for basting, two slices 
of hot buttered toast. 

Method: Carefully pluck, dean and truss the 
birds. Tie one 'Slice of bacon over tho breast of each, 
.lUst slitting it once or twico to prevent it. from cutt- 
ing up. 'Roast, them beioi-.; a clear fire, or bake'tthenv- 
in a hot oven, for about twenty to thirty minutes; 
For the la.'-it ten miiiutes ri?movc the slices of bacon, 
BO that the birds maj^ become a nice brown. Keep 
them well basted. When you remove the bacon 
from tho birds, place the pieces of toast under them in 
the tin, so that they may catch any gravy that- drips 
from tho birds. When they arc coolced lay tho toast 
on a hot dish, place a bird on each piece, and. If pos- 
sible, gai-nish the dish with a few sprigs of water- 
cress. Tlie bread sauce, which should accompahy- 
this dish, will be found nice if made as follows: 'r.-'" 

Required: Half a pint of milk, ono small onion, 
two cloves, two tablespoonfuls of white crumbs, half 
an ounce of butter, salt and pepper to taste. 

Method: Put the milk in a pan, on the fire, add 
to it the onion Avith the cloves stuck into it. Make 
the crumbs by rubbing the bread through a sieve, and 
AVhen the milk boils, sprinkle in the crumbs, add the 
butter and let it simmer gently for about ten minutes. 
1'hen tako out the onion, season carefully with salt 
and pepper, and serve in a hot tureen. 

Note: — -As boiled potatoes have alrea,dy been serv- 
ed with the rabbit, a few potatoes could be roasted 
in tho tin, round the birds, and artichokes in milk, 
might bo served as a second vegetable, 

Chbcorate CheeaeeiikeB 

Required: One ounce of butter, two -ounces and 
a-half of castor -sugar, and'' one • ounce and a-haU of 
chocolate. One ounce of . crushed ratlf la biscuits, 
three eggs, puff'pastei 

Method: Cream the butter and sugar together, 
add the chocolate, one ounce of crushed ratlfla bis- 
cuits, and three eggs. Beat all the.se Ingredients to- 
gether until the mixture is quite smooth, and about 
the consistency of thick cream. Flavor with essence 
of vanilla. Line some patty pans with puff paste and 
fill with this mixture, .bake carefully in a slow oven, 
and serve either hot o^ cold,- whicbe'ver ^is preferred. 

Browned Apples 

Required: Six large cooking applefj'an'-duncb'bf 
butter, and some red currant jelly. 

Method: Peel and core the apples and fill the 
centre of each with butter. Place them in a buttered 
fireproof cooking dish, and put a few little bits of 
butter on them. Cook in a moderate oven, basting 
them- freely with butter. Before, serylng put a little 
red currant jelly into the centre of each. 

Cheese and Lc-mon Carapes — A Savoury 

Required: A small ei-outon of fried bread for 
each person, one ounce of grated cheese, half an ounce 
of butter, half an ounce of salmon paste (any other 
fish paste would do as well), cayenne, salt, a few 
drops of lemon juice. 

Method: See the bread is prettily cut into crou- 
tons and fried a nice brown in butter. Melt the half 
ounce of butter in a small pan. Add the cheese fish 
paste and seasonings. Stir until very hot and smooth. 
If too.'tliin add a, little, more cheese. Spread thickly 
on ,^^ii^rt,ed ^rbutbfls of brfeadj a%d .vAgrve at once,

Because a thing has been 
a hitherto invariable fact, it does not follow that it 
must always be so. The triumphs in steam, electric- 
ity, and chemistry, which have turned the inipossible 
into the commonplace show this. The plain truth is' 
that fading can be hastened or retarded by certain 
modes of life. In the present state of our knowledge" 
it cannot bo entirely prevented, but it certainly can 
be much retarded! 

What makes for early fading? 

Much exposure to artificial light, whether electric 
lamp or candle; nervous strain, imperfect sleep, great 
emotionalism of any kind, foul air, poor food, any 
State of 111 health, the uae of bad cosmetics. 

These are, of course, only the chief influences; 
they do not, by any means, exhaust the list. A little 
thought will show that all oftthem are things 'con- 
trollable to a greater or less extent. And broadly 
speaking tho oppoaites of these — daylight, nei-vous 
calm, good sleep, a quiet mind, pure air, good food, 
good health, and the use of wholesome cosmetics (or 
none at all) — retard fading. 

Even the greatest sceptic must acknowledge that 
there are women in public life who have pas.sed their 
sixth decade, tnd yet compare favorably with poorer 
sisters of twenty years juniority.

The First American Vessel 

Throe-hundredth .anniversaries of American -foun- 
dations' are coming now with remarkable, frequency, 
giving the present generation an illustration of tlie 
rapidity with ■wifilch colonies were established, tem- 
porarily or permanently, along our shores in the early 
days of the seventeenth century. Few of the anni- 
versaries are of greater interest than that which was 
celebrated in Bath, Jlaine, and, in fact, all along the 
Maine coast. In August, in honor of the llrst vessel 
built in New England. 

Three hundred years ago this summer Captain 
George Popham, on behalf of his brother. Chief Jus- 
tice John Popham, and the Plymouth company, came 
over the ocean with the two siiips. Gift of God and 
Mary and John, and made a settlement at the mouth 
of the Keniiebec river. 

The little colony, after an adventurous voyage, had 
reached Monhegan early in August, and landing there, 
held services on Sunday, tho 9th. On the 19th they 
landed in the Sagadahoc harbor, as the mouth of the 
Kennebec was then called, and went ashore. 

There, on the sandy beach, the little pinnace Vir- 
ginia was built that autumn, a notable achievement 
for so small and so ill-established a colony. It V,'a.3 
a seaworthy craft, a proper forerunner for tho fine 
vessels that have made the Kennebec famous. It 
crossed the ocean several times, and brought colonists 
and stores to America.- ... ; 

The colony at Fort Popham'*bbandone^d->-that post 
the next year and retUrned;;to Englahd; :btit- other, set- 
tlements were soon made, and' before the revolutlbri . 
the shlp-bullders of the -Malnb - coast had'^ already 
achieved a reputation. " '. ' , ; 

Siinare-rlgged ships %'6m Maine ports— and froni'. 
none other more than from Bath, which Is the modern 
succes^br to Popham's colony — bore the American flag' 
to . all parts of the world. 'When the great revival - of 
^ship-bulldlng came after the discbyery-'ofgold in Cali- 
fornia, over 100 shlps~were launched into the Kenne- 
bec In a single year. And today, when the square- 
rigger has gone out of style, and even the coasting 
schooner is giving way slowly to steam power, one 
voya.ging into tlie Kennebec sees here and there along 
the lower reaches a four or five or six-mast schooner 
jierched niion keel-blocks, shored up, already rigged,' 
perhaps readv for launching; or in an earlier stage 
wdth the calker's mallet ringing merrily against Its. 
sides. 

Bath has not lost its pre-eminence In ship-building 
in its 300 years. Only last year the United States bat- 
tleship Georgia was launched with^ engines aboai'il 
and with its fires lighted, the Hi'st launching in,, that 
condition in the world. 

Three hundred years ago tho Kennebec was 'bor' 
dcred with dense pine woods, and the pinnace was 
built from materials cut right at hand. Today tho 
materials for the steel ship.s are brought 1,000 miles, 
masts for the schooners come round the Horn or over- 
l.and from AVashington. But the iiiembers of Pop- 
hiuii's colony, by some sti-ange fate, shaped the des- 
tiny of tiirec centuries of their successors when they 
began ship-building on the shores of the Sagadahoc.

Until 
a few days ago a- little boat went back and forward 
Horn tho city to take the miners home from Protec- 
tion Island when their work in the mine? , >ya3, oyer.:;- 
Tho visitor who wishes to be shown'; through '.the": 
com mines goes to No. 1 shaft, a high building hear' 
the water'-s edg-e. Here u great volume of smoke 
tells him or her that powerful ongine.s are ut work. 
Ono of the principal things this engine does is to 
drive a tremendous current of air into the mine. The 
utrongest man cannot force open the door of the 
room whore this great wind is being made. If the 
manager is not busy, he will very likely invite you 
to step with him into the cage, a great box from 
which tho coal has Just been emptied. You will 
liave noticed on your way out that a man i.s standing 
. welsrhing the coal as it .copies up and that many others 
are at work nearby^, .AS'Soon as the party is in the 
ElcjigeiltybeglnB, to descend; At fli'st you ai-e frlght- 
aened, ;b^t :Jt ig .not .sd^ long before you are at 
i^^jtlie'ibpttom;,!:^^^^^^ the 'nittutli of tlils: deep .shaft Is 
' (oT was twelve years ' ago) a' stablei where there are 
a number of fine mules'.,: Passing ou a little farther 
.' ou come to a narrow .electric tramway, along which 
l ar.'f loaded with poaj run, constantly. On each side 
oC the road are passagfes leading to the little rooms 
or stalls lai:wflloh B^e^ fc^ work digging coal. In 
each man's hat la a larhp which throws light around 
him. 

On and on you wallc. hondingr down for fear you 
strike your head against tli« roof of the mine. As 
you go along. you may hear a blast, for the men use 
{(Xploslv.es . to take . out . large pieces of coal. This 
w^rk; Is sverjr. ^cai-efully done, and one of the beat 
jfi'erii .rn? th6'' mliie.

The boat is not making regular trips now, Toi'

was u.^ed than the 'Nanaimo mines could .send. Or- 
ders were sent to Australia ror coal. When the 
hard times came some of the factories stopped 
-working, and .there is now more coal in. San Fran- 
cisco t^an Is needed, iso. the.

Tho most important event tliat lias talcen place, 
since the last article for the young iieople's page was 
written, is the meeting of the parliament of the 
province.

\» many of you know, the speech which His 
Honor Lieut. -Governor Dunsmuir road on Thur.sda.v 
was prepared by his ministers. It was meant to 
show the members vvhat arc the ])rincipal matters 
i;]ion wliicii they should tliink and talk, and, if 
necessary, make laws about during their meeting. 

Some of these are subjects that aro interesting 
to all people in l?rltish Colunibia, children as well 
a« tliose who arc older. The Governor says that 
times liave tjeen good, that the government has boon 
able to pay the debts pf the province and still has 
money left to spend on necessary . public works. 

There are, in piany parts of this province, land 
which is so dry that nothing will gi'ow on It. It 
has been proved' that when this land is watered it 
win produce large crops. The government intends 
to' bring water into these dr.v places so that tho 
land which now grows nothing 'but sagebrush may 
he covered with I'. rtilo farms and fruitful orchards. 
There are dry bells ne'ar Grand Forks, near Ash- 
<-roCt, and in other »i)lacos. 

British Columbia is a very large province and, 
e.vccpt In a few places, vcr.v sparsely settled. There 
are large regions still unexplored. The governaie'ii t 
is going to send out surveyors who shall llnd out 
what land is fitted for Hotllenicnt and measure it 
off so tliat poople will got just what they jiay for. 
Oil the prairies the whole country was surveyed 
before tho farmers took up tho land. In that oiien 
country surveying is much easier than among the 
rocks. and forests of our province. Yet lumbermen 
an.d itnlpers aa" welj as farmers are interested in 
' Ijavlri^ the" latid correctly described and carefully 
measured. 

There are a great many peoidc in British Colum- 
bia who do not think that people should be allowed 
to come from Asia and settle here, 'i'ho government 
promises to make a law that will prevent these peo- 
]5lc, as well as ignorant immigrants from other 
countries, from coiriin,g into the province.

Therel are certain laws which a ))rovin(:e may 
m.ilce, but there arc others which only tho parliament 
at Ottawa can enact. 

J.iei'orc an act' or bill becomes law, it must bo 
V^igned by the r>ieutenanl -i lovenun- ic it Is a i>ro- 
Tliiclal a.cl, or by the (lovernor-denerul if it is a 
dominion act. 

There aro a. very few cases in which even an 
ret pa.fsed by tho parliament of Canada and signed 
by the Govcrnor-Cienerii 1 may bo prevented from 
hcconilng law hy the King of Kiigland, The di^al- 
ings of Great BritJiin with fcjreign nations are lii 
her own power, and as long as (!anadii is a British 
colony no Canadian law may Interfjro with a Brltl.sh 
treaty. Whether any act does so or not is a matter 
to be decided by the government of tho Mother; 
; Country. 

Xast year the: House of . Parliament of British 
■Columbia passed -ftn - 'acti' ^ which was Interided : .to 
prevent nil forelgner.s who coiild not write and speak 
tho TCngll.sh language, from entering tho province. 

On the ?3rd of .Air.-il Hlu Honor TJeut.-aovornor 
T)unstnulr wrote a short loiter to Cajitain Tatlow, 
then acting in place of Hon. Itioharcl McBride, the 
premier, refusing to sign tills bill. Tliu bill accord- 
ingly did not become law. 

On tho Monday after 1lii,i House met, Jtr. Mc- 
IDonuld, the leader of the ij))pii;;ilioii, declared that. 
Vfhen the (Jovernor refused to carry out the will of 
Ihfr House, the Preinier sIkaiIiI lia"\-c resigiii;d, be- 
cause he must answer to llio people for tia; Oov- 
(iriior's act.').

Charles Darwin could , not bear to watch an operation 
and listen to the groan8vf|,nd screams of the sufferer.'?. 
In those days etlier.rand^chloroform had not been dis- 
covered. ■■''dJt^^:-^^::'^^;^ 

The only pleasant recollection Darwin had of Kd- 
inburgh ^vos his seeing Sir Walter Scott at a meet- 
ing of tho Hoyal Society of which he was president. 
Go6d Dr. Darwin found out from h(s da,ughters that 
;^Char^es could not bear to be a dootori'(sp.:hii';';'deterniln- 
*^ed to make hiin a clergyman and serit'hlm'to the uni- 
versity of Cambridge. Here tho young man paid lit- 
tle more attention to the teaching in the grand old 
colleges than ho had done in Edinburgh. Here, how- 
ever, he had an opportunity to study science, out of 
doors. He found out that ono of the professors knew 
how to teach Botany and he attended his lectures. 
'.L'hcn he began to collect beetles. Ho tells us that 
"one day, on tearing off some old bark I saw two 
rare beetles, and seized one in each hand; then I saw 
a third and new klnd,%vhlcli I could not bear to lose, 
so that I popped tho one \vlilcli I had in my right hand 
into my mouth. Alas! it rejected some Intensely 
acrid fluid, wliich burned my tongue, so that I was 
forced to spit tlie beetle out, Wliicli was lost, as was 
tho third one." 

Ho was not satisfied witli what he could collect 
. himself but set others to work, "for I employed," ho 
say.^, "a laborer to scrape, during the winter, moss off 
old trees, and place it in a lai-ge bag, and llkewis.e' 
to collect rubbish ut the tiPttoni o£,^hBibarges |n which 
reeds are brought from.Ithei feftS,-antf--tfius X got sdmo' 
very rare sijceies." 

The j-oung collector became great friends with 
Professor Menslow. the botanist who recommended 
him for tlie )jo.st of Naturalist on lioard the Beagle, 
which was sent, to survey South America and sail 
round the l^■OI■hl. (3iio can imagine Darwin's delight. 

Ho felt sorry to disapiioint his kind father a sec- 
ond lime and ashamed that he had been so e>;lra\-a- 
.gaiit. But that generous gentleman was delighted lo 
hear that his son was so clever and was wise enough 
to know that It was, belter to ijc a great naturalist 
than'a poor doctor or clergyman. 

Darwin was away nearly five years on the Beagle, 
during which he worked very hard. AVlipn he came 
back ho published an account of what he saw and 
discovered. 'J'he book was very interesting and made 
its author famous. You have often noticed tlie shells 
that stick to rocks and the bottoms of ships. Most 
people are satisfied to pick tliem up and look at them 
for a few moments, thinking, ijerhaps, that they are 
CU'rlbps' things. It took Charles Darwin eight years 
to. learn, enough about barnacles to >vritc a short book 
etesiiritiirig them;- Jt ^ took him more - than . t^yenty 
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people as there are in \'ictoria, counting evoi-y man, 
woman and ciiild! \S'e wlio scarcely know what it 
i.s to bo hungry or cold cannot under.'^iaiKl the feel- 
ings of people who in the depth of winter must look 
on while helpless children suffer. 

Mr. Lemieux has returned to Ottawa, and reports 
that the Japane.'ie government have promised In 
writing that It will ]irovont its peojjle from coming 
in as great numbers as formerly to Canada, and that 
no .lapaifese subjects will be allowed to be brought 
here who have been hired before leaving Japan to 
work in .-iuch places ns mills or mines or on rail- 
roads. It is greatly to be hoped that this agreement 
will do something to put an end to the strife vvhicli 
has begun here.

CHARLES DARWIN 

.Veaily fifty years ago there lived in the village of 
D.nvn in the beautiful county of ivent a very wonder- 
ful man. He was tall and thin witli ruddy face and 
l>lne-gray eyes which were shaded by over-hanging 
brows. This mail was Charles Darwin and seldom 
iiavc eyes looked out upon the world that saw so 
much or observeci so carefully. liehiiid those shaggy 
brows was a, iiowerful and busy brain v.-lileh thought 
much upon what the e>es saw. 

"1 must," he sa.y-s, "liiive been a very simple little 
fellow when I first went to school. A boy of the 
name of Garnett took me Into a cake shop ono day 
.■I ml liought some cakes, for which he did not pay, as 
Ihe shoijuian trusted him. When he-camcout, I asked 
hlni why lie did not pay for them, and ho instantly 
answered: "Why, do you not know that my ■ unc|e 
left a great sinri of nioiiev to the tovrtil Oil qpnflltjpn 
that ,.vi,ry trmlesuiiin .should g|vo '..wHatevp.. , .\y;as 
wanted wiUioiit payment lo any ulie Wlib WprO lilS Old 
hat and moved it in a, iiarticular manner?

His f.'itlier was a, doctor and wa.^ very well off. 
f.'harles did so badly at sciiool thtit his father w.us 
greatly (llsa])|iointed and told lilm tme day that he 
wouki never tie goo.,1 for anything. In those times all 
boys were expected to learn Ijathi ami Greek and 
little i-lse. i-'.OTur. of you v. lll be surprisoil to rend that 
lln« lirst less.in this dull fellow took a de.llglit In was 
a: iiropiisltlon in t'h:icll(l. lie. was ver.v fond of shoot- 
ing, not because lit^ loved to kill, hut because ho ^vlsll- 
ed to lind out about the wild I)lrds and animals. He 
began to study cliemistry and fi3r this lie was publlcl,\' 
rebuked by the head iiiasler, who tlioiiglit all tlnu; 
wasted unless ii boy was learning Ijutln. 

As he was doing no good at this school his father 
sent him, to .Edinburgh university to study with his 
brother, who was learning to be a doctor, But

Among tUo traditions of muiimnd oiiu oC tho olilest, 
most interesting and moat lii£lui.iiitlal is llmt 
ivhlch abbigiii, lo tho . closconiUntM of Al)raliain a 
fcpfcially I'avoied placo In the l)lanb of tht v.MmJb'lilj'' 
The account given in Geiiesjs iM,that when, Abrani. us 
ho was then called, vVap ninety years, old. the .Lord ap- 
peared to him and made a covenant willi hini lii tlicsc 
words: "As for me, behold my eoveiiuiU. is witli tlieo 
and thou slialt he a lather of many nations- N!>iii!i^r 
shall thy name Ije called Abram, bnt thy name sliail 
toe Abraham, for a father oC many nations have T 
made thee. And I will malic tliee exceedingly fruitful, 
and I will make nations of thee and kln^s shall come 
out of thee. .And I will establish:' my ■ covenant be- 
,tween me and theo and tliy seea after thee In their 
generations for an everlasting covenant to ^bo a God 
unto thee and to thy seed after thee. Aiid' I will give 
unto thee and to thy seed after theo tlio land whore- 
In thou art a stranger, ail tho land of Ciinuan. for iiii 
everlasting posscb.sion, and I will he liicir God." Tiicn 
follow certain othci pronu.scy, among tiiem ono relat- 
ing to Ishmacl and his descendants, but it i.s oxpros-siy 
, btated that the covenant applied to Isaac, a son wiio 
w^3 subsequently to bo born to Sarah, Abraham's 
wife. , . ■ 

Tho date usually assigned to the birth of Abraham 
Is about 1'700 -vcaib ago, but it is proper to acid lli;it 
aome'invcstigatois liavc Ijceii inclined lo douln liis 
existence as an historical personago, ju.st as doubts 
have been thrown upon tho existi.'nco of Ilonior as an 
individual. The idea advanced is not tliat tiio whole 
Abrahamic legend is a myth, but that the founders of 
the race, that subsequently wascalled by such names 
aa Hebrews, Jews, or Israelites; have been personlflsd 
in an individual to whom tradition ascribed wonder- 
ol'ul qualities and a direct intimacy with the national 
deity..' A very remarkable expression occurs in ]?xo- 
:-i<'VS,,VI, It is verses C and o, and reads as follow.-^: 
■."And- God spoke unto Moses and said unto him. I am 
the Lord; and I api)earcd unto Isaac, and unto .luoob 
by the name of God AlmiK-hiy; but by tiic luime Je- 
hovah was I not known unto them." It lias been sug- 
gested that this implies a less complete nionotbeiani 
on the part of Abraham thaii , ■ was ' .ptoSeSSgdl-by tha 
Israelites in the times of Moses, "and ■ that' the' patri- 
arch's western migration ivas due to a revolt on his 
part against the idolatrous practices of the people 
among whom he spent his early life. It is suggested 
by other writers that he really left Clialdoa for poli- 
tical, reasons and was at tho head of a oonsiderablo 
force. However this may be, he was undoubtedly a 
man of wealth, sagacity and Imnortunce. for the nVn - 
rative in Genesis and aa preserved in Uio various tra- 
ditions is altogether too circumstantial to sustain the 

• contention that he was 'not an historical personage. 
: He differs from all other characters In history' because 

associated with his name is the promise above men- 
tioned. This is not the onl\ form in wlileh it aj)- 
, pears in 'Genesis. In Chapter Xll. the Lord is repre- 
Eented as .saying to him: "I will make of tliee u great 
nation; and I will blos.s thee and make thy name 
groat. And i v/iU bless them tliat biess thee, and 
curse them that curse thee and in tliee sliall all the 
families of the earth be bles.sed." In Cliapter XII. we 
have this promise: "And I will make thy seed as tHe 
du.st of the earth, sovthaty if ar man dan number the 
dust of the earth, then •shall thy seed be numbered." 
In ChEiptei- XV. we are told that the Lord appeared 

v5|o Abram;'in a'';vision-ana coniniandlng him to look at 
the stars said: "Look now towards heaven and tell 
the stars of thou be able to number l!ie:n, and he 
Maid unto him, So .shall thy seed be." In Chapter 
XXir. we have tlie promise repeated in tiiese word.--. 
"In blessing I will biess thee and in nmltiplying I 
v/ill multiply thee as the stars of 'the 
heaven and the sand which i.s upon the 
sea shore and thy seed shall possess the gate of 
his enemies and in thee shall all the nations of tho 
earth be blessed, because thou hast hc^ard my voice." 

'Projn.that day to tlie^present some, at least, >if tlie 
descendants of 'Abraham have held fast to a faith in 
the promise, although n-i%rQ have been times when its 
fulfilment seemed utterly impossible, as indeed it 
seems to be now for tlioae, who are tho universally 
recognlaed descendants of Abraham through Isaac, in 
which line it appears the covenant was to be carried 
out. Abraham had other children; how many we do 
not know. The principal branch of tho family, ex- 
cept the. descendants of Isaac, were those who were 

-Sprung from Ishmael, but the promise did not apply 

" to these. 

■ But some, who. may read tins and who may not 
accept the Bible narratives aa of hi.storical value, so 
lar as details arc concerned, may ask iC we seriously 
expect them lo believe that tho Almighty ever made 
no such promises are made nowadays and there is no 
no such promises are made nowadas and there Is no 
.more 'reason for believing that God was more com- 
.munlcattve to men thirty centuries ago than He is to- 
day. We think we may freely grant the latter part 
of tho objection. .So far as wo knov/ there was no more 
likelihood of cucii conmuinicutions then Llian there is 
now; but v/e have yet to bo convinced tliat the Divine 
Power does not tpeak to men today; not only by the 
voice of nature, but by direct personal communica- 
tion. If there is any jone thing upon which there is 
. tfny- ipi^roachito a consensus -of opinion among all 
mankind. It is 'as to the possibility and comparative 
frequency of just such communications. We can well 
believe that in a certain sense men of the type of 
Abraham were in closer touch with the l;ivine tlian 
tho great ma.ss of tlioir contemporaries 6r of peoi^le of 
the present day, but we should be very .sorry to be- 
lieve that there has ever been a time in liie hi.story of 
manltind, when the race was without such a bond of 

• union with us M.aker. Poi-sons who are absolutely 
:TOaterialistic will naturally deny the' pos.sibIlity ot, in- 
tercourse between tho human . and tho dfvlnb, but 
those, who 'accept the doctrine of the sijiritual natiirt! ' 
of God and admit that men are in tlie po.-<session of 
at least a spark of the same quality, will liiiU no dilli- 
culty in conceding tlio i)ossibility that men may have 
divinely appointed missions to ))errorm. It i.s not 
necessary to argue in favor ot personal apijcarance.s 
of tho Deity to certain Individuals. Allowance must 
,bo. made, for tho imagery which tvaiJitton ^imong all 
traces surrounds every narrative. .Strip the Abra- 
'hamlu legend of all fjuch features, and there will re- 
main the exceedingly Interesting fact that there has 
come down to us from a -date that m.ay have been 
thirty centuries ago the legend of a Divine )M'iiniihe to 
this great leader of men — ;i prumise \\ liieii i.« e!ii:rl;--li- 
cd by millions today and Is an active factor in tho af- 
fairs of mankind. 



THE BUILDERS 

(N. do Kortrand J.iiigrin.j 
,ThO' term ."builders" has a broad slgnlflcitnee. 
ftro'all'Of us builders In one way or jinother, bunding 
to tho 'betterment or to the depra ving- ni mankind as 
our work be worthy and perfect cji- u.-^ le.-^s and MiDvn- 
ly, .A.nd aa the term is' such a bread i-;ne, it will, per- 
haps, not be amiss to deal In tills artiele (f.speL'lall.\- 
v.'ith tlie designers and the executors of the designs 
;is one clas.=i. The two .scieiioes or crafts of architee- 
tnre and building are of cour.'-e distinct from one an- 
other; and yet one implie.s the other, as witliout a 
plan of architecture there could be no building,^ and 
building is. simply archlteoture '.carried. Into oxfectittoh. 
Therefore It heoms vejc.^^ natural to couMlder tho two 
acloiioea together. Upon thoSwork oC tltose who build, 
tliH KtonomuKonH, Iho carpenters, -the pluniln'is, the 
glaziers, tho painters and the decorutorti, depends the 
perfection or the Imperfection of the eomplolpd odi- 
Mco, Just as much as It dcpoiWia upon tho skill of tho 



areliiteet's drav.-ings. Kach workman has it as his 
privilege to ecmtrlbulc to tho beautitiU conipietene.'<s 
of the whole, and to each and every workman b'elongs 
the credit lor the task nobly done. 
. . Wo all know tliat man" must have begun builduig 
as soon, if not indeed bofoje, ho began to bo civifl/ed 
Wo have evidences of '<oino faort of human construc- 
tions In the Neolithic peiiod. v Ten thousand or nioii, 
year.s ago tho' early •Lako-dwoUerH and tho first, in- 
liabltants of the shores or ihe'sBdlHo,. built' their -.yiU. 
l.-iges upon piles in iiie water. .DlBCOVferles,' show us 
that the ancient cities or .liabvlon' i^WhlchBi'flourlahed 
some seven thousand years ago, • boasted creditable 
architecture. Tlie early Babylonians discovered tho 
arcli and installed in their buildings a splendid sys- 
tem nf .Iniin.-iLT.v Tlie buildings of a, country are the 
evidences ot that country's eiilightniuent and devel- 
opment. Tlie\' sliow the iiiclinatiuii of the national 
mind. IC we had, instead of written records, only tho 
pictures or the remains of a country's architecture wc 
could rea,il from (lie latter a very fair liistory of tho 
people of that country. "W'e are told that "Arohitee- 
ture, as a practical art, has for its oLiji-et th(^ applica- 
tlons of the principles betli artistic and seientiCie of 
architecture to the elevation of national and individ- 
ual oliaraoter, and tho Increase, of the -physical com- 
fort and well-being of , mankind," ' It must follow 
therefore that each of us wiio cmitrlbute to tho mak- 
ings of the building.s of a country 1;; pruniotiiig the 
welfare of that country and raising the standards of 
its idi'als, or undermining its prosperity and enfeebl- 
ing all de.-^ire oii the part of its citizens to aspire to 
greater cnllghtninont. 

There is something very uplifting to the uninitiat- 
ed in tho watching' of tho progress of a building, be 
It of small or of vast design. The beautiful precision 
and method Involved, tho matUem.-ttlcai exactitude of 
even the smallest quota of the work done, from tho 
jireparing of the ground and the laying of the foun- 
dation, to tho last sweep of the brush aero.ss the 
lovely exterior — lovely no matter how unpretentious 
and plain it the workmansl)i]j be of tlie l)est, makes 
it not hard to realis;e that tho laborers are following 
tlie wonderful .system of laws iormulated for them by 
.\rehirnedes, Galileo, Descartes, Pascal, Newton and a 
t;eore of others whose names come down to u:i as the 
discoverers of the laws of mechanics. Ruskin, who 
has probably written the most beautiful woric on arch- 
itecture in tlie JCnglish language, gives what ho calls 
the "Seven Lamps of Architecture" for the guidance 
of those who design, and the Seven Lamps are as 
follows: . ( 

The Lamp of Sacrifice, 

The Lamp of Truth, 

The Jjump of Power, 

The Lamp of Beauty, ' 

n'he Lamp of Life, 

The Lamp of Memory, 

Tho Lamp of Obedience. , 

Willie Ruskin wrote the above for the benellt more 
directly of the Architect, the least of tho builders m;iy 
accept the Lamjjs as his own guides, for wlien they 
illumine the work, no carelessnes.s, no slioddiness, nor 
any conceit can exist, and the smallest of the tasks 
shall be free from imperfections. 

Do we ever jiause, we who are tho builders, to re- 
aliiie what .a resp(msibility Is oursV Wo are all labor- 
ers under Him, who is the Mastcr-Uuilder, who has 
made tills wonderful temple of the earth for our habi- 
tation, and gtvien us thqse^ptlter- .wo^fWs, the Wonder- 
ful tinlverse of the star^, for our inspiration. _ A task 
well-done Is attribute to' Hlna AVlib hafe 'mttdiij^ P^ft^b- 
tion possible if we follow out th6 laws -He baa laid 
down. 

AVe hear much of the .wrongs of labor; but none 
are so great as those wliicli labor inflicts upon It-self, 
wlieii it makes wages, not perfection ot wcirkmanship, 
its ideal. It is because the; amount ot the \',age ranks 
higher in so many minds than; the quality of the work, 
that so many sifsplcions are' aroused and so many 
grievances arise or are invented. A -recent poet 
thus speaks of the riots in Rom,ei'-,v^hIch precipitated 
the downfall of that empire. . ' ■■ 

"Their sober, sane life put to shame ■ 
Because the. noisome, drunken band 
Tliat liowled in Labour's sacred name, 
Nor wrought, nor even lifted liand 
Save but to stone and mock and moil 
The others who but asked to toil." 

Just so long as our eyes arc blinded to the real 
issues, the real questions, we shall put poor work into 
unworthy edifices, which instead of standing as mon- 
uments to our country's development and ' onr-jown 
enlightenment, shall represent the degeneracy of our 
country and our own lilshonesty. 

Tlie foUowiiig words of Ruskiii's only voice a truth 
that wc liavo prob.ably all been taught, but some of 
us may have forgotten it and anyway tho writer has • 
expressed it so beautifully that it is worth the read- 
ing. 

"It has Just been said that there Is no branch of 
human work whoso constant laws Iiave not close an- 
alogy with those whicli govern every other mode of 
man's exertion. But, more than ttiis, exactly as wo 
reduce to greater simplicity and surety any one group 
of these pracliea! laws, we shiill find them pa.s.^ing tlie 
mere condiliou of conneetion ur analogy, and beeoni- 
iug the actual e.fpresslon of, some ultimate nerve or 
llbre of the m'ighty laws which govern tho moral 
world. However mean or Inconsiderable the act, there 
Is something in the well-doing of it, which has fel- 
Iow.sliip with tho noblest forms of manly virtue; and 
liie truth, decision and lemperaiiee, which wo rever- 
ently regard as honorable conditions of the spiritual 
being, have a representative or a derivative influence 
over the works of the hand, ' the movements of the 
Irame, and the action of the- inti'llect. 

And as thus every aetinn dowu to the drawing' of 
a line or the uttei'anco of a syllable, Is' capable of a 
peculiar dignity in the manner of It, which we some- 
times express by saying U is truly done (as a lino or 
a tone is true) so also it Is capable ot dignity still 
hlHlior in the motive ol' it. For there i.s no ai.'tion so 
slight, nor so int;an, but it may be done lo a great 
liurpose and ennobled therefor; nor is any purpose so 
great but tliat sliglit actions may helj) it, and may be 
so done as to help it much, most especially that chief 
of all jjuiposes, the pleasing of .Gt^d, ^■ 

■"ihoreforo'ln tlic pressing or recommending of any 
act or manner of acting, W) liave choice of tv.'o sep- 
arat(> lino;-- nf .-u-gii oieiit : one based on representation 
(if the e>;|iedieni-y i.e' iiiheriMit valia.^ of the -wrolc, 
N'. hicli is often sinall -the other liased on proofs of its 
rel;i.li(ii-i Id the liiglier orders of Immaii virliif-. and il.s 
ai:eei,)tableness, so far as it giies, to H.i.'n wlio Is tin-' 
origin of virtue. The. furnier is eoniinonly the most 
persuasive nietliod, the latter assuredly the most eoii- 
clusive; oiilv it is liable to give oltonco, as if thcro 
were i Irreverence In adducing, . considerations n so 
weight y I" treating subjects - of i. smnU' temporal t lm- 
iiort;inci>, 1 liidicvo, however, ,' that, no . error: ia -moro 
iliinightless tluui this.'

,'uithorlty or intelligence which eaiiii-jt Ije troubled 
with small things. There is i-..pthlng so small bnt that 
we may honor God by asking His guidance of it, or 
insiill;, Vlim by taking It Into our own hands: and 
whu.t is true of tlie Dfdty is equally true of His Re- 
velation. Wo use It most reverently when most ha- : 
bitually; our iusdl(!nee Is in ever acting without;reterr :, 
ence to It, our true honoring of it is in its universal- 
application I have Been blamed for the familiar In- 
tioductlon of Its sacrei'i words. I am grieved to have 
giMii iiain b\ so doing, but my excuse must bo my 
\'i-h in It tliii'.< w Olds wero made tl^e, ground of every 
argument and the test of ovory action. : Wo have 
tliem not often eiiougli on our lips, nor deeply enough 
ill our inuiuoi'lcs, nor loyally enough in our llvcij.

JOANNA BAILLIE 

The life of Joanna Baillie covered nearly the latter 
; half of the eighteenth and more than tlio first half of 
■■ the nineteouth century. She was born in 17G2 and 
died in ISiil.. She was one of tho first of Scotland's 
diiugliters to win a jilace in literature, pure and slm- 
lile. .She did not deal with history or biography, nor 
did she seek to hold a mirror up to contemporary life, 
hut in tho quiet of i her own' home she gave her Imag- 
ination full rein and produced . poems 'and: plays of 
conspicuous merit. Her lather ■ was a PreS'byterlan 
(•lergvniau. Highly educated himself, ho saw.-that his 
daughter on.ioycd the best advantages in tho .-jamo 
direction. Ho had a son, who was oducnted as a. 
physician and went to London, wliere he established 
himself in .m fine practice. When she was quite young 
her father died and Joanna joined lier brother in 
London and tlie metropolis was her home throughout 
the remainder of her long life. She was greatly liked, 
and her homo was a jilace where literary men and 
women were always glad to assemble. There was 
hardly an incident ,in her whole career that can bo 
descrltied as • DohspiciuoHaly striking, and her life 
was singularly happy, even the severe criticisms, to 
whieli she was at times subjected, falling to disturb 
her serenity and spirit. .She seemed protected by the 
armor of her own gentle nature, which was so attrac- 
tive that her harshest i:ritie, Jeffreys, liceaine one of 
her di'arest friends and most de\-otod admirers. She 
never married, and so far as her biograjihers state, she 
do'es not aiipear to have any very serious love affairs. 

Miss BaDllo's studies were chiefly in Knglisli lit- 
erature, and she was an enthusiastic admirer of 
Shakespeare, and perhaps it was. this fact, which more 
than any other caused '-her to direct her attention 
to the writing of playsj although j she 'herself says that 
tho thought that she-; could write, drama' came upon 
her suddenly ono aummer afternoon' as she sat sewing 
wltli her mother. As a playwright she followed a 
plan of her own. She set very little value ujion plot 
or incident, but relied for lier success uiion the 
strength and ciearnosB with which she depicted the 
passions of her characters. Nothing whatever turned 
upon "situations," which .are the chief features of so 
many dramas of today. It was this feature of her 
work, which excited the satire of Jeffreys, who in- 
sisted that the object of a drama was -the entertain- 
ment of an audien^i' not^ts 'Instruction, and yet ho 
said of her "she "cannot -write a tragecfy or an act of 
a tragedy without showing genius and e:vemplifying a 
more. dramatic conception and expression tlmn any of 
her modern contemporaries. In point of popularity 
her most successful play was "Constantino Palaeolo- 
gus," the hero beins the last emperor of CoiiBtanti- 
nople. Her clHef dramas, and they were really her 
greatest achievements, were contained In three vol- 
umes l.ssued in 1800, lii02 and 18K', respectively. Later 
slie brought out a volume of "Miscellaneous P^ays." 
Sir AValter Scott thought '!her best play was "The 
Kamlly Legend" and he said of, it: "You have only to 
imagine all". that you 'could wish to give success to a 
play, and your conceptions ivlll fall short of the com- 
plete and decided triumph of 'The Family Legend.' " 
Perhaps the fact that it was founded on the, tragic 
history of the Campbell clan may have, had something 
to do with Sir Walter's hearty praise. 

Miss Baillie wrote poems and essays, tlic latter 
being of a religious nature. Her poem's have a light 
and easy grace, but being chiefly in Scotch diaieet 
will not have quite as much attraction to those who 
are born sohtli of the Tweed as to their more fortun- 
ate northern cousins. Among thepi the best known 
are "Woo'd arid Married and A'," ''It i¥«<8 On' a Morn 
when -we were Tiring," "Fy, Let us a' to the Wed- 
ding," and "T'ho Weary Punds O' Tow." A pretty vein 
pf sa-th'o runs through most of them, but it is never 
cruel. Tho first stanza of one of tliem may be cited 
to give an idea of her flowing styl^-. -j 

"I'\v, let us a' -to the Wedding, 

For they will bo lilting there; 
For Jock's to be married to Maggy, 

The lass with the gowden hair." t 

AVlth easy lines like theise the song runs on for- 
twenty odd stanzas, the story of the wedding, the 
supper and the dane'c bein,g very iirettily told iy ad- 
vance, and the wliole closing by .-i repetition of the 
first stair,!a. Her poom to her friend, Jlrs. Siddoas, 
is a splendid tribute to this great aelres^.s, and at tlie 
same time .'i consummate analysis of her w'onderful 
powers. Her writiiig.s do not lend themselves very 
freely to quotations, for just as in her ))lays she 
avoided laying stress upon incidents, so in her poems 
she avplds cllmaxeB. 

She had very many friends among distinguished 
people, and might easily have become prominent in 
brilliant society, but she preferred the quiet triumphs 
of friendship to the glittering successes of social life.

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I IIB' follbTvIngr paper on Kipling was 
read by Miss Hendry, teacher of 
Modern Languages on the High 
School KtafC. before the Young Peo- 
ple's Society of St. Andrew's church: 
In the introducLlon to his book on 
Shelloy, Professor Alexander points 
out, that "to an even greater degree, 
than usual, some knowledge ot tho 
man Is necessary for tho understand- 
ing of 'his writings. If, as some au- 
thorities claim, "all pure literature is 
the revelation of a personality," a 
Btudy of the personality of the writer Is therefore irn- 
portant. This tundamr;ntal principle o£ modern criti- 
cism was formulated by the great French writer 
Talne, and insisted on, and cnJarecd by Brunollere m 
his "Evolution of the Species." According to Talne 
It is important to know tho horodllary conditions and 
the atmosphere, mental, moral, and physical in which 
a writer is born and oducritod, um! UstSy, but none 
the less Important, the spirit of the age. In a certain 
respect this is the attitude one niu.ut assume in an- 
alysing the work of Mr. Hudyard KlpUqg. . 

Kipling was born in Christmas week bt 1865, at 
Bombay — the most, co.<3mopoUtan 'city of Asia. His 
father's ancestors were English and Dutohj hJs moth- 
er's English, Scotch and Irish. Hip mother— Miss 
Alice Macdonald— was famous for hor Intelllgenice 
and training. A slsteir Of hers was Mrs. Burne-Jones, 
and another was the wife of Sir Edward Paynter. 
IClpllng was . named from Rudyard Lake In Stafford- 
shire, where his father first met his mother. His fa- 
ther, Mr. John Lookwood Kipling was a modeller and 
Jdeelgner Ih the Burslam potteries In Staffordshire. Af- 
ter working for some time -In sculptor's studio, he 
; received an appointment on the staff of the Executive 
FArt Department of the South Kensington museum, 
.-from^whlch" In 1865 be wap appointed profess(jr of 
':'arohiteoturaI. sculpture In the art school of Bombay. 
.Z<ater he received the. position of curator of the gov- 
ernment .museum' at Lahore.- The opening chapters oC 
Kim .describe this part of Kipling's life. At the age 
of six the yotmg boy was shipped back to England U, 
the care of a relative at Swansea. Tho first part of 
"Tho Light That Failed," and the little story of "Baa. 
Baa, Black Sheep," belong to this period. At thirteen 
he was placed in the United Service College of West- 
ward Ho, near Bideford, Devon. The atmosphere was 
military and Indian and no doubt was an important 
factor in influencing and directing the mind of tho 
boy. "Stalky & Co." must be read In connection with 
this period of his life, and altho' it gives a boy's view 
of his experiences there, may be regarded in the na- 
ture of a biography of a school-boy's life. The Kinrit 
which breathes In this book would lead one to believe 
that he loarnt more by unconscious absorption tlian 
by downright hard study. His genius evidently dis- 
playad itself in mischievous escapes, and except that 
he carried off the prizes In English literature he gave 
few Indications ot his future success. His holidays 
wore naturally spent with his aunt, Mrs. Burno-Jones, 
at Bouth Kensington, where he became well acciualnt- 
ed with artists and their life. To these visits he owes 
a great deal. No one can read "The Light That 
Failed" without feeling sure that Kipling know w^eil 
the nte he portrayed. Some of his most beautiful 
metaphors, too, were Inspired by his Intimacy with art 
and Its devotees. ,1 might - r;efer you tg tbe L'Envol 
to be found in the- coUectlbri. poeiijs, called. "The 
Seven Seas." , , -

'v<^t' Whsn- KlpUng was seventeen he returned to India 
^ aiid' received a position on the editorial staff of tho 
-CSlvU and Military .Gazette. In 188G his earliest "De- 
■ paptmental Ditties" were published at Lahore, follow- 
.,.«d In 1887 by "Plain Tales from the Hills." In the 
" iame year he became assistant editor of the Pioneer 
at Allahabad. In 1888 he was travelling for the paper, 
went to America and some months later found him- 
self in .London. It seems strange now to hear that 
"Plain, Tales Frohl. the Hills," which won him his first 
European success, and his "Departmental Ditties," 
were accepted In a half -patronizing way by the edi- 
tors, and only under protest. 

It is exceedingly interesting to notice Mr. J. M. 
Barrio's early estimate of Kipling, which is said to be 
the first estimate Kipling received on his entrance in 
the literary world. AVhen Kipling .arrived in En.gland 
at the age of twenty-three ho had also written "Sol- 
diers three," "In Black and White", "Tlic story of the 
Gadsbys," and "Under the Deodars." Barrie had pub- 
lished "Auld Licht Idylls" a year before and people 
were talking about "A Window in Thrums." Somo 
."six months later Kipling began to come into public 
notice. The Truth and the World discussed his 
merits, but Mr. ,1. M. Barrlc recognized at once ills 
rights to tho claims ho put forth. In the B'-iti.=;h 
Weekly of the earl.y summer of 1S90 he was not afraid 
to declare that not only .was Mr. Kipling a young 
writer of extraordinary ability, but also that he was 
a second Bret Harte. Ten months later, after tlie ap- 
pearance ot Kipling's stories, '"riio Phantom Kick- 
shaw," "Wee Willie Winkle," "Life's Handicap," and 
"The Light That Failed," he repeated the statement 
In an article in the Contemporary Kevlew. To quote 
his own words: "It Is Mr. Bret Hai-te th.Tt Kipling 
most resembles. He, too, uses the lantern flash; Mnl- 
vaney would have been at home in Red Gulcli and Mr. 
Oakhurst in, Simla." Further on: — 

"Mr. KlpUng has one advantage, be Is never the- 
atrical, as Mr. Bret Harte sometimes Is. There is 
more restraint In Mr. Kipling's art. But Bret Hare is 
easily first In his drawing of women." The same de- 
fect had been noticed in an earlier article when he 
said, "He has not yet drawn a lady with much suc- 
cess." Barrie could not And anything Interesting or 
stimulating in the character of Malsle In "The Light 
That Failed. Perhaps if he had, at that time, seen 
Gertrude Elliott's rendering of the role, when the book 
was dramatized, he might have been induced to 
slightly change his opinion. It is a play capable of 
holding the attention of a noisy crowd of hilarious 
students on McGUl theatre night. Nor can ono ever 
forget Mr. Forbes Robertson's powerful Interpreta- 
tion of the^ character of Dick. Kipling has often been 
criticised for his attltucje toward women — for his 
flippancy- and cynicism in. speaking of them. It is 
true tliat'he has given, us a great many pictures of 
the blase society women of Simla, not only in his 
. tales but In Ills lighter verse. But It must be con- 
fessed that tho worst things were said In Iil.q youth — 
and In his later work she si'ldom appears. Tlien, too, 
there are touches .and siLcrgcstions hero and tiioi-c, and 
one or two sketches drawn of truly lovable women. 
Nor must one overloolc the tribute he paid them and 
their, heroism in "His Dirge of Dead Siskle.

In 1892 Kipling was married to Miss Caroline 
Balestler, whose brother was a groat friend of his. 
During the same year appeared "Barrack Boom Bal- 
lads," "Naulahka" and "Many Inventions." From 
1892 to 1896 Kipling lived in Vermont, and while he 
was there the two volumes of the "Jungle Book" wcro 
published. Later appeared "The Seven Seas." Kip- 
ling subsequently lived at Torquay, but in 1S9S he 
visited Cape Town. Since then his home lias been In 
the village of Rolllngdean, Sussex, near Brighton. 

Those who had read Kipling's occasional verses in 
the magazines, and heard pieces in his Indian stories 
and comjiared them with his "Barrack Room Ballads" 
certainly liad reason to expect a new volume, richer 
in its fulfilment. It was by "The Seven Seas" that 
Kipling was placed far above his younger contem- 
poraries. 

Let us examine more closel.v the message which 
tho poems convey to us. To quote the words of a 
well-lcnown writer, "the poet owes it to his own gen- 
eration as .'I duty, to make explicit to the people, that 
for which they are striving, to show them the menn- 
Ing and consequences of tlieir action and provide 
for them an ideal in such concrete form that they can 
follow It as a sign" — that is to say, the poet, while 
being the jiroduct of his age, must interpret In his 
work the s])ivlt of thai a." If such is the high des- 
tiny of the poet, we must look to Rudyard Kipling to 
not only interpret the life, but to influence the 
thought and will of the nation to which ho belongs. 

-\ccordlng to those who have closely ob.served the 
signs of tho time, and who have made an intelligent 
analysis of tho various aspects of modern life, there 
is one dominant note — one governing Idea everywhere 
— that of combination, confederation and union. AVhat 
more natural then, that in the British empire this 
tendency toward closer union should result in tho 
movement called "Imperialism"— tho drawing together 
of all parts of the empire in more vital and Intimate 
unity-— the concentration of power by ; the direct re- 
presentation of the colonies in a central government 
which must control tlie whole. The poet who has 
made clear to the people the ideal for which they are 
striving, who has given it a practical, concrete form, 
wlio, in a word has been the advocate and apologist 
of the imperial movement, is Jlr. Rudyard Kiplin.g. 

Perhap.^;, in this respect, no modern poet has been 
at ono and the same time so eulogized and so con- 
demned. For some, Ki])!ing has been a mere dema- 
gogue, a prophet ot a nuiteriallstic age, an interpreter 
of tho grosser and meaner side of hum.an nature — one 
who. Instead of grasping the true significance of the 
imperial movement, has but pandered to tho vain- 
glory and selfishness of the British people by inciting 
them to strife and war. On tho other hand, there are

those who believe that his Ideal has ever been 'pure 
and noble, that imperialism meant to him- tbe':'fp^feir.;.i« 
ing of common ideals, traditions and customs, the 
striving after unity through peace and Intercourse, 
and not through liatred and physical force. 

In spite of all adverse criticism one must recognize 
that no matter how Kipling Interpreted the «P|rlt °* 
empire he was always perfectly sincere and had 
tho courage and fearlessness to hold fast to his con- 
victions. Although he loves all that entails .Struggle, 
power and conquest, and altho' as some will , .have. US 
bellove, he advocated the iinperjitive need of the Boer 
war, lie, nevertheless, saw clearly the price at which 
empire is bought, and has pictured it with vivid con- 
creteness and realism. Take, for example, a passage 
In his "Song of the English:" — - 

"Wo have fed our sea for a thousand years. 

And she calls us, still unfed, 
Tho' tliere never was a wave of all her waves 

But marks our English dead: 
We liave strawcd our best to the. weed's unrest, 

To the shark and tho sheering gull. 
If blood be the price of adm,li-alty, 

Lord God, we ha'.,pald in full! 

We must feed ojir sea for a' thOiisa;nd years, 

For that Is our doom and pride, . " . . 
As it was when they sailed with the Golden Hind. 

Or the wreck that struck last tide— • 
' Or the wreck that lies, on > the. spouting reef 

Where the ghastly blue lights flare, 
If blood be the price of admiralty. 

Lord God, we ha' bought it fair!" 

It seems to me that no one should mistake the 
sentiment that pervades the "Recessional and The 
Hymn Before Aotlon"-^the spirit of truth and 
strength — the fear of God,' and devotion to honor and 
duty. 

"The Earth is full of anger,, 

The seas are dark with ■wrath, 
The nations In their harness 

Go up against our path. 
Ere yet we loose the leglons-r- . . . 

Ere yet we draw the blade, 
Jehovah of tho Thunders , . 

Lord God of Battles aid.

It is In "The White Man's Burden" that perhaps 
he expresses most clearly his Ideas with regard to tho 
building up of the New Empire. Ho sees the new na- 
tions of Africa, Central America and Asia being, 
brought under Anglo-Saxon rule and ho holds up be- 
fore tho eyes of the people of Great Britain their du- 
ties and responsibilities— the duties of tho civilized 
to the uncivilized. . It is In fact a small sermon iii 
vers% — it denounces selflshnessv and .greed, and advo- 
cates a life of toil and-selt-sacrlfice-,. .V „,v ' , . 

"Take up tlie white man's, burden];^., ' . 

Send forth the best ye bree<l— 
Go find your sons in exile — 

To servo your captive's need. , 
Take up the white man's burden—'* - ' ' -'^'^

The Night Watch 




TOJj r g^ HE midshipmito or other youngster on first 
going afloat is invariably warned by his 

parents, who know not tlic sea, of the ter- 
rors of the night w.itchcs he will liave to 
keep, writes Mark Holland In tlie London 
Standard. His sister, .somewhat frighten- 
ed at tho prospect, Icnits him a comforter 
of rainbov/ hue (wliich ho is never allowed 
to wear on account of Us not being of 
uniform pattern), and tlie first night watch completed 
forms the sul)j,-.(:t mattc^r of his letter home next post- 
ed .after tho orde.-U. The night watch, liowever, Is not 
re.ally uncomfortable at all. Lots of men prefer It to 
day watch, and tho youngster, after tho qualms of sea 
sickncsa are forgotten, begins to find ho is rather fond 
of it. 

In the na,val service there are three night watches: 
from S p.m. till midnight, the "first; from midnight 
till 4 a.m., llio "niiddle;" and from 4 a.m. till 8 a.m., 
the "morning." In trojiical countries, where twilight 
lasiH iKj lunger than five minutes, and tho sun sets 
before .six, the G to 8 watch, or "last dog," sailors 
call it, becomes, by reason of total darkness, a night 
watch also, but is never really referred to as such. 

Not so long ago the night was passc-d in sail trim- 
ming, shortening and furling sail, in order to keoi) 
the ship in hur exact position, or "station," as It is 
called in the fleet, but with the advent of steam came 
the departure of masts and yarda proper and a change 
of duties necessitated by the new circumstances. The 
officers on watch are, in most ships, a lieutenant, who 
is in entire charge, and two young middles, who act 
as his assistants, one of whom never leaves tho 
bridge, while the other acts as a messenger, and su- 
perintends the work that is going on where the eye 
of , the lieutenant cannot .reach. At 3.50 a.m. those 
that are going to keep the watch are called and forci- 
bly turned out: the three officers by the messenger 
middy and the sailors by the ship's police and boats- 
wains' mates, who go round the sleeping mess deck, 
giving each man's hammock a rough shake, and cry- 
ing loudly, "Heave out! Heave out! show a leg or a 
purser's stocking," Tho origin of this quaint call was 
(hie to the I'aet that a man putting his leg over the 
edge of his hammock gave silent acknowledgment 
that ho was awake, and no other excuse would then 
be taken If he was not present when the roll was 
sub.sequenlly called; and in tho days when men-of- 
war carried women on board, the fair dames always 
wore at night a stocking which had been issued by 
the purser. They wore not required to keep night 
watch, so that the siiowing of a stocldnged foot .saved 
tliom from further worrying by tlie jiolice. It may be 
a.skcd by tho l:iynian how, with so uuiny men sleiqilng 
on the same ileek. It l.s possible to distinguish those 
whoso duty retiiiirns tliat they shall kee|) one ]iartic;u-: 
lar watcli. This Is done by a very simple system of 
numbering the hanunocks with white paint on a 
black background.. The policeman carries a lantern 
tho boatswain readff the number, ' and' thi9 rest >: is 

slnuilb. 

'l.'hc men then go on dock, and "fall in" round the 
capstan, on wlilcli has been placed tho lantern and 
alongsiclo of whleh .stands tho midshipman, book in 
hand, and :i few i)etty officers. Five mlnulos' grace 
is aliowi.'il, anil the ship's bell is struck once, as a 
signal tliat time is U]). Starling at tlie foreca.stlo men, 
tho mulshlpnujn I'ulls Iho names, and each man in 
.turn stei>s forward, salutes, and walks round tho cap- 
stan, to s'now that he is sober, calls his number, and 
walks away to await orders. 

It is not unknov^n for a man to rojoin tho crowd 
nnd go round again, aii.sworing tho name of a comrade 
Who Is sluggish In leaving his bed, but the petty of- 



ficers watch for this, and even in the semi-darkness 
they are rarely deceived. The names of tlio laggards 
are taken ,and they are searched for, and on the roll 
being complete — and to muster some 120 men takes 
at least six minutes — the middy proceeds to the bridge 
and reports to his lieutenant that the watch are "pre- 
sent and correct." 

While the mustering has been going on, other 
tilings have been li.appening elsewhere. The lieuten- 
ant and his attendant middy havo groped their way 
sleepily to the bridge, barlcing their shins on the 
many obstacles of a warsiiip's deck, cursing the while, 
with great heartiness, the fate which, when they were 
quite young, took tlu.'m to sea in the King's ships. On 
tlie bridge they are greeted witli much pleasure by 
their wideawake predecessors. The newcomers are 
not so c/ieery, and grunt back in a manner which 
clearly shows that, instead of going to bed at 9 p.m., 
they have dallied long over their pipes, books, and 
cards, and retired at an liour which gave them little 
or no rest. The lieutenant receives the course, speed, 
and fontiatioii of the fleet, and any special orders, 
notes tlie state of the barometer, wind, and sea, ob- 
serves what ships arc in sight, and — if he is .a wise 
man — he iiiriuirus concerning the state of tho cap- 
tain':; temper. Ills midsliiinnan lias received tho same 
Information, and. postin.g lilmsolf at a corner of the 
bridge, observe.^ with .'i sextant, the distance ahead ot 
tlie next slilp in the line, and reports every few 
minutes to his lieutenant whether his ship is dropping 
or closing. For when shljis .are steaming In 8.q,uad- 
rons at night each vessel Is only 300 yards ffom .Its 
consort, and mistakes lead to collision and disaster. 
The lieutenant busies himself with the chart, takes 
tlie deviation of tho comjiass, and makes a few navi- 
gational observations, and is about finished when the 
watch Is reiiorted present to him. "Call the watch" is 
his order, meaning that the men Who kept the first 
watch are free to turn lri,.ari4 that the named watch 
are now on duty, following it by the direction: "Away 
seaboats' crews"! At this order each of the two cut- 
ters Is filled with men, wh6 try their oars, thwarts 
and.,.jM3g.jnotp. and see -that everything Is " clear and 
ready for a quick getting away. The midshipman 
goes to each boat in turn, musters the men, and sees 
that the disengaging apparatu.s is in good going or- 
der. The Importance of this work may bo realized 
when it is understood that It is on these two boats 
and their efficiency that men's lives may dejiend, for 
these are the llfelioats; and not knowing that lilniselC 
may be the victim of the a\vful cry ".Man overboard 1 " 
each takes especial caro. Look-outs ;iro then pliiced: 
on tile steaming and Uw. bow liglits, at the wheel, at 
tho teiegrajihs, at the light signals, which show the 
other ships' every loiist alteration of> tho engljies, and, 
finally, a marine Is iiostod' by .the llfebuoyl toMet it go 
directly it l.s needed. 

A midshipman then bolls the kettle, and the llqu-.. 
tenant Is soon the iiroud possessor of a cup of steam- 
ing cocoa, wlilcli brings him to his ordinary day-tline 
senK(\s. JCvery half-hour tho log Is hove, giving the 
exact speed of the ship by a combination of a sand- 
glass and a marked line, which latter run.s out as tho 
ship forges ahead. Also in modern daj's when ships 
have more fuiinoLs than masts, "swcopcrs" constantly 
brush tho decks with, brooms to keep tliein clear ot 
coal dust and grime. Hourly the midshipman goes 
on a tour of inspection, visits all .sentries and look- 
outs to .see they are alort, and examines tho compart- 
ments below tho waterline to discover If water is en- 
tering through unknown leaks. The deep .sea sounder 
is used to find tlio depth of the ocean bed and tho 
nature ot the bottom, whether sand, mud, or rock, 
and tho result Is carefully noted in the log-book. 

SomotimoH a passing tramp, an important signal 
from tho admiral, or even fof;, tho sallor.s' enemy, de- 
mands tho presence of tho captain. Then tho mes- 
senger middy runs, or the lieutenant speaks over the 
telephone If one Is fitted ,tQ the great man's cabin. 




Work at Home 

R. C. M. HATS, of tho Grand Trunk, 
gave an authoritative denial to a des- 
patch from Schenectady, N. Y., stat- 
ing that the Grand Trunk was behind 
a scheme for forming what was called 
"a Grand Trunk loop" In the Eastern 
States, says the Montreal Witness. 

The despatch stated that in an in- 
terview Ralph D. Glllett, president of 
the proposed Buffalo, Rochester & Eastern railway, 
practically admitted that the proposed line is to con- 
nect the Boston & Maine at Troy with the Grand 
Trunk at Buffalo. It was further stated that the 
Grand Trunk has been negotiating for tlie purchase 
of the Boston & Maine, and if this la accomplished 
and the proposed line built, tho Grand Trunk will 
have a loop that wiW extend from Buff.alo to Mont- 
real, and thence to Portland, Me., along the present 
Grand Trunk lines, then to Troy, over the Boston & 
Maine, then finally to Buffalo over the proposed road. 

"The Grand Trunk has no interest in any of those 
schemes," said Mr. Hays, when shown the despatch 
this morning. "As a matter of fact, we have plenty 
of work to do In Canada is, pushing forward to a 
Bucci3ssful completion tho Grarid Trunk Pacific rail- 
way." 

Officials of the last-named railway stated that 
tenders have just been Invited for the construction 
of two sections of railway in tho gap that now lies 
between Edmonton and tho Paclllc Coast. One of 
these sections is for 120 miles west of Edmonton, and 
the other is for 100 mHes east of Prince Rupert. 

Tho latter contract wdll involve some of the heavi- 
est work on tho entire line from the St. Lawrence 
to tho Pacific ocean. There will bo a large amount 
of rocl< cutting, tunnel work and, above all, side hill 
work. .- Experts declare that a good deal of this sec- 
tion will cost a hundred thousand dollars per mile, 
and perhans some miles will even exceed this esti- 
mate, which Is said to be a conservative one. 

It Is expected that both contracts will be awarded 
within the next month, and that the construction 
\vork will start at the earliest possible opportunity 
in tho spring. 

The spring will also see work started on tho ex- 
tensive shops to be erected by the Grand '.frunk 
Pacific at AVinnipcg. The building operations will 
be pushed ahead as fast as possilile, and it la expect- 
ed that many of the shops will bo finished before 
next winter. ' Temporary shops for repair work will 
be'put up at Fort Rouge for use during .the.summor. 
Within two year.s the new tranacontlnantal^ experts to 
employ between ilfteen hundred and tvvo* -thousand 
mechanics and', laborers at thei iWlnnipieg . sbops;

In concluding this part of the sub.iect I don't sup- 
pose it is necessary for me to remind you of cur 
"Lady of the Snows," of which many Canadians have 
sometimes felt a little sensitive, pecbaps, for the same . 
reason as wlntei* carnivals are now avoided in- Que- 
bec, 

If we glance for a moment at., the essential charac- 
teristics of Kipling as a poet we shall notice his great . 
strength and power— his unswerving adherence to 
truth, which at times is almost barbaric and repel- 
lant in its fidelity. In a word, we notice his objec- 
tivity, his realism. Unlike the great poets of the 
nineteenth century, Kipling does not portray his own 
moods and feelings, does not make a psychological 
analysis of himself, or as some would express it, ho is 
not. subjective. Mr. Edmund Qosse has cleverly ex- 
pressed this In his criticism on Kipling. As some one 
has said Kipling is a doer in poetry rather than a 
poet, and In this respect he presents a striking con- 
trast to the poets who Immediately preceded him! As 
he says hlnisolf, he "draws the thing as he, sees it for 
the God of things as they are." It is this objectivity, s 
■this love of the world about :him,v:the povirOT.^ bf ij^^^^ 
getting himself to, depict the view of bthersbwhlbK.v^^^ 
see in his stirring, sea songs. Indeed hei ' has -. been: - 
rightly called'tii'e. poet of Uie sea! In McAhdrew's /;

Another characteristic of Kipling's work — poetry 
and prose, is his mord.ant satire — more strikingly so, 
perhaps, in his short stories. He is not afraid to de- 
nounce tho treatment meted out to the common sol- 
dier by his country. It is he who has revealed .to us 
in tho tales of life in India the character of tho Hin- 
du and the ordinary soldier, and who has brought 
them both much closer to us. With bitter Irony he 
directs his attacks against the existing conditions of 
ofTicial, social and military life. No wonder his bal- 
lads are sung everywhere by the lonely camp-firo and 
in the jungle. Ono of the best of his "Barrack-Room 
Ballads" is "The 'Eathen," where we see the making 
of a soldier out of very poor material. Kipling di- 
rects his satire against all shame, hypocrisy and in- 
competence. "Tho Conundrum of tho Workshops," 
brings out his playful satire: 

"When the flush of a new-born sun fell first on 

Eden's grean and sold, ,. '::'' ;•.■.,-!.;'( : 

Our father Adam sat under the tree and scratched 

with a stick in the mould. 
And the first rude sketch that the world had seen was 

joy to his mighty heart, 
Till the Devil whispered behind the leaves, "It's pretty, 

but is It art?" 

In the poem called "Cleared," he shows his con- 
tempt for underhand dealing, and In "Tonillnson,'.'.',;b.ls,' 
disdain for the man who has not the courage of'ihils: 
convictions— who Is, In fact, a weather-vane. ' ' 

If we consider the question of Kljillng's diction and 
style, the judgment passed must to a great extent de- 
pend on the test to wliicli It is subjected. According 
to Matthew Arnold, "The substance and matter ot the 
best jioetry acquire their special character from 
possessing in an eminent degree, truth and serious- 
ness." He Insists that "the two superiorities are 
closely related and are in steadf.ast proportion one to 
the other." If we apply this stand.ard, which Is very 
lilgh, we shall be obliged to confess- that that earnest- 
ness and seriousness of whlcli Arnold speaks is some- 
times lacking; that very often Kipling does not take 
his art seriously. Still one must admire his manly, 
vigorous verse, his great mastery of lyrical forms. 
The apt epithet, tho descriptive phrase, the tuneful- 
ness of metre, all appeal, especially to the popular 
ear. Nowhere, perhaps, 'Is tliore a bettor example of 
the accord of sound .and meaning than the "Song of 
the Banjo." 

Before closing this paper, which otherwise would 
be incomplete, I must refer you .again to Kipllng'.s 
short stories, op which no doubt his future fame will 
rest. It is in bis prose that we .'^co best exemplllied 
all his greatest qualities, his wonderful strength and 
power, and his great gift of iniagin.atlon, which make 
even tlie simplest nnd most ordinary thing interest- 
ing. It is through his knowledge and love for all 
things created tliat he has been able to write "Tho 

• .J,;r.:;ie Books," "Tho Day's Work," "Just So Stories" 
and lastly that delicate and spontaneous production 
"Puck, ot Book's HUI," which at first was reviewed 
merely as a scries of fairy tales. What strength is 
displayed in some of tho tales of the Day's Work. 
How dramatically is told the story of the young as- 
sistant to an engineer who was building a bridge 
across tlie Ganges, altho' his arm was broken by a 
failing plate when something went wrong with the 
bridge cranes ho buttoned it up In his coat and went 
on directing his men, till It was reported that all was 
well. Tho same spirit ot strength and heroism Is de- 
picted In the character of "William the Conqueror," 
who lived with her brollier in a white-washed bun- . 
galow in the hot Indian season, because he could not 
afford to send her to the hills. She even went with 
him to a famino and plaguo-strlckeh district to help 
'VniiSerable starving natives. These are the qualities 

^■:that Kipling loves. . : :■■." > ■■ 

In conclusion I should like to read tb you the ' ad- 
dress Mr. Klpllnu delivered before tho students of 
McOlll University, at Montreal, Oct. 17th, on the oc- 
casion of his last visit to Canada.

The Light Brahma 

RAHMAS, botli light and dark, 
have.rbeerL, somewhat neglect- 
ed by tlie general public for 
several years. A few veteran 
breeders, arriong whom may be 
mctitioned Philander Williams, 
I. K. Fclch and George Pur- 
due, have kept the faith and 
still produce Light Brahmas of 
liigli degree. 

The late John L. Cost was also an enthu- 
siastic friend of this royal old family of fowls, 
from the introduction of which we must date 
the beginning of the poultry fancy of this 
-country. . 

'There has been much disputing concerning 
the origin of the Light Brahmas. A good 
many authorities trace them back to the Chit- 
.tagongs and some to the Gray Shanghais 
boomed "by the late George P. Burnham. by his 
own concession the greatest poultry faker this 
country ever knev^^ 

As a contribution to the history of this 
breed it is interesting to know that I. K. Felch 
has a cock bird which was hatched from eggs 
laid by hens brought, to this country by a ship 
sailing from anlEast Indian port, as long ago 
as 1848. This t)ird was'iiamed "Imperial," and 
after his dieath Mr. Felch had him mounted, 
and for many j^ears he stood in the home of 
Mr. Felch, full proof that as long ago as 1848 
there were fowls in this country '-.vi^i the dis- 
tinctive pea comb of the Brahma faftrily, with 
feathered legs and with black and white plu- 
mage. While the bird "Imperial" was not a 
good type of the present-day Light Brahma, 
it required but a casual inspection of him, in 
his mounted form, tb see that he furnished a 
foundation on which' this breed ' tniglit have 
been built. • • ' ' • 

In 1855 Burnham published his book, "The 
lien Fever," a Copy of which is in our lilbrary, 
Mr. Burnham was so openly a faker that his 
statements cannot be taken as strictly in line 
with facts, but there is no doubt that he sent 
to Queen. Victoria in the early '50's a pair of 
birds which he called Grey Shanghais. These 
birds were probably the beginning of the 
Light Brahma in England. Thus it is due to 
American enterprise that this breed was orig- 
inaited' and disseminated. 

In process of time the American type and 
the English type became distinctlv different. 
The American bred for a bird with moderate 
"leg-and-toc feathering, rather compact in body, 
medium height and graceful in every motion. 
This type is an aristocratic bird and a thing 
of beauty wherever seen. The English bred 
more toward the vulture hock, profuse leg- 
and-toe feathering, very long and somewhat 
fluffy plumage and rather short shanks. 

Siich birds would be rejected in any show 
room in America. .The American fancier., re- 
quires "more of tlie ^Light Brahma than of al- 
most- any other breed. The white must be 
.white and: the black a clear brilliant black. 

The comb must be a perfect pea comb, the 
skull wide, the brow overhanging giving the 
bird a sinister look, which belies its gentle and 
domestic disposition, 'j^he hackle is long and 
flows well over the slioulders, each feather 
black with a narrow edging of white. The 
priinaries are black and white, the more black 
the -^better. . The; tail, beginning with the 
■saddie, feathers, is black^ witli a distinct white 
la'cihj^.j The black must follow the shape of 
the'teather and the division between the white 
'5and black perfectly clear and drstinct. 

In shape of body the Light Brahma is full 
and round in the breast, wide and flat on the 
back, the back rising at a gentle slope to the 
root of the tail. A cushion is not permissible 
in a Light Brahma, aTs" this is ' distinctly a 
Cochni fcatnrc. 

Pa.rhcu\-d]: attention- is ■ given , to the shape 
'of. the legs. Any disposition <to -squat ddwn.'in 
Cochin fashion-tis-f rowned uponj .although' the 
bird does not stand as high on its legs' as is the 
. .case with Langshir.ns. The hock must be full 
' and round without any tendency to being- 
vulture hocked. The leg feathering should be 
white and black, the feathers of the outer toes 
spreading fan-like away from the feet. 

Some of the later specimens of Light 
Brahmas seem to have a tendency to heavier 
feathering than was the rule a few years ago. 
It is to be hoped that this tendency will be 
checked, for heavy feathering will b<* gained 
at the expense of egg-production. 

As a table-fowl the Light Brahma stands 
high. Its flesh is short grained, melting 'irt" 
quality and still firm when cooked. The 
chicks grow rapidly and arc ready for the 
table at an early age. For the soft roaster 
market no'AfpW; ■is' -bietter than the Light 
Brahma. ' . 

There is considerable difference in the var- 
ious strains in the matter of egg-production. 
It has been claimed. thatla" early .specimen of 
the family produced" over 300 eggs in a year, 



but if this is true there has not been another 
like her in modern times. Some strains, how- 
ever, are good layers, the etjgs being very 
large, with a dark, nch-colorcd slicU. 

"The merits of tins grand old breed arc 
again being discussed, and they come out 
every year in increasing numbers at the bet- 
ter class of shows. . • _ 

The Autrocrat strain originated by Philan- 
der Williams is probably the best type of Am- 
erican Light Brahmas. .^^ To see some of this 
old stock "in 'the* yards of Mr. Williams is a 
sight worth .a long, journey. A recent letter 
from this old" veteran' informs us .that he still 
has his Light Brahmas. and is preparing to 
breed them more extensively than he has for 
several years. It is to be hoped that more 
fanciers will become interested in this variety 
and keep it before the iniblic more conspicu-

The origin of the Wyandotte is veiled in 
more op les sof obscurity. Statements regard- . 
ing their early development are conflicting,- 
but authorities agree sufficiehtly to .^warrant 
the statement that much of the most desir- 
able and carefully bred material available at 
the period, of their creation, entered into their 
composition. It is probable that several 
crosses were resorted to in their production, 
which explains the general tendency of all 
varieties of Wyandottes to revert to original 
types, no matter how carefully they are line- 
bred, naturally more so than breeds whose 
blood elements are not so complex. r^ .;. 
. In the Colutflbian Wyandottes we fihd this 
mixture of blood element again made ove^> 
and others adfded, which means a greater ten- 
• dency to reversion and difficulty in uniform 
production; that the x'-ariety is worthy of the 
extreme care and intelligence that must be 
exercised in tlieir proper development and 
perfecting is strongly in evidence by their pre- 
sent popularity and the high reputation of 
those who have already taken up the breed, 
not only in their native country, but in Eng- 
land, Africa, Australia and the Pacific islands. 

Now, let us consider the first principles- of 
their proper mating. We have in the White 
Wyandotte-Light Brahma cross, wljich, we 
believe, has been responsible for the produc- 
tion of the best and most desirable breeding 
specimen to date, about seven-eighths white 
color. Practical (Iciiiunsii.'c'tions in mating 
have revealed the fact that there is a strong 
tendency to revert to the White Wyandotte, 
and that extreme care must be taken in mat- 
ing to intensify the black in the plumage, 
from the fact that there is a disposition on tlic 
part of Columbian Wyandottes to lose color in 
the molt. Pullets that carry Standard color- 
ing, unless from very strong matings, as hens 
become entirely too light, approaching gray 
in neck, wings and tail. For this reason mat- 
ing which has proven highly successful in the 
production of exhibition Light Brahmas, are 
not found a succcs sat the present time with 
the Columbian Wyandottes. 

It is the writer's opinion that for the best 
development and perfection of the breed, the 
Standard should be so worded as to give the 
preference to those specimens carrying a deep, 
intense coloring, both in those sections where 
black is intended:.t6 correct, jand .also under 
color all over the' body. -vif tiie writer the 
authori ty to /do: so, - h'e -^ make a Standard 
which' would tiriniistfikeably cause the judge 
to give the preference to birds regards 
color) that were two or three shades darker 
than a Standard, Light Brahma. For a few 
years to come a favorable standard and judges 
wdio recognize the disposition of the breed to 
lose color,, will prove the means of rapid and 
desirable advancement. 

And now a word about shape, breeders 
of Columbian .Wyandottes repeat the follow- 



ing over and over several limes and then go 
out and look over your flock of birds: "Shape 
makes the breed, color the variety." If you 
are a good judge of Wyandotte shape, how 
many birds have you in your flock that arc 
typical in shape. In your matings rcivicmbcr 
it is not all color, it is not all combs, it is not ■ 
all yellow shanks, but way back ot all else to 
make your birds worthy of the usme- of 
Wyandottes you •'must ' liave . the true iWyan- 
dotte shape. In Columbian .v Wyandottes 
there are a diversity of shapes, short,' low, 
squall V specimens^, tall,. ; long-necked, long- 
shanked, and even ' narrow headed, long-back- 
ed and tailed specim'ens. These are not 
Vv'yandottes. They approach the bantam and 
the clean-legged Brahma more closely. In 
your ambition for color do not overlook shape. 

It is the all-around breeder that is the- 
benefactor of the fancy, and the judge, if he is 
worthy of his avocation, will protect the 
breeder who mates for. the symmetrical de- 
velopment of' all sections of his variety. Keep 
plenty of color in your birds. Do not discard 
specimens tiiat are even so dark as to show 
ticking in back and breast of pullets or strip- 
ing in saddles of cockerels; they are valuable. 
A blue or slate undercolor all over body in 
both sc.xes is our hope for the future. If we 
desire birds that will hold their color until 
they arc three and four years of age, we must ■ 
breed from these deep-colored specimens for 
a few years to conic But be sure the black is ■ 
deep green glossy black, (no snuff color), and 
that the: . undercolor is .blue, or \ slate ; there 
must not, be the: least tehdency to brovvn or 
red in it Remember 3'Ou cannot get- black 
from gray, you must have color to get color. 

I might enter into the .special miiting and 
line-breeding of this variety more in detail, 
but think, perhaps, I have said enough. • If 
there are points of interest I have overlooked • - 
call the editor's attention to same, and with ' 
his permission, in some future article, I - may . 
be able to sav .something more definite , re- 
garding special matings — Exchange.

It is rich 
in protein and lime and has the added advan- 
tage of costing very little more than the labor 
of cutting it.

AROUND THE FARM 

Horse Courage 

OURAGE in horses. Is it congeni- 
tal or is it acquired? On account 
of the prevalence of electric' cars, 

automobiles, traction engines, steam 
road rollers, and other objects cal- 
culated^ to alarm horses while on 
the city streets or country roads, it is becom- 
ing more and more requisite — in fact, ne.;es- 
sary — in order that there maj' be a reasonable 
degree of safety in driving, that our horses 
should have "courage." 

The question that confronts us is, "How 
can wc engender courage; in'. otir horses i* Is 
courage an inherited trait or the result of en- 
vironment ■ and education?" We think it is 
infiucnced by both, but e§piecially by the lat- 
ter. The alarm or fear .shown by horses the 
first few times tlicy behold an object with 
Avhich tliey are unfamiliar cannot be said to be 
due to a want of courage. We all remember 
that a few years ago, when bicycles first came 
into general use, that mostly all horses became 
excitcfi at the sight of a man or a Avoman 
moving rapidly along without "visible means 
of support." Many horses under such circum- 
stances were quite unsafe, and unless the . 
rider dismounted from his wheel and either 
stood or walked along, there was every prob- 
ability of an accident. 

Horsemen used to griimble and nften swear 
at these m;iciiines, and claim that they had no 
right on the roads or streets. Wheels be- 
came very plentiful, and niar,y of the said 
horscmci! were soon seen riding them, cither 
as a convenience or pastime. In fact, they be- 
came so common that a horse had not time 



to'^take notice of them, he met so many, and 
now, though Ihey arc comparatively seldom 
seen, is is exceedingly rare to see a horse tak- 
ing any notice of them. 

lia\-c vvc any well founded reason to claim 
that our horses of today have greater heredit- 
ary-' courage than those of a few years ago? 
VVe,. /think, .not. Vvhat, then, has brought 
al^out t'helchange? We,;mitSit, I tliink, altri- 
H'tif 'ft? to ''environment, or ' the fanuliarity *^.that 
"breeds contempt." Bicycles arc seen by most 
colts during colthood, and by all during then- 
first lessons in harness or saddle on the roads 
or streets, and the\% from the first, treat them 
with indifference. It may reasonably be claim- 
ed that heredity has some influence in the 
matter. There is no doubt that colts arc in- 
fluenced by the habits of their ancestors, prob- 
ably more particularly by those of their dam 
during pregnancy. Hence, if the sire is accus- 
tomed to ccrtahi sights without experiencing 
any particular emotion, and the dam the same, 
and especially if so during pregnancy, it is 
reasonable to suppose that the progcnjr will 
naturally have no aversion to the same. This 
law of breeding, we think, has an influence, 
but we think that education and environment 
have more. Wc may say that a bicycle is not 
to be compared with an electric car, automo- 
bile or traction engine, as a means of instilling 
fear into a horse, andx^there 'Certainly^ api/ears 
to be reasonable grouh.^^s. - forv tlie', coiiteii^on. 
- At the same time the fact remain^- that horses ^ 
which are accustomed to these sights become 
as indifferent to them as to the former. None 
of the objects named .is sO formidable as a loco- 
motive engine going at good speed and blow- 
ing off steam, with a train of cars behind it. 
It is quite a common 4hing to see a horse that 
will stand quietly at a crossing quite close to 
a train while it passes, or drive quietly along 
■a:-',Toad going parallel with a railway track 
fwhile a train is going either way, become prac- 
tically unmanageable at the approach of anv: 
automobile or electric car. • Can we call,;this - 
exhibition of fear, cowardice or want of here--- 
ditary courage? We think not. It is due to 
want of familiarity; The horse has become 
accustomed to seeing and hearing locomotive 
engines since colthood and has learned that 
they will not injure him, but the other sight 
is that of an object to which he is not accus- 
.tomed, hence his fear. It will be noticed that 
horses in large cities, where they meet these 
objects frequently, .with . very few exceptions, 
are perfectly indifferent tO them, but thpste in 
small cities or rural" disti-icts, in which' such 
sights are riot frequent, continue to fear theih. 
'Ihere certainly "is a great difference in the 
quickness or readiness with which horses lose 
their fear of such sights. But even this, we 
think, is not altogether due to the degree of 
normal courage thc}' possess. It is largely 
due to the manner in which their familiarity to 
.such sights is attained. Great care should be 
exercised in educating horses in such matters. 
There are few who do not show fear at first, 
and if we attempt to break him, or, more prp- 
pcrly, to educate him; at once, force hi.ni to go 
close, and whip hitn if he refuses', .there is 
■great danger of ' sppiling him? ' In such cases -

carefully handled, allowed to view the object 
from some distance, and, if he shows fearj- is 
petted instead of being spoken sharply to and 
Avhipped, he, in most cases, decides there is 
no danger, and a little care, intelligence and 
kindness will usually be successful in his: edu- 
cation. Of/ course there are some horses- that 
cannot be educated to tolerate certain objects, 
notwithstanding all the patience and kindness 
that can be practiced on the part of the driver. 
In some cases this is due to a bad fright the 
first time the object was seen, while in others 
it . may ibe^,due jto congenital \ J!^cii^se)dness," or 
''a nbrmai ^-vva^^^^^^^ In ejthcr case the 

animal is Unsafe and practically useless in a 
section where the particular object is liable to 
be seen, and the only wise thing is to di.spose 
of him to go'^to a'^sectidn where he will not 
meet it. There arc peculiarities in horses that 
are very hard to account,, for. Some have a 
ilecidcd aversion to certain objects, as a pig, 
a wheelbarrow, an umbrella, a trolley car, an 
automobile, a traction engine, a perambulator, 



etc., etc. They will treat with indifference -all 
ol.ijccis except the one, and; cannot be reconr 
ciled to tiiat. Why such animals will exhibit 
courage in facing everything but some parti- 
cular one, and exhibit gross cowardice, or fear 
of iha, , cannot, in many cases, be understood, 
but must be due to some unaccountable, in- 
hereii! dread of the sight, or to some injury 
or extreme fri.ght caused by it on a former 
occasion. Again, some horses will not toler- 
ate certain objects under certain circumstances, 
and are quite indifferent to the same under 
others. For instance, a horse may be practi- 
cally, indiffeirent to -a,; trolley car when stand- 
ing or inoyilig slowly, but become very un- 
safe if it be riioving fast, while others are iii- 
different to it at any speed, but will not go 
near it when standing still. A.gain, some be- 
come very mucli excited and hard to handle 
when a car is coming behind them, but pay no 
attention Avhen they are meeting one, while 
others arc the reverse. This may be claimed 
to be. caused by the u.se. of blinders on bridles, , 
but most pf .theni will, exhibit' the*same-pecu- : 
liarities- wjien udriyen with open bridles. The 
samef^bV' bt^^^^^ in' regard 'to ■ 

[Other objects, and, as stated, cannot be satis- 
factorily explained. When we consider mat- ' 
ters carefully, we cannot be. surprised that 'vve.v,,,' 
meet with such cases, and it certainly is cruel 
to punish an animal so afflicted. If'we consi- 
der a mintite we can call to mind many wo- 
men, and some men, who become greatly 
alarmed during a thunderstorm... .They.-,can- -„ 
not bear to be alone, and in some cases.Lbe- , 
come . hystepcal, . or insist upon .having the - 
blihdS" drawnS'a^^^ gas lighted, . etc. ^ They 
C'ihiiqt /help "^acting' in this way. They kno>v 
■ there is^'^little danger, thai: 'co'mpany and arti- 
ficial light are no protection^' bul all the same 
til ey cannot' act calmly. Let us, then, be 
charitable, and attribute to horses the same 
unconquerable dread that exists in some hu- 
man beings. We think our arguments go to 
prove that "courage in horses" is engendered 
more by education and environments than by 
heredity, althpngh the latteir operates to some 
extent'.. In breeding, it . certainly , is wise to 
select as parents aniitlals [of known coura i 
when possible, but/ Tye?/intist intensify such 
courage by education,' knd make sure of ^, their 
safety in the presence of all sights and lioiseis 
that they are liable to meet before we can 
trust our wives or children to drive or ride 
them, as a horse that is liable to act badly 
under any such circumstances or other condi- 
tions not mentioned, is unsafe for general 
driving except in the hands of an experienced 
horseman or horsewoman. We would again 
like to emphasize the fact- that education is 
the main point „to be considered; and that 
many horses.are made cowardly and, unsafe by 
cruel; timid, passionate ordncompetent drivers.

Milk Hints " " , 

'A' simple and effective test, to determine 
whether water is present in milk may be made 

with an ordinary knitting-needle, if the needle 
is bright and well polished. Dip the needle 
into the milk and quickl}'' wdthdraw it in an 
upright position. If the milk contains only a 
small quantity of water, this will prevent even 
a drop of milk adhering to the needle. 

Every one who has had occasion to heat 
milk knows how easih' it may be scorched. 
When this docs happen, the thing to do is to 
quickly remove the vessel from the fire and 
stand it in a bowl of cold water. Put a pinch 
of salt into the milk, and stir. It. will then be 
found that the disagreeable burnt taste has 
almost, if not entirely,, <lisappeared..,4,(;,' - 

. Milk makes a very excellent/ cleaner for 
patent-leather shoes. A sponge should be 
used to apply it, and the leather then be al- 
lowed to dry for a fe^v moments. Then polish 
with a soft cloth. 

Farm Notes 

There are two kinds of soil on most farms 
— busy and idle. The idle kind never pays 
interest on the investment, the busy kind can't 
if choked with weeds. Clean them up before 
they mature seeds. 

Be sure that the hens have a good> dust 
bath, for they cannot be expected to lay well 
if tormented with lice. If a supply of earth or 
sand was not collected early in the season and 
cannot be secured now, sifted coal ashes cart 
be used. 

Spring calves rarely do well on pasture the' 
first sumni^r.;/ They are very sensitive to flies, • 
Give them a' yard f ai cool stable . 

and plenty of nitrogenous food. The time to 
make a good dairy animal is in the first two 
years of its life. . , 

Use plenty of bedding,/ both for the horsa 
and cow, and be sure that it is fully dried bci»- : 
fore being used a second time. »Shavings and 
sawdust are sometimes used, but hay, straw: /, 
or leaves arc preferable, because they have! 
considerable fertilizing yalue. , ,

■How to Grow Flowers Indoors 

T is a distressing fact that of the 
thousands of potted plants bought 
of florists a large percentage soon 
begin to droop and lose their 
beauty and have to be thrown 
away. They are not neglected. 
They are loved to death. .Begin- 
ners always want to keep doing 
. something to a plant, and con- 
■ sequently they water it too much. Most house 
plants that die are di-owncd. You can easily 
keep your holiday ])lants in bloom a month or 
a fortniglit longer than usual if you will read 
these simple directions and understand the 
reasons for them. Once you grasp the under- 
lying principles you cannot help following 
them. It Avill be a joy to do so. You >vill get 
the results like those old ladies do who al- 
ways have a perfect window garden. You 
won't have to bother florists with a lot of 
questions, and you will look with pity upon 
people who .demand arbitrary rules like "Wa- 
ter plants once a day." 

The clue to the whole matter is that these 
plants come from the cool, moisttire-laden air • 
of a greenhouse into the hot, dry, draugh>y air 
of a house or a city flat. Accustomed to full 
sunshine, they often suffer from insufficient 
liglit. Accustomed to an even temperature, 
they suffer on a window sill where it is cold 
at night and hot by day. Draughts kill many, 
and cause all of them to droop their flowers, 
leave.s or berries sooner than is, necessary. 
Variability in temperature is a thing hothouse 
plants can't get used to. 

Watering to Prolong Bloom 
You can make your flowers last longer 
simp^ly by watering them in the way here des- 
cribed. 

AVatering is almost always overdone. vSec 
;i plant looking sick — it must need water. So 
most people reason. They sprinkle it. and 
sprinkle it again, as often as the soil in the 
ipot looks dry. This is the way to .ruin, any 
:|wHse plant, for only the surface-'is .affected 
■and; the roots often die df 'drbugHt " , 

R^^^ side of the pot with your knuckles. 
If it rings sharp and clear, the soil is dry and ., 
needs watering. If there is a dull sound the 
soil is moist enough. iMake the rounds of your 
]jhints each day and water those that need it. 

The ]3ropcr way to water plants is to pour 
on slowdy until the water begins to drain out 
into the saucer below. Don't eni]jty the sau- 
cer for an hour, unless you are afraid you will 
forget and leave it indefinitel3\ Then let the 
Jplaint Avait ,;until the soil.: is; fairly dry before 
^drenching it; again. The best^time to water 
plants^iis in?.the morning. 

. A'Ibst' people like to conceal the florist's pot 
by setting it in a fancy jardiniere. Later they 
may; discover that the unhappy plant is stand- , 



ing with its roots in two or three inches of 
stagnant water, the excess of zealous ■ over- 
watermg. Perfect drainage is absolutely, es- 
sential to potted plants. That is .what the .hole 
in the bottom of the^lower pQt. is .for. That 
is why the pots are made of porous j-natcrial. 
Undrained .soil gets sour, grows green shmc, 
and kills the plant potted m it. Moreover, 
.air cannot . circulate through saturated soil, 
and roots' need air as much .as leaves. 

Grow your plants as cool as possible, and 
. the flowers will last longer and have brighter 
colors. The average living room is kept at 
.seventy degrees. This is too hot for plants. 
Keep thcni in a cool room most of the time 
and move them to the hot rooms .only for 
temporary decoration. 

A plant left on a window-sill gets too cold 
at night; at mid-day the suiKshine strikes it 
like the rays of a burning glass. Back from 
the window this plant niay thnve Avoid ex- 
tremes by carryitig' the pots away from the 
windows at night'to the middle of the room. 

American houses are too dry for folk and 
plants. To make the air moist enough put a 
pan of water over the register in each room 
and fill the pans as evaporation exhausts the 
water. The air in steam-heated houses is ])ar- 
ticularly dry. There is a false notion abroad 
that "steam heat" is wetter than that 'supplied 
by a hot air furnace. • 

Bad air injures plants. You can't grow 
healthy plants without systematic and .thor- 
ough ventilation. Coal gas is deadly. 
Even a trace.,of ,it causes sbnie plants 
to drop flowers pri leaves. Illumin- 
ating gas is.,.;ec^ually poisonous. See 
that there afe"^.np-° leaks in your gas 
jets. When you fill the furnace 
open not only the draught but also 
the back damper and wait until the 
fire has caught hold again. 

To ventilate rooms where plants 
are, be sure that no direct currents 
of cold air strike them. Remove the 
plants or put up a screen. 

" Giet a package of plant food from 
a local "florist or, seed store or order 
it froin any seedsrrian. Most seeds- 
rrien catalogue it. .The .directions are 
on the' 'pa:ckage; ' ''" ' ' ' ' * ■ 

Finally, keep a sharp look-out for 
insect pests on the plants and spray 
the foliage to free it from dust. 
, The Baby Rambler rose is the 
most wonderful of all, for it can be 
had in bloom for twelve months ot 
the year if put outdoors in summer. 
You can keep it blooming all the 
winter if you follow these directions. 
Give it a sunny window and a tem- 
perature of 55 to 65 degrees and 
keep the air moist. Syringe it occa- 
sionally to keep the red spider sub- 
dued. If neglected the stems and 
buds shrivel away. 

Azaleas properly cared for arc 
perfect mounds of rich color, even 
hiding the foliage. To prolong the 
period of bloom give the plant 
abundant water and cut out the 
flowers that fade. Keep it in a tem- 
perature of 55 or 60 degrees. 

• 'When blooming is d.one/keep out 
of -tfie 'sun. A grcenhduse is the only - - '■• ■ 
place, where -it can havei: the _ special, • 
coiiditions'iiecessary to fontf an abltnclance-of 
new flower buds. 

Heaths will keep on blooming for four 
weeks or longer if you keep them in a cool, 
well ventilated room. The avera,ge person 
cannot keep them till next season, and their 
summer care is considerable, but if you have 
a cold frame, cut back the In-anches severely 
wlien the blossoms pass, and put the plants in 
a cold frame or cellar to rest. ;' 

The gorgeous red poinsettia is one of the 
showiest of ■v^'infer' blobming pot plants, btit 'it 
is not an economical gift, for it soon drdps"^ its

The best night temperature is fiftv-fivc 
degrees. J)o not overwater it., iior let it get 
dry. Try for the Ivippy medium, which most 
people fail .to strike. - - 

The Chinese primrose and Primula ob- 
conica are among i.lie cheapest flowers and the 
easiest to keep in the window garden, for they 
will thrive in a more variable temperature 
and blossom longer than the other house 
l)lants. W'atcr them aljout every other dav, 
and keep earth out of the root crown, from 
which new trusses of the pale blossoms spring. 

Heliotrope, geraiiiunis and ?\largueritc 
daisies grow and bloom for anyboily in the 
window garden. Prom the greqnhousc these 
plants need more warinth and {moisture,' but ;

,lnstead of being dependent upon tlie florist, 
the flower-lover seeks the woods or old fence- 
row for leaf-mold, the barn-yard for fertilizer, 
the brook, or hillside for sand, and the neigh- 
boring swamp for ])eat, \'arying the ]3ropor- 
tions of these to suit tlic caprices of his wards. 

Leaf-mold is unquestionalily the Ijcst .gen- 
eral soil for house plants, rich garden soil be- 
ing a close second. lieating it before using' is 
■ effectual in destroying insect life; but it .seenTs 
alsb.stp: impair the life of the soil, and, on the 
whole, :ibetter results are obtained by using it 
in the iresh state and combating insects, as 
they appear, with the proper insecticide.' 

The cow-stable furnishes the best natural 
fertilizer, but it must be thoroughly decom- 
posed, otiierwise it is almost sure to breed in- 
sects, I'csides, if it comes into direct contact 
with a bulb, fatal-rot is induced in the i)lanl. 
Many advocate the use of licpiid manure once 
a week, easily prepared by placing tiie fertil- 
izer in a cloth bag and pouring water over it. 
Droppings of sheep, ]DOultry and pigeons, be- 
ing highly concentrated, produce a luxuriant 
growth when used with caution, but are pb- 



withoitt the objectionable features cited 
works surprising results upon geranium 
.several other highly colored plants. I,>ri!i!;'!!ig 
out the tint:-; to perfection, besides increasing 
the size of the leaves. Soot tea is used advan- 
tageous!\r once in two or three weeks, espec- 
ially on roses and cacti. 

Thorough culture is the best insecticide. 
The vigorous plant is the last one sought by 
insect pests. But alertness and care are con- 
stant requisites, for all insect life multi])lics 
with. alarming rapidity, .and remedies, to avail, 
must., be applied with promptness and persis- 
tence. 

.One of the nxost. common foes of hpuse 
l)laht's is the red spider, micrdscppiq in size ind 

resembling brick dust, yet' spefi,cfily.'sapping the 
life from its host unless, routed; V Fine, webs ph 
.the.'plant, disclose its, presence, and a. pocket 
lens .at . once. , leads to its- identification. Jt 
.abhors moisture, multiplying with great rapid- 
ity in a dry atmosphere. Dail}- spraying with 
cold or tepid ^vater wWX soon dislodge it. 

The aphis, green fly, or; green lice, arc 
f(jinid on almost all varieties of window plants, 
hut have a special fondness for the ro.se, chry- 
.santhemum and cineraria. They increase at 
lanv enormous. rate ; and as the young-^which 
■take refuge 111 the downy part ' of 
the plant, the ?leaf; -axils - and- buds — 
are not visible; to the naked eye, sev- 
eral applications of insecticide, may 
he necessary to eradicate them;. 
They scatter from plant to 'plant, 
and a single insect may thtis.-sbon 
establish a flourishing colony. 

Where only a few plants are in- 
fested, the hot-water remed}' is a 
convenient one. Cover the top of 
the- pot with cloth to prevent the soil 
from coming out, and immerse the 
entire plant in water, heated to 125 
degrees. Let it stay in the hot bath 
two seconds, reinove' for' a jninute, 
tlien invert and return to th'e-.:fh.6t 
water a secoilrl and a third tiirip'^ras 
before. This seems like rough 'treat- 
ment, yet, if directions are followed 
ej>plicitly, it will not injure the 
plant. 

But with a large collection, this 
process is too laborious. In the 
greenhouse, fumigation with tobacco 
is a common remedy, thou.gh attend- 
ed with more or less injury to such 
plants as-, heliotrope, smilax, .and 
calla. For the, c6ns'eryatory,..or win- 
dQw;-garden, spraying with tpbacco- 
water is a less objectional form of 
treatment. Dusting' -with insect- 
powder, and spraying with wdiale- 
oil, or. carbolic soap, followed by 
clear water, are useful remedies. 
ICeroscnc emulsion. prepared ac- 
cording to the following formula, 
will not injure the foliage if the 
plants are thoroughly, rinsed with 
clear water. 

One tablespoonful kerosene, one- 
half teacupful of milk, stir rapidly 
^' together, then mix with two gallons 
of water. Apply with as^much force as pos- 
/sible. 

Small black flies are not infrequent among 
house plants, and can readily be detected by 
jarring a pot containing them, when they 
emerge. Dry soil favors their increase, espec- 
ially if containing fertilizer from the barn- 
yard. The larva is a tiny thread-like worm 
which" -destroys the plant roots A standard 
remedy is lime-water. Prepare b}' placing a 
lump of unslaked lime, twice as large as the 
fist, in a pail of water. Let it stand twenty- 
four hours, and carefully pour off the clear 
water, rejecting the sediment. Let the plants 
get thorough!^ dry, and then literally soak 
the soil with this water. Copperas water, soot 
tea, and sprinkling the surface of -the spil with 
black pepper, are also efficient remedies; 

The s^cale is, particularly fond of woody 
plants like' the oleander, orange ^nd lemon, 
but i.s not averse to the juices of the calla and 
cactus, and other herbaceous plants. Though 
inca]-jable of voluiitar}' motion, its rapid niul- 
liplicatiou renders it a formidable enemy; and 
if undisturbed, stems and leaf veins w-'ill 
quickly become encrusted with the j.icst. H 
only a few are present, hand-picking will suf- 
fice, loosening the insects with an ordinary 
toothpick. 

The mealy bug is similar in habits to the 
scale, but, owing to the mealy powder with 
■which it is covered and which successfully re- 
sists many itisectides, it is much n:iore diffi- 
cult to eradicate. It closely resembles a small 
tuft of cotton, and frequently takes refuge in 
the cracks about the window or in hiding- 
places about the plant itself. A toothpick is 
useful in dislodging where hand-picking is em- 
ployed. A touch of alcohol or chloroform, 
whiskey, or camphor applied with a straw or 
brush is fatal. Kerosene emulsion is a good 
remedy. '

Propagating Oriental Poppy 

Thei,"'Best time to divide the Oriental poppy 
(Papaver - orientate) is ■ ill the -f.suinmer, late 
July or Atigust, after "the plan'tl5*have finish- 
ed blooming. These ' late sumincr divided 
plants will bloom the following summer, but 
if the work is done in the s])ring, the plants do 
not sufficiently recover from the shock to 
bloom the following summer. More plants can 
be gotten by taking root cuttings. Cut the 
roots into sections an inch or so long, and 
handle them exactly as though they were seeds;

The 
same effect will be secured by boring a few 
holes in the bottom of the box and driving in 
peg.s several inches long, Tlie larger the feed 
boxes the better, as this _wiU allow the grain 
to spread out thinly over 'the" bottom, and it 
will not be possible for the horse ito take up 
the grain in such large mouthfuls.

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Year of Naval Unrest--- Vacillating 




HENj'the-year opened the Bri- 
tish Navy was in process of 
being reorganized in accord- 
ance with a scheme which 
was described by the Board 
of Admiralty as increasing 
"the immediate striking 
strength of the Navy"; a 
description to which the 
-Prime Minister, as chairman of the Coigmittee; 
of Defence, gave his authority, says tfie Lon- 
don Standard . ,v,/,- ^ . -• '•[■ 
The scheme itself, details^ of which were 
first published in the; Standard in October, 
1906, consisted in laying tip' some 20 shi^s 
with "skeleton crews/' reducing the sca-goihg 
squadrons by nearly one-quarter of their 
strength, and placing the ships thus withdrawn 
in the Reserve Fleet, henceforth to be known 
as the Home Fleet. According to Lord Tweed- 
mouth (House of Lords, July 4), the number 
of available battleships was thus reduced to 
3g_a figure which agreed with the statement 
previously made in these columns, and which 
may be compared with, the ,63 battleships 
figuring in the official Navy List. The Atlan- 
tic. Fleet was. reduced from nine battleships to 
six/ the Mediterranean Fleet from eight to six, 
the Channel and Atlantic Cruiser Squadrons 
from six cruisers each to four each. The Chan- 
nel Fleet, the first liiiC of defence, was reduced 
from 67 vessels to 21, and for several weeks 
during the year it consisted only of eleven 
battleships and three unarmored cruisers. 

In January there were 19,000 officers and 
men kept from sea in nucleus crews. The 
percentage of captains at sea was 32.5, as com- 
pared with 44.4 in 1902, and of commanders 
10 per cent, as comparediWith 17. 

On January 2 the Parliamentary Secretary 
to tiie Admiralty stated that the Home Fleet 
"will be efficiently organized for. instant readi- 
ness for war." The Standard pointed- out that 
instant readmess for war was impossible to 
predicate of a fleet manned with nucleus 
icrew's and stationed in harbor. In consequence 
of the -insistence upon this obvious fact, and 
of the representations of the true state of 
affairs in the navy made by the Standard and 
its supporters in the press, the following con- 
cessions were made by the Government and 
the Admiralty m the course of the year. In

' Nore Fleet Fiasco ' 
It was the original intention of the Admir- 
alty to place six cruisers at the Nore. They 
were compelled to place a complete fleet of 
six battleships, six' cruisers, five other cruisers, 
and torpedo flotillas there — ^on paper. It was 
officially asserted . that the formation of this 
fleet made an equivalent, to the loss' of the sea- 
|fbihg squadrons. But the whole fleet has 
'■h§ver'^beeh available, and in December every 
vessel, except one armored cruiser and two 
destroyers — three ships out of 37 — was report- 
ed to be either in dock or waiting for docking. 
The Dreadnaught, the nominal flagship, has 
never been to the Nore, and cannot safely go 
there. Having constituted the Nore Division 
with nucleus crews and limited allowance of 
aiftiniunitioa ,the Admiralty were subsequently 
forced to provide full complements (thereby 
disconcerting the manijjng arrangements) and 
full allowance of ammunition. The Nore Di- 
vision has been officially described throughout 
as instantly ready for war. 

On May 27 the Standard published the fact 
■that' orders had been issued to reduce the gun- 
nery schools. The order, as originally intend- 
ed, was not carried out. 

'•On February 19 it was officially announced 
that the channel Fleet was not to be increased. 
On August 14 it was officially announced that 
it would be increased'- Vto nearfXiits. fprtnef 
strength. 

On March 7 it y,'as officially announced that 
"we were sufficiently supplied With cruisers 
for tha present." On July 30 a new and ex- 
tended cruiser programme was promised. 

A scheme for an East Coast base at Rcsyth 
was presented by Mr. Lee in 1902. Last year 
, t)ie: Government admitted the, urgent necessity 
of the .work. The 1907 estimiates allQwed only 
£10,000 for preliminaries, and all information 
was refused. On November. 30 the Pirsip'jjiidi J

On October; 16 The Standard published a 
detailed account' of the regulations governing 

the battle practice of the Fleet, and the way 
in which they were carried out, conclusively 
proving that, as a test of war efficiency, the 
battle practice returns were practically worth- 
less. On August 19 precisely the same conclu- 
sions Avcre proved with regard to the gun- 
layers' tests. On November 5, an official an- 
nouncement was published outlinhig reforms 



in the battle practice as suggested by the wri- 
ter of the article. ;

Yet- the returns of both gunlayers' tests 
and battle practice ^ had been quoted - by the 
P'irst Lord as absolute proofs of the efficiency 
of the whole fleet, and particularly of the 
Home Fleet. Even more significant is the 
fact that Admiral of the Fleet Sir John Fi.sher, 
speaking at the Guildhall on November 9 — 
;four daj's' after the Admiralty had jniblicly 
withdrawn their own regulations — said that 
the gunnery efficiency of the flet was "un- 
paralleled," and that he was "lost in wonder 
and admiration -at the splendid, unity of spirit 
and determination that must have been shown 
by everybody from top to bottom to obtain 
these results." • . • 

There is one conclusion — among others — 
which is inevitably to be drawn from these 
facts. It is that the policy of an Administra- 
tion which is driven by pressure of external 
opinion to Ihese shifts and changes, cannot 
possibl}- be designed upon any coherent strat- 
egical scheme. It follows that public confi- 
dence is necessarily forfeited, and that the na- 
tional security is endangered. 

That, even in Ja^iuary, 1907, . there was 
already a strong demand, for a public inquiry 
into naval administration, is not' surprising. 
The Prime Miiiister refused the request oiE a 
large number of members of parliament for 
such an investigation, giving as his reason 
that the First Sea 'Lord would resign if it 
were granted. During the year the demand 
lias steadily strengthened, as the real condi- 
tion of affairs in the fleet became known. In 
a letter read at the London Chamber of Com- 
merce on November 13, Admiral of the Fleet 
Sir Frederick Richards advocated an inquiry, 
in Avhich he was supported by Admiral Sir 
Vesey Harriilton. . ... 

Shipbuilding Programme 

The building programme or 1906-7 was 
fixe.d, upon the advice , of .the Board of Ad- - 
miralty, at a minimum of four large a^-mored 



ships. . In July, 1906, one ship was dropped 
,-~with the approval of the; same Board., ''v i ^ 
■ During the year the three new battleships 
of the Dreadnaught dass-^Bellerophon, Tcmc- 
raire, and Superb-^have" been launched, to- 
gether with the large armored cruisers, De- 
fence (Minotaur class). Indomitable, Invin- 
cible, and Inflexible (Invincible class). The 
armored cruisers Achilles, Cochrane, Natal, 
and Warrior have been completed and have 
been placed at the Nore. The battleships 
Lord Nelson and Agamemnon are being 
completed, and are to be placed at the Nore. 

The 1907-8 programme consisted of three 
Dreadnaughts. But the building 'of one of 
'■thes6 was to depend upon the- result of The 
Hague . ConferencerT^a .;yzeak:;^^^ to 
foolish sentiment. Thact • Conference having 
proved — as regards Great Britain — a highly 
ignominious failure, the third ship was o'r- 
dered. The one small cruiser Boadicea, par- 
ent ship for destroyers, is now under con- 
struction. As regards the torpedo flotillas, 
Mr. Robertson stated on July 31, that there 
was a steady annual output of five ocean-go- 
ing destroyers, 12 coastal destroyers, and 12 
turbine torpedo boats. 

The real position with regard to destroj'ers 
is that, from 1897 to July, 1907, the number of 
destroyers built and' projected . by Qreat Bri- 
vtain is 73 (of which t\y0.; have, been, lost), and 
by Germany,. 73. . l-But . Great Britain .has at 
one time been obliged ito'^^^^ as riiany'as 47 
abroad. The Germaja;r oilicial ; H des- 
troyer is 12 yearsr- The'-inferehce"is stiffi-. 
ciently plain. ' ' 

With regard to the repairs of the fleet, the 
official statements of a general tenor, to- 
gether with the constant refusal to give de- 
tailed information, have kept Parliament and 
the country in ignorance of the exact condi- 
tions.

As regards the repairs of the Fleet as a 
whole, Sir William White has stated that, 
basing his estimate on the percentage of re- 
pairs required on capital value, the estimates 
of 1905 were inadequate, The provision for 
1906 was nearly £300,000 less. The estimates 
for 1906-7 showed a reduction on the previous 
year (maintenance, repairs, and sea stores) of 
nearly £1,200,0,00. . At . t,he same . time,J^,^the 
salving of the Montague and the Varid'us' acci- 
dents to large ships involved an outlay not 
included in the calculations. The refusal of 
the governmen); to give repairs to private 
yards, and the large reductions in the dock- 
yard establishments also indicate an inability 
.to meet essential requirements. The general 
position may be inferred from these facts with 
soime accuracy. 

~ i • Two-Power Standard 

, The uncertainty witH regard to tloe inten- 
tions of the government relating to the stand- 
ard of naval strength was recently aroused 
again by Mr. Plaldane, who, speaking at Ilan- 
ley, on December 16, hinted that the Two- 
power standard might become untenable. But 
two days previously, the First Lord, speaking 
at Liverpool, had warned his hearers that large 
demands might be necessary in the interests 
of the national security. Again, Sir Edward 
Grey, speaking at Berwick, on December 19, 
stated that the present strength' of the fleet 
was adequate.

^^pV EW annual volumes are more replete 
with interest as well as information 
to the student of London problems 
than the 108th issue of the London 
Postal Directory, which Messrs. 
Kelly & Co. have just published. 
To take an example at random, the bestO'wal.:pf 
the Order of Merit on Miss Florence Nightin- 
gale is duly chronicled and included with'her 
name and address in the Court section. "We 
learn that there arc no fewer than thirty-nine 
High streets, one borough alone having five 
within its boundaries, sayS the Belfast Whig. 
John street comes second in number, with 
twenty-two of its kind, although they were 
formerly the most numerous, some sixty of 
them having been re-named of late )'-ears. 
There still remain 14 of the 49 King streets 
and ti of the .43 Queen streets. There are , 13 
Queen's roads and .11 Market streets. . Orte 
street only is called "The Square," but "most 
other titles are duplicated. The shortest street 
is .Mansion House street, wdth only one house 
in' it, and the longest Garratt lane, with num- 
bers up to 998. Fulham road comes, second 
with 969, and Old Kent road, formerly first, 
takes third place with 915 houses. 

Even tile "public-house" signs recorded be- 
come objects of interest to the historian, who 
will note the districts in which the Duke of 
York" is ousted by the newer favorite, "The 
Duke of Wellington." The "Prince of Wales" 
is evidently the most popular sign, though 
king's and queens heads are almost as numer- 
ous. "Railway Taverns' abound mostly in the 
outlying parts of the county, and the 40 
"Coach and Horses," as 'well as the three 
"Half-way LTouses," remain as meipentoes of 
the coaching days. Curiously enougn there are 
two "AVorld's Ends" in London, and a "World 
Turned Upside Down." There are six "Ele- 
phant and Castles," eighteen "Angels," as 
wel las Chaucer's "'rabard""'and "St. Thomas a 
Watering." 

Quite a useful feature is the "Conveyance" 
section, wdiich gives the best rpjites and vari'r 
pus means of travel to and from the, suburban 
districts. The "Church" section is as up to 
date as the rest of the, volume, full details of 
the new denomination; -'The United Methodist 
^Church" being given, as well as the .places .pf 
worship of every variation of»>religioits -faith 
extant in the mctro])olis. 

The names of the members of the great 
Smith family in !,ondon occupy some sixteen 
columns of the "Court" directory, Jones fills 
some eight columns. Brown and Robinson 
seven and a half and four and a half respec- 
tively. There are some five columns of A^^hites 
and only '54 Bl^elcs. Gireys and .Greens are 
fewer 3tin;'''''Tfiere"a^ 19b' Bells; but' btily one 
.Peal. Agriculturists will be interested to know 
that there arc 4 /Veres and 97 Fields in Lon- 
don, which has also 48 .Farmers, 13 Plowmen, 
and 3 Cows.

Financial Peace 



Rome correspondent of the 
.4,, ^13, Standard says : Professor Luigi 
r-^S' Luzzatti, whose name has been 
"~" ■ " prominently before the public of 
late in connection with his propo- 
posal for an international confer- 
ence for financial peace, outlined by him in 
the "Neue Freie Press," is the' veteran of the 
Italiian Parliament, having been a member "of 
the Chamber for over thirty-seven years ; in- 
deed, his first election was announced before 
he had reached the prescribed age of tliirty rc- 
(luired by the Italian Constitution for a mem- 
ber of the Senate or the Chamber. As pro- 
fessor to the university, as politician, and as 
Minister, he has devoted his time to the econ- 
omic resurrection of the peninsula, and, v/he- 
tlicr in office or out he may he considered as 
the onl}' man who really directs the financial 
policy of the country. All important steps in 
this field, as well as all the cpmmercial treaties 
concltided by Italy are due' to 'him.-' r;.' ; 

The ex-minister of finance has explaiiie^v'tp 
me some of the details of his great project,! in" 
which he combines a high ideal for humanity 
with a practical actuality that is peculiarl}^ his 
own. He desires to follow the conference for 
peace by a conference having for its aim the 
eventual economic federation of the world, so 
that the financial support that i.s often ex- 
tended by one great company or banking es- 
tablishment to another in temporary need of 
gold should be r^endercd possible on a larger 
scale between great nations, who — reversing;.: 
the usual order imagined by dreamers of 'jtli'e 
soliclarity of the;:.jiujli3,an^,;l-aqe~^ 
tending financial help to each other "because 
they know themselves to be brothers, would 
learn to realise the brothcrlioofl of Inimanity 
through the practical comnumity of interests 
that holds them together. 

I asked Professor '7.yuzzatti to tell me 
what, according to him, .should be the Eng- 
lish point of view of the great design tliat he 
has suggested. The great statesman and 



economist replied that business men, bankers 
and financiers alike have recognized that the 
gold basis in England is too restricted, and 
that it is necessary to enlarge it. An exam- 
ination made in common by^ expert^, bf;;,the 
banJcs'''of emi^'gion. arid*'of ^tlije ''trealtifri%,"'H.f - a^^ 
the principal states 'of the'worid'rwould''show 
how it would be well to mddify the means arid 
methods of circulation, and of the Treasury, 
and the relations of the banks of emission 
with the State Treasury, and how it would 
be possible to facilitate loans between banks 
of emission in order to moderate crises, in .so 
far as they are the consequence of faulty bank- 
ing arrangements. The conference would 
initiate a species of divisions of labor; for ex- 
ample, England would be most suited to as- 
sist America; and France, Italy, Austria-Hun- 
gary, and Russia, could, with, their gold, as- 
sist the b'anks'of England and' Germany. 

"When Minster of 'Treasury," added 
Professor Luzzatti, "I, with great advantage 
to my countr}'-, which has all foreign exchanges 
in its favor, increased the investment abroad 
of superfluous Treasury gold, and of a portion 
of the gold reserves of the Bank of Italy. 
AVhen I .was minister I invested no less than 
30 millions of Italian gold in English Trea- 
sury bonds. A conference such as I desire 
would bring to light these and many other 
facts, and, through the utility of common in- 
terests vsrpuld. be , a great step towards th^ 
financial peace of the world." When I asksed 
Signor Luzzatti whether he considered that 
the adhesion of the ITnitcd States to' his prOr 
posed, conference would be easily obtained, the 
ex-Minist'^r replied that America was of all 
nations the most interested in discussing and 
examinin,g the question, and that the relations 
between their State treasury and the banks 
of emission, and their technical arrangements 
vvilh the latter, were the most apt to bring on 
crises, and to embitter them after they have 
arisen. In conclusion, Signor Luzzatti said: 
"The States of ,^th'e \y6rld; realize every day 
more and more. that; they ^an, support one an- 
other in good as well as evil. ' 'The monetary 
evils of the United States or of some other 
great countries disturb the economic life of 
the wiser and more prudent nations, therefore 
so much the more necessary are economic mis- 
understandings and agreements for preventive 
remedies;''.

Admiralty Policy . " ,' : ' 

There remains to be briefly considered a 
very grave, aspect of the present naval admin- 
istration. On October 19 there appeared in 
these columns a letter from a naval officer, 
who, acting under a sense of duty to hi.s call- 
ing, deliberately infringed the regulations lor- 
bidding an officer on full pay publicly to com- 
ment upon matters connected with the service, 
and, in so doing, risked hjs-^yh^^^ 
protested in the plaines.t i teV-riis ■ against the 
system of "espionage" yvhich/had' b.isen'^ 
duc6d into the service. . Mr. H.^ If. 'V\i(ya£tf'a^^ 
Mr. Spenser .■Wilkirispn^hayfr citfrrbbbrat- 
ed the allegation, affirming that' tMy liad docu- 
mentary evidence of its truth. 

The expenditure of public money by the 
Board of Admiralty upon the defence and ex- 
planation of their policy — an unconstitutional 
innovation — has been partly exposed in the 
House of Commons. The First Lord, whose 
duty it is to represent the Board, and upon 
whom the wholeifresi^onsij^ili^!^^ 
rests, has made no'i statement on 'the' subj'ect. 
The Government are, of course^ to beVheld 
primarily .accountable for naval administration. 

At :the "close of tjie year,, the public uneasi>- 
ness with ' regard to naval . policy is steadily 
resolving itself into a demand for ari impartial 
inquiry into the whole administration which, 
since the First Sea Lord was made responsible 
for all the business of Board by Order in 
Council, is associated with his name. '■ 

On December 21 the Standard announced . 
that the Admiralty had decided to establish a 
Pacific and North American, squadron. ba.sed 
on Esquimau, the scheme to take effect in 
May next. As on a previous occasion had 
happened, an official denial was issued by the 
Admiralty. In the earlier case, the cssenti^il 
truth of our 'Statement was at last admittedjr < 
and in the present case also we are content 
await events. , ■ ■ ■ ,^ 

In cpnclusion, The Standard and its sitp-^ 
porters in' the press may claim to have exposed: 
the true state of affairs in the navy, and. to 
have forced concessions upon seven essential 
points upon the Government and the Admir-- 
alty. In particular, the one test which has 
constantly been adduced in Parliament, and 
out of it, as a conclusive proof of the /'effir- 
cicncy" of the fleet — its achievements in gun- 
nery — has been shown to be utterly fallacious.

/ . .Prefacing his remarks by some admiring- references 
■ TO Canada and Canadians; Mr. Dawaon 'continued: 
Xord ErrolI,' iiay:iXiords: and Gentlemen:. ■ . • 
"A few- months 'ago I was 'enjoying the highly in- 
■strucUve ''prlvllege^-of travelling, • through a"' country 
which contains within its own -frontiers .one-third of 
the entire area of the British Empire. The , best kind 
■ot patriotism is, happily, a characteristic of the peo- 
ple of that great country;, and they are also endowed 
'\vlth a gift of eloquence, and a fondness for using it. 
:-whlch tOi mo- was svery striking. On one occasion, 
just as I was getting Into bed on a transcontliieiual 
train, T received an urgent invitation from a geiiilo-

^courteous indulgence, 1 do now put thia forward as 
tho. best. justification T can suggest "for my tcmoi ity 
Jn^.addrosslrig. tKo distinguished and — I am atiaid — 
.very . learned ^company which is gathered idgolliiu- 
.liero^tonlgKf; just .this-f^that the' veriest outsldoi- ma v 
pcc^slonally -havo' glimpses, of aspects of the game 
which ',«seape!;.;.tho attention of the players, and the 
. experts; and the workers, and' otliera. wliosc positions 
! are,- nearer: to the heart of affairs. ' ' ' 

I believe, gentlemen, .that there are; circumstances 
in. which Ignoranoe-^absence of technical knowledge, 
tliat is — has^itsluses.arid'aidvantages, no less than eru- 
dition. It enables. "a 'riiari 'to'approaolv highly compli- 
cated (luestlon^ ;Wlth frankness, without prejudice, 
with' a seeing and a learning eye. It gives him., a' 
kind oC siniple dai-ing which is sometimes seriously 
helpful. Yes, I really flunk that the simplicity of tl-jo 
thoroughly inexpert point of view, providing .there Is 
honest good intent behind it, may have Us value. 

Now,'' when 'our " Chairman thinks of the Citizen's 
Duty Jn.Pefence— and- We all know that he has 
thought over that question to some real purpose — I 
.conceive: of his bei'ng facc'd at once' by a baffling ar- 
ray of highly technical complications, with the tlre- 
ivomo weight and inherent antagonism of which his 
high pofdtlon and long studies have made him only 
too tainiliar. And that i.s, of course, inevitable, and 
even lie.iirablo, w here our loaders and cxi)erts are con- 
forned. But. gentlemen, in the aims which 1 believe! 
this AsMttciation has at heart you are concerned ri;allv 
wltli my partj- — with, the outsiders, the general public, 
■n-itii the people ^vho, In the ma.ss, arc the citizens of 
Britain. It i.n useful, tiicii, to consider how this ques- 
tion of the Citizen's Duty in Defence strikes the inex- 
pert eye. \S''ell, then, when outside people, like nij-- 
fself, look at this tiuostlon — and many of us I a.^sun; 
you are looking at it pretty hard and stralghtly— wo 
do not, of course, see the mass of conflicting detail 
Wlilch. faces the export. And chat Is, perhaps, just as 
well for us. .Further, wc cannot weigh the technic.-a 
pros and cons with the pi-iictical judginent of soldiers, 
because our modern life and education has taught lis 
notliing whatever about soldiering. And so we ;-c<j 
the bare, question itself, without any of it.s side Issuch : 
What,:js tlie Citizen's Duty in DcfencoV 1 .submit, 
gentlemen, that tlio quite average British citizen—' 
tlio man in the .street, as tiie saying is— dues not know 
'how to an.s-wcr that question. 

Our British public lias always been slow to as- 
slmilato ideas, principles, tiieoric.-^, and the like. Cus- 
tom is of slow grov/th with us; and, having frrowii, it 
is tonaclous of life and liarrl to (l(;siroy or alter. 'I'lio 
average plain I'higlisUinan's notion of his duty as a 
cilii'.en is that he should pay his way and ohcv the 
laws of Ills couiilry. He does not sec, vt.'i'y fur lievoiid 
that; but .so far, I tJiiiik it fair to say, lie'is as good a. 
Citizen as any other in thu world. " But thi.s, \<j\x 
mi.ijiit sa.v, docs not toucli the iiue.^tion of Dcfoin.'C. 
What about tho cili/.ori'.s cor.ceidions of his duty 
there? Gentlemen, in; ha.sn'l. any. J.>roadl.\ siieaking, 
and referring to the average man, iie haw nut got any. 
■^oyond a vague notion that govei-ninents an; nut what 
they u.=ied to be, and that he, the citizen, is paying

able of carrying arms." Tiiat is an admirable sonti- 
inent— (hear, hear)— and I am sure it is gratifying to 
tts-all to know that the liead of our present adminis- 
tration should liave given expression to it no longer 
ago than in the year I'JOO. lint what Is the quite 
average citizen going to do about it'.-' How does he 
_under.'jtand tho statement"— sevcn-tentlis of him, of 
course, never heard of it. I tliink he would under- 
stand it in this way: That if an invading army land- 
ed in this country lie would be erpected to take ids 
jiart in repelling it. And, in the innocence of his 
lieart, he thinks: "Why; certainly! Of course I 
should!" He does not realize that the best of hiin 
would bo of less use than a drummer boy; that in the 
mass he could offer no more resistance than a flock 
of slieep; that his very existence would vastly em- 
barrass tho tiny army of educated fightei;S;.AV^l\p,:wmi!,ipi 
be saddled with his protection-— from the''eneiny,'!'2S& 
I'roni tho horrors of national panic. 

But, you nii.ght say, it is open to him to learn sol- 
diering by entering the army, or, if he does not waiit 
to do that, he can join the auxiliary forces. It is open 
to him — lie may join! Gentleinon, Iielievo me, sucli 
abstract facts as those liavc very little bearing upon 
the average British subject's conception of ills duty 
as a man and a citizen. I have said that his notion of 
duty is paying his way and obeying tho laws ol his 
country. And a very good notion, too, providing tlnit 
the laws are comprehensive enough to cover his whole 
duty. If they are not, then I submit that. the laws are 
at fault. ; 

Tliore are at least twenty, snllllons* , of people in 
these islands who liave to -concentrate. -thelr^ energies 
pretty closely upon the tiisk of earning something un- 
der thirty shillings a week, and I; put-. 11 to you that 
it would not be reasonable, toi expect -these people to 
search out new ways of performing.rthe jvholo;duty of 
citizenship outside the methods laid do.wniby our ia'Svs 
and constitution.. !. would say .further that it is vain 
.to expect-; tha same: thing even from the .more,- pros- 
pei'ous' classfes; ,valn,- because; reasonable or .'not, the 
expectation" Is^riot justified by fact. ' ' < '., 
■ V iRece'ntihiEtor.y, ,'and--the experience of themselves 
and-'thelri'ifathers— that Is; what tiie views of our peo- 
ple regarding-- their :dilty -an; based upon. And wliat 
does that teach in tho matter of Defence? lam 
.spealiing now of tlio groat majority of the populace, 
•which Includes the classes trom which the rank and 
llie of our recruits are drawn. It teaches that if a 
man. Is young, adventui-ously inclined, and' without 
any sort of opening in life, it is open to him to enlist. 
If he is not young, quite young, soldiering is not only 
not expected of him, but it is forbidden him. If any- 
tlilng more profitable offers, as it generally does, he 
may quite iionorabiy dismiss soldiering finallj' from 
his mind and enter another walk of life, with the full 
approval of all his pastors and masters — If ho cares 
for that — and witii tlie example before him of tlio 
most honorable and successful representatives of 
every other section of the couimunity. I think that 
is a fair, statement of fact. 

If he has leisure, and some pocket-money to spare, 
and is interested in tliat kind of thing, he can take to 
volunteering; but no human creature he ever met will 
make any sort of comment If he prefers hop-scotch — 
whatever that may be — or billiard.s. And lie may be 
pardoned If he adds to this the conclusion that, if he 
wants really to win all-round approval and respect — 
to achieve success, in fact — he had better leave all 
sucli trifling severely alone, and devote his leisure to 
the mastery of that sort of knowledge which enables 
a man to "belter himself." -That way lies far more, of 
kudos and of material prosperity than are llltely'. to' 
conic of rifle-shooting. 

But, it might be said, there have been innumerable 
public utterances on the subject; tho p(;ople have 
been told their duty often enough, in parenthesis, 
gentlemen,.! would just like to point out tliat quite 
eight out of tea of the public utterances I have heard 
on the suljjecl of the Citizen's Duty In :Defence have 
included some remarii: to the effect th;it any sugges- 
tion of <;ornpul.sory military service is repugnant to 
the feidings of a fi-eeborn jieople like the British; that 
nothing of the sort is possible in :i, country where the 
sentiment of individual freedom is as highly develop- 
ed as here. In short, gentlemen, that Britons never, 
never will be slaves! and that we, thanic Heaven! are 
not as other peoples, in tlia.t we can pay men to do 
our lighting for us, and that Briton.^ wotild never 
tircam of accepting tho .slavish sy.stem under which 
every man is obliged to take his turn at soldiering. 

But in any case, gentlemen, public utterances do 
not amount to very much v/here the man In the street 
and his sense of duty are concerned. Xeitiier, to 
judge from the pre.sent accounts of shortage of army 
utiicers, ami the like, do tlicy count for very much 
with — shall ^ve say, for distinction'ri salie — the man 
in tlie house. 1 don't mean St. .Steplieii's, of course: 
though even there I cannot think that public and of- 
liciai utterances regarding the citizen's duty in De- 
fence have counted for so much as tlioy should, or 
surely parlinient would have spolieii plainly about it 
through the one mouthpiece which the avc-rage Brit- 
isher has never neglected or ignored — the Statute 
Book. 

No, gentlemen, speaking for the average man in 
the street, X must submit that the Duty of the Citizen 
in Defence has never been placed clearly and unmis- 
takably before hinl — as duty. Remember that tho 
public utterances (so many of which still insist upon 
tho whole thing being quite a matter of per.sona! tasto 
and b.v no means obligatory) never reach the great 
majority, the small v.-agc-earners. And if they did, 
amon.g a multitude of directions, which Is your aver- 
age man to clioose? He has no Iviiowledge of military 
science or of modern military conditions, lias never 
liad a gun in his hand, and does not know whether it 
takes a day. or a month, or a year to learn its use, 
nor what precise v;iluc may be attached to its use 
Vv'heii acfiuiri.-d. Kemember that lu; was born and 
reared in :iii atmosphere of conimei'cial activity and 
peace, and that life in iilngland has taught bin: noth- 
ing whatever regarding disci)>lliie or self-dcfeiiee. 
ilodern life In Knglaiid does not teach the.-ie Ihhi.iis 
to the average man. All he Itnows of fighting is tliat 
it leads to appearanoe.4 in - poilco courts and con.-ie- 
qiieiit fines or Imprisonment. (Hear, lioar, and 
lau.ijhtcr.) 

"Which cour.<e \vould you suggest should appeal to 
liliu as that of liis Citizen's Duly in Defence'.' To en- 
ter tiie ariiiv-'.' There is no need for me to remind 
you that during the pant couple of years he lias seen 
that army reduced by thousands — by SO, 000 or -10,000, 
perliaiis. And, in any case, it has never been sug- 
iresti.-d to liim tliat this is his duly; but rather that, 
like emigration, it is one ol his last resources, when 
no other course is open to bun. '"t he .-luxiliarv lorccs'.' 
Which ot them, and how. and wliv ; unless his mclin- 
a.H(3ns anil cu'cimistaiiccs happen to lea.tl hnii in this 
diriict roll .- 'then; is nothing to sliow liliii tlia-,. actual 
dul^• iiolnis this wav. as there is to sIkh-v lathers tlio 
duly of making tlicir children learn to read and 
write. ]• iii'tlier, gentleinon. I want you pieane to boar 
111 mind that .tliero ls .muclijwhloh'<-points :ln the - op- 
posite direction — away from' voluntary m llltary- train- • 
ui.g. 

1'om and IDlck arc clerical underlings in a, npw.'=- 
papcr oflice, let us say. Tom devotes his lelsuri^ to 
the s'udy ot shorthand and public ineetinj^s, I)ii;k 
giv(;s his to volunteering. Tom prcsentl.\' t;-.,.tK a repor- 
fcrship. and double pay. and a rise iri Mio social sc.-.ilc. 
while ,l")lck remains a, clcriciii underling. Diclc may 
also become a. good shot; liut that will not affeel his 
income by one iienny. "VVliich cour.so i-ommends It.seU' 
moat to Mrs. Tom and Dick, and to their respective 
circles .'^: Which man is regarded as the more success- 
ftil, and tlierefoi'e ttin more worthy of reiipijct.' Does 
any pers'-'i ■"ontiire to suggest that Tom is reinis.s in 
any way- or has failed to do his duty as a citizen? On 
the .contrary, his income grows .steadily, like ills re- 
pute, and ho iii'i seutlv is able to subscribe to a fund 
br iiieaiis of wliii;h luck is helped-;to- emigrate-r-cleri- 
'cal nnderliiigs. even when they, are igood shots, being 
always a drug in the marled, < 

I have outlined an extreme casp, you sav, Cer- 
talrijy; 'bPcauRo P wanted it to strike you. But,- gen- 
tlomeni-it.ia: a perfootly posslblo case;- and while it is 
a. posHlblo oaao I liubpilt'thatvtho people .of>13ngland In 
tho mass can never boioxpcctod to realize that tho in- 
dividual (!itl?.en's -Duty- in Defence actually demiintlH 
any lurthcr care on his part lliiin tho payment oC 
t.ar.cs and the occaslonul cheering ol a passing body 
or soldiers. 



Supposing that the question could bo put to every 
able-bodied man in the kingdom: What is tho citi- 
zen'.s fh-Bt duty in life? tiie answer in at least eight 
cases out of ten, I venture to say, would be: To pay 
his way and respect the law. But then, you ask, 
what about his duty as protector of Ills liome and 
women and children? Gentlemen, in accordance wltli 
hi.s education, his jieraoiial experience, and the tradi- 
tions of his life during the past tliree generations, the 
citizen's reply would be that payinij his way includes 
all that, and is essential to it. The only enemy ho 
l-:now8 ia want: and that is an enemy known to only 
too many of our people. When ho tliinks of the pro- 
tection of his home and women and children he 
means their protection from want, trom starvation 
and tiio balliff.s, or from discomfort and shortness of 
cash, according to liis iiosition in life. 

And please remember, gentleiiieii, that this is a 
suniclently serious problem for the' vast majority; 
and that that vast majority consists of the very peo- 
ple who have had least opportunity of realizing the 
nature ot other and broader aspects of tho citizen'."? 
duty. But, In mv oidnion, the majority iii,a,U classes 
are alike, from tlio liighost to the lowest,- In .suppos- 
ing tiiat paying one's way iind respecting the laws is 
the whole duty of citizenship, and that the taking of 
any other more direct share in 'the' work of national 
dei:enco Is purely and simply amatte'r of.' personal In- 
clination and tasto— not at. all one of duty, and honor, 
and obligation. ' 

When the mature citizen asks the youngster, "what 
are you going to do'?" and the, youngster says lie is 
going to' be a lawyer, or a doctor, or a bulch(;r, or a 
candlestick-maker, tho ni'aturo citizen does not think 
of adding, "Yes, but what are you going In for in tho 
military line'/ Whalt kind of military training shall 
vou take'?" And, gentlemen, in existing circumstances, 
what Is tlu're to make the asking of .such a question 
natural? What bearing has it upon tho workaday life 
of the (|iiite average British citizen? Me knows that 
he can loot: round upon the bulk ol his associates, and 
pastors and masters, his leaders and eniidoyers, his 
heroes and his legislators, and say of tiieni that they 
know nothing oi any military training. He knows 
that though, when lie apiilies lor certain posts, he may 
be asked v.'hei'i-! lie went to school, and what ho has 
learned of this, that, and the other, he will never, nev- 
er be; asked what is his average score at the rifU; butts 
or what drilling course he has been through. 

I once said something of this sort to a member of 
the British I louse of Conunona.Ayhp had just finished 
addressing an election nieeting.' .s Ills ' comment , 
something to this effect: 

"But the I'acts are against you. A largo number 
of citizens do recognize our needs lu this matter. How 
else do you account lor tho Army wc have and the 
Auxiliary Forces ?" ... ..• ., 

1 vv-ish tlie <|uestion could ha'vo .been put to some 
member of this Association rather than to. an ignor- 
annis like myself. I had no figures, such as=you would 
have used, to overwhelm my politician. - I,; could. not 
give him statistics showing the Iron necessity -under 
wfiich the physical" standard for reprults has/had: to^be 
lowered year by ■yeari tlll .it-.embraco3';j»ot alone boysi"' 
but boys who--,are -very -distinctly below the average 
in physiquo.,"'^Nelther: had any figures about the 
.shortage of 'officers;; or 'the'senerally admitted Insuf- 
ficiency and inefffclency of our present military forces. 
I -was not even able - to tell , him, what , is ■ known . to 
everyone heve tonight, I believe, : that, while the area 
of the British Einpiro has -Increased more than ten- 
fold during tho past century, and its population by 
,';ixieei!-fn:d, and its commerce by about elghteen-fold, 
S-et our total effective fighting forces number less by ^ 
fully fifty thousand— I believe if isi now nearer a 
liun.-.lred thousand — tliun they did In the year :lSOr). 

I did not even think to point out how monstrously 
.■^uch a decrease as this is accentuated by tho far 
ninre than corresponding increase In the armed 
strength of our competitors in the world. But what t 
tlid say was that 1 accounted our present military 
forces not at all as evidence of the nation's recogni- 
tion tuid acceptance of the Citizen's Duty in Defence, 
but as due to tiirco distinct causes. Kirst, the exis- 
tence among us of a certain number of men to whom 
enlisting appealed as a refuge from starvation, as a 
last desperate resource. Second, to the existence 
among us of a certain number of men ;ind hulf- 
grown lads in whom the spirit of .adventure and tlie 
love of arms for arms sake was not dead, and to 
wl-iom, therefore, military service appealed as tlio one 
uieans of gratifying an instinct and an inclination— 
not a sense of duty. And, thirdly, to tho existence 
among us of a certain small leaven of men and lads, in 
all ranks of life, who from family counsel and tradi- 
tion, or from personal strength of character, did ac- 
tually recognize and obey a, sen^e of dutj^. .iyblphjtJl- 
rectod them to learn to take a real paR''ln tbe'OT^^ . 
of their native land. W- ' '' '■' - 

While .paying all possible honor to the members 
of this third section, and welcoming the spirit of those 
of tho second section, I claimed Uiat it was absurd to 
suggest that those prove the: nation's recognition and 
acceptance of'ithe :Gltlzen's' whole Duty :ln - Defence, 
and that only cowardice- on., the nation's: ^part ■ could 
explain the continued sheltering of all the rest,;of us 
behind conditions' ix\ whipli Jlfo \yhp!.e iburdcn of active 
participation In our defence 'was left to these three 
coniiiaratively small .sections of our manhood: those 
who could find no other means of getting food, those 
-ivlio were in quest of adventure, and the sturdy but 
laivK-ntably small minontv who "Saw tlielr duty a 
doad-sun^ thing, and went lor it then and thar!" 

well, gentlemen, it tails to be confessed that, ow- 
ing to my ignorance of detail, of the teclinical aspects 
of tiie whole great question, that member of pariia- 
iiiciit \-ery .soon liad me bushed, as they say in -Aus- 
tralia, .-md floumiering about out of my depth in a 
.sea of figures and iiolitical piirases, so that I retreat- 
cii from the fray in some confusion. I did not iiavc 
a gathering of IIk; Na.tloiial Dcl"once .Association be- 
hind mo. you see. 1 wish T had had. for 1 am sure that 
most of you would have l.ieeii able to achieve more 
than 1 did in tho way (.if unsi-ttling the profound com- 
placency of m,v Member's satisfaction with existing 
conditions of (.'ilizensliip. and Defence. 

But I hold that the mere complaisance of that one 
man — an educated gentleman and a chosen reprcsen- 
lati\-e of the p(Kjplc in parliament — was and is of it- 
.•?olf a proof of the Justice of my contention, that the 
great bulk of our people, the uvoraBc men and women 
who make up tlm nation, have no real understanding 
wliatever of Ihf actual Duty of the I'ltizoii \ylth, re- 
gard to lif-foiu-i-. Thi'v never ^vlll have until it is au- 
thoritatively aiid l"(jriually defined for them with the 
same clearness that our duty is defined for us in other 
matters, sucli as education, vaccination, sanitation, 
ratepaylng, and other tundamentals of citizenship. 
• There are certain rudimentary duties of life which 
we are taugnt hy force of circumstances and by tho 
traditions of oui- c)villzatlon,:''as, for example, the 
primary and generally adiViitted duty ot jiaying our 
way and making provision for those dependent, upon 
IKS. Some men noeij forcing even to this; taut thero' 
18 no room for doubt about It, Jt la absolutely clear to 
usr— a very definite r<?.«iponslbillt5' Con.sequent)y..onlv 
wastrels and crhpinalti )ipglect it, und of : them the 
law takes tu-count, so far t- it tan One may not ig- 
nore this fundamental dut\ .md uniaiii respectable. 
'.M-ic ^-aii quite casllydgnon; the Cltizen'.-j Duty in De- 
fonco and remain! 'r^'spectablc, perfectly normal, and 
quite unchallenged. And, .-iccordliigly, for so liuman 
uatiiro irS con.<ttltutcd. one docs neglect it — I speak of 
the great majoritv. One docs neglect It, and, in exist- 
ing circiiiiistunccs, one Is not in any sense blamed, it 
is just 11 matter of personal Inclination. 

.And It is not by any no'ans clear what course 
the man slioula ado()t who lia.s glimmerings of dis- 
satisfaction with this stato of tilings. Tligre i.s no 
detinltely understood ti'ack for bliii to follow, though 
there may l.ie half a dozen iiossible ones. 'I'lio sad 
thing is (hat If be takes any mie of them he is con- 
scious, not simply of sharing the common lot of 
citizei.s iiiul taking his just share in the responsi- 
bilities of Ills race, but, on the C(jntrary, of saddling 
hiiu.'ielf gratuitously with distinct penalties which 
attach to the work ot stepping aside from tho com- 
., nion higiiway, . He Is .ponallzod for. having a . more 
acute t!Oii?o ot national duty than his fellows and 
lit tho race with hia follow-citlzons for livel'/iood 
and for mucocss he -is handicapped by what many of 
them regard as a quixotlojand rather .cranky view of 
hi« rofiponalbliltlofi. 

Naturallv. Ilvl.s Is very far Iroiu being the vvlew 
of lilm which would lie taken by a member of such 
n. body iia Ibe Nii.tloiuil Defence A.snoclatlon, . llut 
,1-ou will reiucinbcr that 1 am speaking ua.'ttji out- 



.■^idor of outsiders, of the quite average members of 
our public, There arc thousands of men wlw fouglit 
for us in South Africa, and wno, as a. ciiii.->«iic.i-ii^t', 
iiave never regained their footing in tho tierce race 
which is .what life means to millions of our follow - 
subjects. It Is with the utmost deliberation, and, I 
believe, , with- slrJipio_;,truth, that I would, say of the 
flovver of 1 oUri Xpungiiriahhood, Iri^England tdday that, 
oven if the duty of undergoing,- adequate military 
training were generally irecogrilzed — which It is not 
—it would still bo impossible of attainment without 
grave loss, and rislc of loss, and all-round handi- 
capping in the business of life, as uiidcistood by 
those who have to earn their own living. T am not 
able to back such a statement with satistlcs, but I 
believe, gentlemen, that it is based upon common 
knowledge and correct observation, and 1 do not 
tliink it will be disputed by anyone who has tested 
it. 

And this, gentlemen, is where I think we are 
radically at fault. It is the moral and human aspect 
of the whole thing which appeals to me so strongly. 
Looking at it as one v/ho has evei-ything to. learn 
and nothing but his own personal conviction to back 
him, I can see neitlier common justice nor common 
sense in our present National Defence. Gentlemen, 
at tho risk of displeasing you, I must go farther, 
and say that if, as I was told today, the National De- 
fence Association aims at no more than \ho spread 
of military training among those who choose It, and 
care for it, then, with all deference, I cannot" tliink 
tliat the Association's aim goes far enough for com- 
plete justice. That is how. It seems to me. I can- 
"not see how, wlthi-JustlceMwe can saddle the willing 

■ horses ' alone ' with what is admittedly tho positive 
duty, of all. - The whole team must share It fairly. 

With regard to tho practical' offlcleiiey aricl..iader 
quacy of our present system, I iirefer to go to ex- 
perts fer' my oplnlotis rather than to trust to my own 
techaloally lJi>equipped powers ■ of observation or 
reason. A's a taxpayer I have contributed my mito 
towards tiie costly mechanism which has produced 
our experts, and given tiiem both knowledge and 
authority. It would be absurd for mo to quote to 
members of this Association tho opinions' of our 
senior bMeld-Marshals, of our Chairman of this 
evening, of our leading generals, of the Royal Com- 
mission on tlie War, or of the Uoyal Commission on 
the Auxiliary Forces. They are all known to you, 
and tlioy all," as I understand them, prohibit the po.s- 
sibility of regarding our existing military defences 
as adequate. 

Witli regard, then, to tho aspect in estimating 
which every man must use his own judgment— the 
moral aspect of this question of National Defence — 
I llnd myself in complete harmony with the publicly 
expressed view of most of our leaders and author- 
ities. Take, for example, two — tho present Prime 
Alinister and the gentlemen responsiblo for 4ie Re- 
port of the Commission on the Auxiliary Forces. It 
seems to mo wise to quote, even -a- sec.pnd; time,'.the 
head of our present Admlnlstratlfaki,.'SlKv':H^ 
Campbell-Bannerman stated ia the :HoU'se;tof - ComT; 
mens that "the personal duty of .the defence of the 
-sarictity; . of our . country and, homes .pughtj to: be .the 
dutv of every fnari capable of bearing arms."- The 
Commission on the Auxiliary Forces reported that 
"It is the duty of every citizen of military age and 
sound physique to be trained for the national de- 
fence." Tho Report, you will note, said "every citi- 
zen." The Prime Minister said "every man." Tho 
law, custom, recent tradition, public opinion, and an 
astonishingly large majority of public men, when 
questioned in tho presence ot voters, all alike com- 
bine to misinterpret these statements in communi- 
cating them to the average citizen, and in place of 
"every man" and "every citizen" to say. In effect, 
"every truly patriotic man," or "every really con- 
scientious citizen," or. in other words, "everybody 
wiio is inclined that way and whoso circumstances 
make the undergoing of such training convenient.'* 

That, gentlemen, is niy quarrel with the Citizen's 
Duty in . Defence as It Is understood and as It. Is 
placd^;(b'efore' us by * those; set In; authority. I sub- 
mit Hhat' if.is- consistently misinterpreted- and mis-, 
represented .by-- the- .wholet: weight off public; and 
legislative authority and tradition;- before It; reaches 
the man most concerned— the average citizen. In 
this, it seems to me, our leaders and teachers are 
very gravely at fault; and those of them wlio seem 
to mo most culpably to blame are the gentlemen of 
lUgii public standing wiio continue to seek an inex- 
pensive kind of popularity by asserting in season and 
out of season — If such statements can ever be in 
season — that for a people so highly educated in free- 
dom and liberty of conscience as ourselves com- 
pulsory military graining or service must ever be ab- 
horrent and impracticable. Sucli statements are 
amply suUlcient to stultify and make void in tho 
public view the Royal Commission's verdict regard- 
ing tho dilty ot "every citizen" and the Prime Minis- 
ter's just estiin.ntc of the "pci'sonal. duty of every 
man." Surely tliero can bo nothing, abhorrent to a 
free people in legislative definition and- regulariza- 
tion of that jvhloh is admlttedlyi- the' duty, not of 
those AVho like It, tJut of "every man." ^, But our, peo- 
ple are consistently encoilraged tO'-fegard it ^'as' ab- 
horrent. Uiion what- gi-ounds? ;; 

Well, I have been at some pains to discover those 
grounds, and have sought Information from a large 
variety of people. I -have found ■ two main reasons 
set forth as justifying England In declining to fall 
into line with other countries In this respect. One 
is that compulsory military training would foster 
tiiQ dangerous spirit of militarism; tho other is that 
rlio people of lilngland have been educatod to a 
higher stimdard ot freedom than the people of the 
continental nations, and that, therefore, ' they would 
never submit to the slavish condition of compulsion 
in this matter. 

I do not linow what exact measure of the danger- 
ous spirit of militarism is Involved in a course of 
military training; but what,;ver it may be, it has 
been enjoined upon us as part and piircd of the duty 
not of II. sort of forlorn band of tlie spiritually 
damned, but of "everj' citizen." As a. matter of fact, 
I can see .gllmniering.s — just gllmmering.s — of logic in 
the point of view of the liumaiiitariaii who, believing 
warl"aro to be wicked, draws the line at soldiering 
iuid military training, while these are the preserve 
of the few, the profession chosen fn'Oly and de- 
liberately by a minority. But I could not discern 
even the faintest glimmering of logic In such an at- 
titud(; if it bore upon tho comnion. lot of dvoryr man 
among us, of every citizen. 

Then, with regard to tiie matter of our exalted 
sense of freedom, as compared with the slavlsliness 
of other folk, I would like to point out that most of 
the contiii»;ntal nations (;nioy representative gov- 
ernment just as wo do. '.iliat is to say, the people 
of thoso countries make their own laws just as wo 
do. The only difference that I can see is that while 
we admit that it is the dutv of every citizen to lit 
himself to play a piactlcal part In the defence of his 
country— and leave it at that, -save- for-. a..few';.ln- ; 
direct contradictions in tho matter of aa-sertlons .ro- 
gardlnff our- ablioi rence of compulsion— tho ^'people 
of these other countries make tin; same statement 
andi-as-a matter of course, act ii'iinn it. .And it does 

■ seem to mo that unless and until \v-e know how to 
he at least as lionest and conscioni lous in our vaunt- 
ed freedom as our continental iieiglibor.s. in their 
.lelf-made an<l voluntarily iidhoroii-to slavery., we 
do ill to put forwa,rd our higher national standard a;: 
a- reason against h-erialating to provide universal 
inliltury training. Wc do ill to boast ot tiie tact that 
WD prefer to leave our defence to tliose who have 
no choice but to accept our pay for doing It, and to 
tin; few conscientiously patriotic ones among us who 
voluntarily taki; up a burden which should be our 
comuiim lot. A vduntecr is said to lie worth ten 
pres.sed men. A large jiroportlon ot our army is im- 
proKsprl — bv iiovertv. Tile armies of our iiciirlibors 
consist of nations voluntarily trained to arms by 
laws of their own making. 

It would bo foolish lor ine to attempt to speak 
to such a. company , as,' tUle regarding the . praqtlcul 
effect upon our . miUtdry,.: felrength., .of ,-a ; oohdltlon 
which would ensure, tho rocogullloh by every one of 
tlio Citizen's Duty In Defence, TUo members of this v 
Association are, doubtless, far bettor informed upon 
such a military point than I can be We havo all 
read tho verdicts ot tho authorities upon our exist- 
ing defences, and. I rnav add (with special roferonco 
to Sir Cieurge Taubman Ooldlo's Memorandum to 
IVio Report ot the War Commission), upon llio grave 
dangers uttucliing to our lack of. any system of 
national military education, I make no attempt, 
tUorcforo, to deal with tho military aspect of the 




question, but I do wisli to say, gentlemen, witli regard 
to its national and moral aspect, that I can conceive 
ot no higher aim, no luoro truly patriotic purpos-a 
tor such a body as the National Detence Association 
than tliat ol lionistly plru iiig betoret.thc British pvl'- 
.dic. once and for all tho ioai:,unoanln|5viof.:iithat-i',ner- , . 
sistently misrepresented phrnae, - the', Duty <oI. the. 
Citizen in Defence, and, demonstrating politically 
and In uU othei; ways the fact that this responsi- 
bility concerns notiithlsvclass ' or the other class,-, but 
every single cltizeniamong us. . 

It is I'air to say^,i:Iithlnk, that our legislators, and; 
such inlluential bcSdles as this Association, have in 
this matter a. heavy responsibility upon their slionl- 
ders. And in this I think some good may be done liy 
iuslstinjj ui>on a delinite facing of tlie question by 
candidates for parliament, and, it might be, by actu- 
allv pvoviduig camlKlatCfi pledged to serve reform. 
It is a matter in -which a. ui;oplo must not be ex- 
pected to act of their own volition, save under pres- 
sure of Instant peril or (Vre catastrophe. I think wc 
have a right to exrK;ct that our leaders should truly 
lead in this matter, rather than l"<dlow with one cyo 
on the gallery and tlio voting baromoteiv . .Common:, 
prudence demands thtit the leailcr.s should, take; defln-;;T 
He action, without waiting till peril or' panic; shall ' 
cause the people to '•turn and- rend the »-jawers and 
talkers' Who prevent us from being prepared -to meet 
invasion." You may gilesa that I' am.'quoting,; or -1; 
siiould not venture upon -sjo emphatic a form; , ';;Tho 
wiinis ai-(; those of one Avhose authority, in military 
matters is not lightly to -be Set aside— Field-Marshal 
Lord Wolseley. 

In this matter of legislation which should give 
us :l system aSl national military training, and so 
enable every man among us to perform -what is stated 
to be the duty of every single citixeii. I believe, for 
example, that if the present Prime Minister, whose 
view as to the duty of every man in national de- 
fence I have quoted to you, were to introduce a 
measure for the provision of Imperial and obligatory 
military training in Britain, the great - and 
powerful uiajority he represents in parlia- 
ment would bo overthrown. Indeed, gentle- 
men. I lind it hard to believe that If tlie Pre-: 
sents in parliament would be overthi'wno. -Indeed,-, 
gentlemen, I Hiul it haid to bpllevo that If tho Pre- 
mier sought to give legislative reality 'to his ex- 
pressed view, of our.national duty In this all-import- 
ant matter, -ho would' find- one single, voice raised 
against hiiii from the opposition bide of the House 
There is a little country in Europe where, as you 
know, the dlrectest possible method Is in use for ob-< 
taining the people's verdict upon legislative meas- 
ures. Ifi' ,that : cbuhtr.v — Switzerland — ^tho percentaRC 
of soldiers-jrOf-Vsoldlers actually trained and ready 
to take the,' fleld—^tc; all males of military age in tho 
whole populace is no les.s than 67 per cent. You are 
doubtless .'iwaro that, in Great Britain it is under 
11 per cent. 

But, gentlemen, as I sec these things, it is not 
alone even upon national grounds, it is also upon 
moral and social grounds, and as a. matter of simple 
justice, that I would urge the absolute ne;^d of-mak- 
ing the Citi'zen's Dutv in Defence applicable to every 
citizen, understood bv every citizen, and as obliga- 
tory upon hlrn as Ills dutv m sending his children to 
school, his duty in providing , them ,wlth-.a . roof , (as 
well as protecting it), or; his dutyiin.:paying, his: rates 
and serving on juries, lit Is a measure of justice, 
humanity, and social, progress that the thing,: appeals 
to mo quite as forcibly as. in ■ the interests- of ■ I'^atlonal 
Defence 

A^ hat, gentlemen, Is the greatest need of our time.; 
and jieople? Believe "me. It Is simply the sense- -of.' 
dutv, simply disclpUneT— the old, simple respect for- 
and devotion to duty which ;, made, -jiiNelson^Siv deatli'' 
more glorious even than his glorious ^- life. ..The nine- 
teenth -century brought to uS of 'the '-British 'stock 
great :wealth, great povirer, and' marvellous . material 
prosperity. I do 'profoundly bellev? that If the nurly 
part ot the twentieth century falls -to, bring' to us 
some revival of the simple, rudimentary .virtues,, with, 
which, in our race for material gain, we, havo lost 
touch, that our children, or their ohildrert,' will' know 
the "bitterness of losing- all the great wealth and pride ;, 
Of' place tliat-'We; inherited, in trust for .them. If ,so, ■ 
the fault would He rather witli us than with them; . 
and history would 'brand the record;jof.-our -particular 
time with a verdict that -would.^ spell - 'Cowardice and 

treachery. --■■i,..-: ;. -'.:-■■: v. ,.■,-■,:,::,,;■.:-,-:. 

I do not think that there is a single. person In thlSv- 
room who w(nild contradict inc it 1 said that .military,-., 
traltilng for inirposcs ot national defence forms ono 
of the most valuable methods known to humanity of 
communicating discipline and strengthening tho Indlr 
vidiiai sense of dutv. AVhat is it but complete absence 
of any knowledge ol discipline or sense of duty that : 
tills some of our citv streets with a rapidly .Increasing* 
race of utter wastrels, poor obscene caricatures of ■ 
manhood, whom the police know as "public-hous.o-. 
props," men who live from year to year without ever,; 
doing a day's work; furtive, fawning parasites, who 
prey even udoii fallen women? 

One of the forces at the root of the great wave of 
unrest and discontent which is labelled Socialism, of 
which wo hear so inucii, is unquestionably just lack 
ot discipline, utter absence of the selt-controUIng in- 
fluence of discipline, su])eriniposed upon what we call 
education. AVhy, gentlemen, education itself is no 
better" than a venoinoiis and self-destructive force 
falling the wise and balancing control of discipline 
and the sense of dut,v. Yet we iiavo long since decid- 
ed that wo owed it to posterity to make education 
compulsory— compulsory, gentleinon ; not merely open 
to our people, but their bouiiden duty. But military 
training for national defenc(> — tho finest, richest 
source of disciidiiie — that is still ;i matter of chanco 
choice alike with the educated and the half-educated. 
Surelv the existence-, of compulsory schooling along-, 
side 01 iiicrclv voluntarv military training, or sohool- 
iiig in tho discipline of citizcnsliip, is a clear and la- 
mentable case ot the cart being placed before the 
horse. AVo hO£ir the question asked, Sow best may 
we fight Socialism? Gentlemen, tho fighting ::of . a . 
symptom Is :mero . quackery. : .' : .! ;.. : 

If we admit, as 1 fancy all hero do admit, that mll- 
itarv training tor purposes of 'National -Detenoeil«( cal- 
culated to endow a young man' With a'senso ofciduty, 
of discipline, und ol patriotism; If we admlt,:as l.fancy 
wo all do, that It is. oalculatodi to benefit ' tho; bodlfg. 
o£ our people as fsuroly as their minds. and character.ii 
— why, then,:' gentlemen, putting aside altogethor:ifor :; 
expert consideration' the mattertof our military needs, ;' 
I cannot see how we can possibly be justified in with-:, 
holding mllitaiy tialnlng fiom the nation. And — lot 
UK not blink tho facts — any sort of training which is 
not compulsory Is actually withheld from one very 
largo section of the community — tho - poor; while it 
most certainly: win not 'be made "i-uso. of 'by .thovma-,;. 
jorlty of another large and important class. ' That ia 
axiomatic,- 1 think. Experience has proved It. 

Many'thou-TOnds of well-to-do peoplo with a wide 
choice of occupation will never avail themselves of 
voluntary inlUtiiry training. Many millions of needy; 
people, on the other' hand, with llttlo or no choice of ," 
oeciipatloii und no leisure, will never avail themselves: .' 
of voluntarv training. Theio remains a. sturdy, bnive;; 
honorable, consclontioii.'n. iiiid well-advised minority 
who 'wlU avail tliemselve.s ol the oviportunlty of- un- ;;; 
dergoing such training in order to fit theniselvps for 
the defence ot their counirv. Please note, gentlemen, 
thai tills minority necessarily consists In a largo 
measure of those least in need of till that military 
trahiing has to teach; those least in need of di-scip- 
lliic. those least iii need <if being awakened. to . a aenso 
of duty. .And those ot the more consclentloitsly patri- 
otic kind, these aru penalized under any voluntary 
system — -Mr. Ilaldane's or any other — tor the Ignor- 
ance and absence of active patriotism hi all their fel-. 
low-citizens. LTpon tlieir slioiilder.-? tho whole Jiurdoih 
of defence Is laid. They perforce spare wliii the' rest , 
ot us the dangers of uiiprcparedness and want of 
iiillllary training a.nd discipline. And In return for 
their spotaneous patriotism they will learn that while 
lliey give their timo and energies to hiilltary training; 
their less conscieiiliouH competitors in the race after 
material jn-ospority have left them behind at the 
.starting-place. 

I havo hunted for Information upon this point 
iimmig all classes, from the curlour. folk who spcnk. of 
"the li(;lllnh art of shooting" — I am quoting— to fhoso 
who jilead, rightly, as X think, for a nation in annn iia : 
tho one true iiiothod of defence. : But; hutnan natuffV 
und the stress of modern competition beinif what tho.v- 
arc, I cannot for tho Dfc Ot uic sec how the uilnd of 
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.mortal man. oouli dey(«» a TolunUrj' defence system 
fbi* thiS'^joynt^^^^^ penalise and handi- 

cap tho'patrlotldiana.1;hft»ioop8o 111 life's race, 

Tjealdes unfatrly-'saddlliigf.>them with the burden of 
protecting' hot alone the!»* native land, but the un- 
patriotic, the fdlo, the is.Bomnt, and the Indifferent 
amohff their foriovvs. 

Putting aside the question of my lack of know- 
ledge and ability, It would . obviously be impossible for 
me even to mention all the pressing aspects of the 
question tonlsht.

One or two other points, 
iV^'jiowever, I would like just to riaane for your conatd- 
•f'' eratlon In passing. Talw! the financial aspect, for ex- 
ample. I noticed In my daily paper on Saturday that 
a memorial sign by no few»3r than 136—13(5 sup- 
porters of the present governiuient — had been present- 
ed to the prime minister apijealing' for further re- 
ductions of expenditure upon the army and navy. 
The jnemorialists pointed ottit that this year's re- 
duction of nearly a million tuad a half in the case of 
the navy and well over two mlUions sterling- in the 
case of the army could not bie traced to any actual 
ehaneo of policy initiated by this government, and 
maintained that, despite [these . > reductions, the, rate of

< face, gentlemen," In tJvs matter of our voluntary de- 
) fences; it la monstrous, extravagance— the sort of ex- 
' travagahcer which raafldens a people vyho find., the 
competition of life severe, and leada them to/seek lci^>?. 
lief in all sorts of quack remedies dC'a' deleterious sort, 
such as Socialism. 

Under the head of moral aspects of the question of 
universal military training, I wish there were time 
lor me to speak of ntittional temperance, national con- 
tinence, national thrift, national sobriety, in the broad- 
('!3t sense of that wortlV I am not trying- to suggest 
that, military training naakes angels of men; but I do 
suggest, gentlemen, tha£ the true meaning oC the 
jjhrase about cleanliness being next to godliness is 
that, fitness is next to godliness — that the man who la 
thorougbly fit — cleanly in that broad snnso— is likely 
to be very much, nearer to godllnes.s than tiio man who 
is not; than the man who has never known discipline 
in any form, than the man -whose citizeii,sense of duty 
has never been awakened by disciplined '•training- iiri- 
der his country's colors. 

My lords and gentlemen, this thing touches our 
lionor and morality as a people. I verily believe it 
touches the future of our mere existence as an Empire. 
Mafelving night in Lorndon was, perhaps, as bad a 
busmes.s, nationally, as the black month we all re- 
member at an earlier stfige of the vvai". 

Our people need the moral stay of military train- 
ing as sorely as tlte nation needs tJneir defensive abil- 
ity; more sorely, I venture to say, than ever they needed 
board-school teaching >vhen . -we . mpde that ■ ootnp.til- 
sory. Surely, then,. In the' interests of 3iisti(ie(i.|p.ru^ 
dence, and humanity; ,surely, then, out of Cbnalderar 
f .tton, far the duty that we owe to our God; to 6ur,|Cing, 
f^l^rtditb" dur rraee, we ahcriild strlye, ea^h ' In his 'degree, 
•*HbT brink- about those admlnstrative meastiros' which 

■ wlU Enafci p^ an Integral part 
of tlievejaiieatlbn-i-whlcy^the State',^ makes essen- 
tial and obligatory for eivery single "citizen among us. 

' ' ' Just one other word, thanking you for the cour- 
tesy -with which you have listened to me. If I have 
unwittingly offended agaljist any of your scruples, or 
rules, or customs. I beg you to believe that tills ha^i 
been due solely to my ignorance. My Intentions, I 
assure you, have been amiable enough; for they wore 
simply, with the greatest respect and deference to my 
j.j'elders and bettei;s in the study of this great question, 
"■'■'to" place before you the point of view of an ordinary 
member of the outside public. (Hear, hear and loud 
applause.) 

Mr. L. Cope Cornford: Ix)rd Erroll and Gentle- 
men, — It is with great diffiden^ce I rise to address so 
diatingui.'shed an assembly, and, as usual on these oc- 
casions, I preface my remarks by explaining that I 
have really no right to stx^ak at all. If I might be 
allowed, a few words fronv the nayal point of view, I 
. would beg leave to say that my only title is that T 
' have been a clo.so student of naval affairs for some 
10 or 15 years. 

Now Mr. Dawson's address has dealt, in a n-iost ad- 
mirable manner, v/itli tlui salienit aspects of the ques- 
tion before lis toniglit; l>ut, if'I may say so, he as- 
sumes a ver\' important point. He took it for granted 
that the duty of a citizen was to defend his country. 

■ Yes; but how is the citizen to know that it is his duty 
to defend his countri '.' The exponents of public 

' opinion are, if I may quote from Colonel Sturmy- 
Vv(3ave, BUlferlng very largely from the disease diag- 
.•::{ nosed by the Colonel as Aqua Ceruiea. Not being a 
. .scholar. I asked a friend to interpret that phrase, and 
. lie said it mieant "The Blue "Water School.". If the 
theories of the "'Blue Water School" are corr^bt, there, 
is not the slightest necessity for any othfir Ber^lce exr 

■ cept a small regular army. That is a very .Imp'ortatit 
: point. Jlr. Balfour has given his adhesi.on, "bbdV and 

bones, to the "Blue "Water School." Lpi'd lioyat, I 
think, in this room has explained to you thttt'SIr. .Bal- 
four'a'flgqres.were not more than 70 per ceiit,'v?rong-,! 
— (laughter)-— but that was a long time after Mr. Bal- 
four had spoken; and Lord Lovat, of course, was riot 
publicly reported. i 

Now, may I for a few momenta put before you 
what I conceive to be the "Blue Water School" theory, 
which, if it is correct, relieves us frojn anxiety con- 
cerning the defence of this country? The "Blue AV.ater 
Hcliool" says: "You have your navy, wliich must be 
kept up til the I'wo-I'ower Standard. Its bu.siness is 
to seelv out and dsi.stroy the enemy's fleet wiierever it 
may Ijc found. You will thou have command of the 
.sea. If you l)ave. command of the sea, no invasion 
can touch tliese sliores." All right! 

Then there was the ".Dingliy tlieory." Tliero was 
first of all the "Raid tlieory." I thinlc that was limit- 
ed to 70,000 men; but that eventually came down to a 
Dinghy. You do not require to bo a nation In arms 
to bo defended against a Dingliy. Let us try for a 
moment to think what tiie theory of the "Blue Water 
School" niean.s. In the first place, it is an enormous 
Kamble; it assumes that the navy can be in two 
places at once and always victorious. Well, the Bri- 
tish navy has tiiat reputation, I know, but It was 
gained in very different circumstances from those 
■which we have today. The "Blue Water School" base 
their conclusions upon historical instances drawn 
from the Napoleonic wars. Napoleon massed a large 
number of transports and troops on the shores ol: 
i'rance, waiting to get across the Channel. But lie 
had to wait for our ships to be out of the way and 
for ^he wind and tide to be in his favor. That was 
before the age of steam. 
;. Lord Lovat In this room pointed out that on :Febru- 
• of British battleships within three daysV saiiliof ;Bng- 
;:;ary 13th of this year there was a very sm'aU rtOmber 
■ ;land. Therefore, what becomes of the "Blue Water 
■I School'' theory? Are your battleships never to go on 
i vmalioouvres? Unless, you are certain .that your ships 
ss .can be ranged round\these shores, what becomes of 
that theory'/ 

Take a simple example. Suppose Australia was. 
: /threatened; , we will not arouse susceptibilities, so wp 
■r.wlU .say by a large fleet. Suppose , p^ip navy .h^^ 
ago there. Wliat would become of these- shbires 'tlieri ' 
; ■ ^ifou might suppose a dozen tlilnigs. I ani not a strato- 
'iglst, but It Is perfectly obvious that the navy might 
" be called away; they might bo away by aocl'dont. All 
' sorts .^of thlngs nilght happoi:^. ,. : . , , < 
' : And It la upon- the w,hple,i;'hyppthe^^^ 

■ emergencies can never happen thaV the -''BlutfJ"^ 

: School" bases its theory, that seems t;o me 'thev'tnost 

;*enornious gamble wilh fortuno that you;Cari:i|naglnp. 

^And, again, the ■ .Blue AVater School" sbejns to' be fen- ' 
tlrely oblivious of the fact that we are dealing nbt 
with these Islands N.loiie, Init with the British empire. 
You may romenibcr Lord Curzon's address on fron- 
tiers the other day. He described the thousands of 
miles of undefended frontiers which cannot be de- 
fended by battleships. 

: Where' are the men to gu.ird those frontiers? Are 
'We only to think of these islands? 'I'lio '■Jiluo Water 

ivSchool," I havoaiot the slightest hositatlon in saying, 
)!) a Little England School. (Hear, hear.) 

Wo .must talk straight on liicKo qucstiong. The 
"Blue Water School" . assumes tluit we have only 
got to look after our own skins In these little island?. 

My second point is that the column,') of the ,Tlrtiea,K; 
and other papers are taken up by argunioiits dri'tlie"''* 
other side, and they seem to bo demolished by one 

• another. I appeal to reason and common-sense. 
Never mind expart.n and how piany guns and tons 
there are, . It Is a question of common-soiiHe. Let us 
take the psychological point of view. Let us suppose 
a llttlo nation— little in size but groat In numbers- 
brought up in the bbllef that th? sefi.belgngs, to .thein» v. : 



and that If they put enough ships on the. soa they^aro 
therefore immune from all Invasion. ... ... 

. .Lot us suppose they say -frThlsi is. :yery convenient; 
3iVo win pay for this big navy Jf ^youiWlU-leave Ua 'to 
peace to make money." , 

Then you have a ?arge body of soa - mercenaries 
who ai'e divorced from the national life. Everyone 
likes a sailor — he is picturesque and so on — but ho is 
divorced from national life. 

This little nation is also told that they must have 
a small army, small but perfect, for special use in 
expeditions and in, case of invasion. , If these things 
come at i^js \ sanie: time ,itlierp' 1^.^8i i"difllpulty;' . :;V;, " ';. 
a hltcli . . /Well, never miridj there ar^^ 
teers. 

As for the perfect little army, tliey pay for that 
too — and pay high — and they'are told that if they pay 
for these two things they are perfectly safe. They are 
told that by statesmen and othc great people who 
know about it. They have been told it for years until 
they believe it. Thus you create two bodies of 
mercenaries. The army enlists those mercenaries 
by reason, as ilr. Dawson says, of tlielr "economic 
neces.sltles." When a man cannot got another job he 
goes to the army. It is the only thing Iio can do. 
What happens'.' The army takes the best yenrs of his 
life, and then sends him back to tho street again. He 
has nothing to do with us. He is a mercenaryl 

The llttlo nation, brought up in these tenets, when 
it comes to look at the position says, "If I really fac- 
ed these facts I should feel uncomfortable." What Is 
the natural result? "I must Invent some way of pre- 
serving- my- self-respect. Theroloro I will despise 
these people; I will say, "The common soldier is unlit 
for my distinguished society.' " 

Let me take a very simple instance. Mv cook Is 
engaged to a corporal in the Guards. (Laughter.) 
She had a great objection to him bocauiio he was a 
soldier. The poor chap had to bo a suklier— owing 
■to a little trouble in tho milk business. He was a 
good soldier; .but so strong was her objection to his 
trade or profession that she said hs muut give it up 
at the end of his three years. (Laughter.) I .tpld 
her he , was a fine chap.. He told < me she objected to 
the red coat. ."She does npt like to be seen with me 
when I am wearing a red coat."' Actually she was 
ashamed of his wearing the>King*s,coat| She is not 
(as it happens) a fool, and 'She -voices, the opinion of 
thousands of people. They are ashamed of tbe KIng'a 
coat'o Why do you think .she has now. consented to 
his staying in the army? Because ho has been, pro- 
moted and la now allo>ved to wear a grey overcbat! 
(Laughter.) It is. 'a fact.,; „ 

I say, gentlemen, that i state of things Is radically 
rotten. I say that until thp soldiers are part- of the 
nation we shall never be aiiy better; and so we come 
back to the point that we may have to defend our- 
selves, because wo are actually in danger if wo do 
not. (Hear, hear.) I do not assume that point, as 
Mr. Dawson did. I appeal to every evidence on the 
subject. I appeal to comftion-senso. We are not In a 
condition of national security until that 
fact is recognized. Why is it not recog- 
nized Because tho politicians dare not 
face it. I will tell you why tliey will 
not. Because there is an extraordinary 
delusion about nowadays called demo- 
cracy. Everyone says "democracy" with 
II solemn air, a lowering of the voice, as 
if he was in church. Wo are not In a 
democratic age; -.v? only thinlv we are. 
Who rules this country— democrats, 
demagogues, or who? Aristocrats! 
partly because they are there, and part- 
ly because they are fit to. (Loud laugh- 
ter.) .Sometimes one and sometimes the 
other. And yet our politicians pretend 
all the time that we are a democratic 
country. Unless they get a "mandate" 
they won't do anything. They won't ask 
for a "mandate" for It! (Laughter.) 
That Is what it comes to. Mr. Dawson 
is perfectly right; they are afraid of tho 
delusion called democracy. That Is all. 

Gentlemen, as members of the Na- 
tional Defence Association, I do ask you 
earnestly to disabuse your minds of this 
silly delusion of democrac.v. There Is a 
great mass of people owning votes, and 
therefore political power, who are simp- 
ly anxious to be told what they ought to 
do. If you tell them that you will give 
them something you think they want 
they don't believe you. They say, "Oh, 
yes, I know. You want something out of 
it." But if you tell them what they 
ought to do, they will recognize It. 
(Hear, hear.) If the day comes when 
tliey won't recognize it, well — it is all 
over. But it is not all over yet. If, in 
the time of tho South Africin War, Mr. 
Brodrick had liad the pluck— I spoak en- 
tirely from the sorvloc point of view— if 
he had 1-iad the pluck to introduce a bill 
for compulsory service he would have 
carried it. He did not do it. He missed 
the opportunity. That opportunity still 
waits, and waits not only for Mr. Davi- 
son's ethical i-easons, but as an absolute 
. matOlr of necessity — and here wc are 
hanging in the wind. 

Gentlemen, you .have to deal with a 
nation to which as a great writer has 
said, nothing win make any dlference 
until they behold the tents of an invad- 
ing army encamped, in Ficca^lUy. 

Golbnel T. S. Cave: My; Lord and 
Gentlemen, — Wo have listened tpiilght to 
a very able paper and a very able speech, 
full of great Interest, but I cannot help 
th)t'-,;ing that we run some danger of 
the thesis of cpnipulspry service always 
cropping upi in htuph the same way as . 
King Charles's head cropped up in, a cer- , ... . , 
tain petition. In the second plabe^ ' :, 

though I am very much of opinion tljat the Physical and 
disciplinary training of compulsory servlde fyould cer- 
tainly lie ,i^n excellent thlijig i^br the marihood pf, the 
nation. It 14 a auestlPri whether it would ;be altoi^rether 
a good thing fdr an efflolerit fIghtlnB force. This de- 
pends entirely, it- eeehis to ihef upon the proportion 
of unwilling men that Kou ara gplng-to cbrnpel-to pome 
into your military force. (Hear, hear.) I am very 
much afraid that at the j^resent moment there would 
be a very large proportion of unwilling men if you 
had universal compulsory ti-aining. Therefore, wheth- 
er we have compulsory or voluntary training, tlio oIj- 
ject before this Association should bo to try and ho 
educate our fellow-men as to make them all willing 
and then it doe.s not matter whether you call it en- 
listment, enrolment, or whether you call it compul- 
sory; it they arc all willing they will make good sol- 
dler.s. (Ilciir, hear.) Now tin; lecturer, in reading 
his paper, aslced one or two rather poient questions 
about tlie past which have, I think, a very interesting 
bearing on tho future. He asked If tho people liad 
had any opportunity hitherto to show that the.\' re- 
alized their duty of doing Komotlilng for tho defence 
of the country. I think he was of opinion that they 
have not. I am of opinion that they have had a ver.v 
good oportunity of realizing such a desire in the 
Auxiliary Forces, especially in that branch to wliicli 
1 have the honor to belong; and many o£ then-i have. 
In different degrees, availed tlieinselves of lhat op- 
jiortunlly. The question really before us at this par- 
ticular monjont is why more of them have not availed 
themselves of that opportunity, and why Is It some of 
those who have luv.'e not so fully availed tlieinselves 
of it as to take the greatest advantage of it. That Is 
of importance to us, because It has a very distinct 
bearing on tlie Imniedluto future. 

Now I cannot help thinking lhat wc can fairly well 
uppreciato wlint the reasons liave been that have led 
many to neglect their duty, especially among what we 
sometimes call. the "plasses." There are many young- 
men In this. Cptin^^ plenty of time for iil! 
sorts of ■amhserii'erits and.'recreatlons, but who ha-v;;e 
not found the tlriie to serve In the Auxiliary Forces. 
There are a good many who have found a certain 
proportion of time to sei-ve In the AuxUlOiry Forces, 
but vWho have not devoted whole-hearted enthusiasm 
tpfUifllf ' We can find tho reasons why this has been 
wb 'rilaif: do some good with r'ngard to the Immediate 
future. 

Now, ,as' Mr, Cornford pointed olit, 'one of tho 
greatest reasons Is this exaggerated' thesis of the 
"Blue AVator School." Ho has dealt with that so well 
that I need say no more about It. But there Is an- 
other reason, and that Is that the sendees, of those 
who have devoted themselves to it, more or less 
thoroughly, have not beeii thoroughly aiipreclated. I 
do not think tho Press, which Is a very potent Influ- 
ence in this country, has thoroughly approciatod .tllO. 
efforts of thi5SQ who have done their best. I dbrhPt i 
think that some of the politicians have thorougiily' ; 
appreciated It, at any rate Judging by their spoeohea 
and by their actions. 

I should say distinctly thoy „havp been more dis- 
posed to depreciate it than tbia«ititgaiiiii.tfl it. I Uo not 

■ '.:;.-i^ 



think that oven-:som'e iof.vthe^ off Ic^rsihave themselves 
thoroughly appreciated tlielr own: andtthelricpmrades' 
/. services. I have constantly heard^and'.'I ,;do''''now' 
ii .'iconstantly hear, especlally'among'th08e'«whO';haveSthla ■ 
-' thesis of compulsory service before them"--rstr6ng<de-'' 
preclatlon ot tho Auxiliary Forces. When: I hear . a - 
commandiiig- oltlcer, or an otficer who has served In 
the Auxiliary Forces, especially in the volunteer force, 
get up and llnd all sorts of faults with that force,''! 
tlilnk that ho Is more largely responsible for the lack 
of appreciation than the politician and the 'outside' 
critic. 

I do hope that with regard to the scheme which is 
before us, ami wliicli we have this day passed a reso- 
lution to do ad Lhat wc can to support, that all thoso 
who are concerned in It, or who are already in tho 
Auxiliary Forces, will do all they to make It eih- 
clent and to appreciate the value of the force them- 
selves. There are otl-ier factors besides the actual 
number of hours, or days, or weeks, or years that a 
man has to serve. There Is the spirit of confidence 
which exists witlilii the forces, and the organization 
whlc;h makes men co-operate with each to carry out 
the will of their .superiors. There is the spirit of pa- 
triotism, which Is really the greatesb factor in the 
problem of military, efflcioney. 

We have seen recently a very great and marvellous 
campalgrt, carried. out, by two nations, both of whom 
had|,c.pn|'pulsbry.;senflce; that is to say, tlie manhood 
of /each',' country was compelled to servo in the ranks. 
In both instances It has been called compulsory, but 
In one -case it was to all intents and purposes volun- 
tary, for every man was perfectly willlnB to serve. 
Every Japanese citizen thought It a disgrace If he 
were rejected. They had, universal •'sewice'such as I 
should like to see here--^ijhlveraali-ljeoau8e every man 
desires to serve. They had, cbriiparatively speaking, 
a very brief training. All of ydh,''!'' dare say, have 
i-e!ul in General Hamilton's book how a Japanese pt- 
tlcer observed to him that they could make a flrst- 
rato fioldler out of tho Jap in three weeks. 

Now, the Russian.s had compulsory service, and 
each man served with the colors for four years; con- 
sequently, the amount of training that they had had 
was inlinitely nvn-n than the Japanese had. Yet, 
when tlie.-^c two forces mot, the Japanese were su- 
perior beeau;;e of the psycholdg-loal factor in their 
ellicloney. They luid conlldence in themselves, in 
each other, in their oflieer.s-, ;ind, above all, a devotion 
and loyalty to the nation and a belief in their cause. 

If this Association can promote such a feeling, 
such patriotic eiitliusiasm, national sentiment, and 
such conlidenco in eacli other and in their cause, 
they will really do bettor— especially in the immedi- 
ate luture — than by always running off 011 tlie r'-d- 
herrtog scent of compulsory service. (Hoar, he ir ) 

.Colpnel Soely, M.P.; My Lord and Gentlemen— 
The politicians have had their knocks from all sides 
this Qvoning, and I ; am Interested to see that Mr. 
Cornford has left theiroom. May I say one word to 
him in his absence? viNever have I had a cook in my 
service who refused ^tp.vmarry a soldier. Never havo 
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I had anyone in my service who regarded the red 
coat as derogatory. Did Mr. Cornford dismiss his 
cook? Not ho. She was a good cook! But, sir, in 
all seriousness I would say to the lecturer, whose 
lecture I enjoyed immensely, that I agree with much 
that he said, but I dllfer profoundly from his view 
that what is wrong is the heart of the people. I 
speak with some knowledH:e, becauso any man who 
has fought elections knows sometliliig of what peo- 
ple approve ami disapprove. The lecturer thinks the 
jHiopIe of this country arc averse to military service, 
and that the enemy wo have to light is the anti- 
mllltarlst. I say to liim, with great reqpeot, |t Is-P^n. 
entire delusion; (hey 1110 a negligible, ■fluantlti'i^ribt 
more than one in a, tbousanil. 

The other day tiiero was a great banquet at tho 
Guildhall. Sir John l''isbei', taking the country as he 
Hilda it— with the armed services as we llnd them — 
and dealing not only with naval, but with military 
problems, says, speaking for those on wdiom our safe- 
ty depends: "What I say to my countrymen is, 
'Sleep, quiet In your beds,' and after those words were 
said I find, In all the reports, loud and prolonged 
cheers.' i. 

Now, I suggest to him that, while it Is absolutely 
true in his view, and in mine, and in that of every- 
oTio here, that the safely of the country depends on 
the readiness ot evei'y ;. niani tp .^ervo In her cause, 
tho enoniy is not- tli| .;Htitl-Jril!lit{ij-i?t, whoni I have 
never been able to :llria; ' the eribmy Is this accursed 
school that tells .its;. Jliat aa long as there is water, 
instead of lancli'.-ljSt'W.l.sp- the frontiers of a country. It, 
is not necessary for any m;iii to servo! (Hear, hear.) 

If Mr. Dawsoh is in doubt, and .=itlll thinks there Is 
Tsoniotliing wrung witli the patriotism of the people, 
may I point out to hliu lhat, in splto of this enor- 
mous dr.Twback, in spite of the fact that — If wo are 
to believe Sir John I'isher — U is not necessary for 
an\-one to serve in i.lu-'. luilitary forces at home; in 
s|)ite of tliat. niore men voluntarily take up the 
burden of training tlieinselves to arms in this coun- 
Iry than do in tlic conscript armies of tho Continent. 
T .see him surprl.scd, I was when it Avas told to 
me- — - • , 

Mr. Dawson: I am afraid I do not quite follow. 
AA'lll yim say that again? 

Colonel .Scoley: A greater proportion ol' men 
voluntarily take up the burden of arms in this conn- 
try than aro compelled to servo in the conscrliit 
armies of the Continent. I admit when I was told 
this I could not believo it, but liavlng been into tlio 
llgures myself, I bolievci it to bo .titerally true. It is 
u. roost remarkable fact. Our people ai-o the most 
Iiii.lriotic In the world; they long and p.-nnt to light 
anyone if they enn get at them — (laughter)-- but 
they are told the enemy cannot get at them. If you 
dry up tho Channel tomorrow, any possible need "for 
conscription would be at an end; tho whole people

May I say, in conolaalon, that I hope the National 
Defence Association will meet together, and dine 
together, and haVblthp^e flrst-rate lectures, such aa 
we have had tbhljErht. 'lri order to combat that vicious 
view which Induces people to believe that there is 
no necessity for their services? (Applause.) 

Colonel Watney: I want to touch upon the same 
point as Colonel Seeiy, and speak of what ho called 
the Ignorance of the people. I think it is because of 
that very ignorance that we should give them a 
chance. I do not believe that the voluntary system 
in this country (and I am talking now of the volun- 
teers) has ever been given a chance, and I think tliat 
until It has been given a fair chance it is wrong to 
talk about , conipulsory service In , any sjmpe or form. 
TberpSa're^ large- numbers :;-whb .are earning less than 
30s a week- who have never been taught that It is 
their duty to serve their country, and I believe that 
members of this Association and those of lis iri'jthe 
county associations can, by "stumping up and down 
the country and going into the villages, bring home 
to them that it is their duty to bear arms. 

There are certain things wo have to contend with, 
but we can always discount them by speaking straight 
out and saying that there are three sets of men in this 
kingdom that wo havo to fight against, l''irst of all 
there is tlie Peace party. In the country villages you 
always find a, certain number of people, so.me with iii- 
i'lueiico In their own little set, who belong to tho Peace 
pqrty. It Is true they had a pretty good blow after 
■1851, -when, as you all know, no Imiilement of war was 
allowed to be exhibited, -because they tiiought uni- 
versal peace would in future always ex|st in ISuropo. 
■\Vithin a few years all Europe was_ ablaze "-with the 
Crimean war, and shortly after we had, the Indian 
Mutiny, And they liad another ;:set-babk after Tho 
Hague cbrifereripe,': because; within a Very few years 
after its first sitting, -ive had tho South African war, 
and a few years later we .had the greatest war which 
the world had ever seen — the war In Manchuria. Lot 
us always remember that In Queen "Victorlix's reign ot 
63 years our soldiers \vero called upon to fight 83 sep- 
arate campaigns. So much for the Peace jiarty. 

, The second class wo have to fight is tho clas.'^ of 
men -yvho never do anything — it does not matter wlie- 
. , ' ■"' tiler it is political, municipal, social, or 
Charitable — unless they are paid for it. 
It is only by holding these men up to 
shame that we can hope to cure them. 

But by far the most dangerous party 
is the "Blue Water School." It Is almost 
impossible to get the..-wbrklhg. mati to 
realize his counti>y Is'ln dan^er; and that 
he'should do something to help to defend 
It, whenxpebple of great Influence go 
about saylhffi-.'If is all right; we have got 
the hoi-vy,^' ■ Iri "yery , difflbult to bring 
V hbme to 'theseiitv^biacii^ meriv?i^ 
islands riUght' b^;ihYaSei^^^^^^ bur 
fleet l^riilgfht" be ;dabbypd'a,vvayi?^ say,

" r'db hope we ha-ve heard the end of 
thia "Blue Water School." 

What, in my opinion, the members of 
the National Defence Association have to 
do is to stump .iip. a^^ our own 

countries and try to' bring home to the 
poor people their duty as It has never 
been brought home before, and -to. give 
them the chance to serve; and, when we 
have got them, we must Insist upon our 
politicians encouraging them. There are 
a great many ways in which they can be 
encouraged, -but letting them off such 
simple matters as jury service is useless; 
tliey must be encouraged in a much bet- 
ter way thau that. They must be taught 
that there is a sort of slur upon any 
young man who does not belong either to 
tliQ navy, or the army, or the territorial 
forces. 

Until you get that a recognized thing I 
am quite certain you will not get tho 
men, but I believo you will get tho men 
if you can tell them that by doing their 
duty they will not only bo doing the best 
for themselves and their country, but 
they will bo doing something above the 
men who are not doing their duty. I d* 
not mean to say it would not be right to 
give them money, or anything like that, 
but I want the man who serves his coun- 
try to feel that he is in a bettor position 
socially than the man who shirks hl.s 
duty, and I believe that can be accom- 
plished. Until the voluntary system is 
given a fair chance, and in spite of that: 
fair chanco shows signs of breaking 
down, I for one will never talk of com^ 
pulsory service. 

Sir Lepel Griffin: Gonflcmcn,— I -ivill 
not detain you more than a minute or 
two. X am in full accord with those niil- 
itar.v oHlcers whom, we have heard to- 
night with so much interest. I agree 
with all that Colonel Scely has .said re- 
garding tho "Blue AVater" theory. 
Which Mr. Balfour most unfortunately adojited 
and defended in tho House of Commons. Wo hai c no 
political proclivities in this Association, but I would 
say that, although the present prime minister made 
roost patriotic declarations regarding the inherent 
duty of every ICngllshnian to serve Ills country, his 
government, when there have been proposals to train 
the youth of England to the use of arms, have dis- 
couraged it in the mcst distinct manner. Is it not 
the case? They liave refused to allow any money 
which has been raised or voted for schools to be ap- 
plied to the simple elementary teaching of boys tho 
use of arms, which is an entire contradiction of what 
he said on a different occasion and to a different au- 
dience. 

And with regard to the interesting- lecture we havo 
heard, and .with which 1 also desire to express niy 
cordlq,! congratulation to our lecturer, I would like to 
•bbs^ry-p that'in the allusions which ho made to our 
colonies p£ 'Oariada and Australia, to which, as I 
gathOT,- ph'r'lebturer to some extent belongs— am I 
wrpng;;^(Mf'/Di'V^SOri:'-''No; but I have lived there") 
— wb'.'mustfi'eriipriilibr-, that .this burden of National 
DefenpejithleibbHsatloh which- Ifes upon every citizen, 
attaohe'^ia^-strbnglyi tb" theiriV- aa It does to ua. No 
doubt in;' Sbrith" Africa the .Colpnlals acted with great 
gallantryandidlatlribtlon; but I- say they , did no more 
tlian5thetr duty.: It waa notljirig , -which specially re- 
quired ;PW8e, that-; they, as/well, ^abu should 
comb,'%waii'd-and:hplp,th'oVMb Avas 
a riWuPftl bblligatlpn, |,:-^hty;,';W^ 
but nb'orie in this rbbtri, I-Bhbrild liriaglrio, anid'; ber- 
talnly I myself do not for a moment admit, that theso 
colonies in any way fulfill the obligation which roSta - 
upon them of assisting, In tlmea o£ peace as well as 
of war. In the defence Of the British empire. I thtiik 
lhat when a gentleman who Is associated with the 
colonies comes forward to suggest- to EngUshnieri 
their duty, we must ask that his .eloquence: and-'hlBv 
sincerity and his enthvial.asmi /iwhlch we all; ip^^^ 
ledge, may, when he returns to those colonies fi-bm 
which he has come, be- used to Induce his feilow-col- 
phlatsrttbiriibre fully arid equitably share this burden, 
the joint burden of the defence of the British empire.

Colonel Bevlrigton'.'.-j'My Lord and Gentlemen,— 
The only reasohi'I^vv|*hTtp say a few words is that I 
have never heard the base of the,(luty ot the citizen 
to fulfil his obligations bt porsbhal service for the de- 
fence of his country, atatsa':lh'';iudh an eloquent and 
clear manner as has been dofib totilght. I fool that 
some of the speeches, -vyhibfi ha-ve been made after the 
Paper would seem to rather sb , against what haw been 
stated;by! the,lecturoi^-^tHat,cotT>pulsory service Is bet- 
ter, , more, necessary 'for "thla. 'country than voluntary 
seryl6p. ;:,'4^ria it sbems ip'-riie that there has been- a 
great d^itil said about the Blue Water School theory; 
1j.ut'^,i:;th;)nk we are all agreed upon that subject, and 
thbrefore I do not think' It is necessary, at any rate 
in this Association, to discuss It any further, We all 
know- that wo ought not 1,0 expc.t the navy to remain 
on the shores of this country to keep out the enemy. 
It Is the duty of tho navy to go whore the enemy's 



fleet is, and to attack it. Wo ought to be ready, and 
• not to be content with paying a highly trained armj' 
alone; but te take up personal service for tho defenca 
of -our country. And U can be done In two way.i; 
either by voluntary effort or by legislation; and tha 
.question that it seems :to me the lecturer has put bo-< 
fore us tonight Is ■"'Which of those t wo methods Itt 
the best, by leglslatlonior by voluntary effort'.'" ' . 

Well, It seema^ to 'me* that* 'those -gentlemen -who;: 
have spoken after the lecturer have, pronounced lui 
favor of giving the, voluntary ..system a fair < trial, < 
They say, .it has not had a fair trfah'^^l^aclmlt - that 
those who have giyen their services to the Voluritfeors'- 
and -Mlilltla have not 'been treated well— abominably 
.badly, I think— especially the Mllltla. 

Can 'a volunteer give suiJiolent time -'..to „ be , ade- 
quately trained? That is the whole proposition, and 
■ it seems to me that the lecturer* has; sho^vn that . tho; 
exigencies of our' COiiimercIal.Ilfe.'ln thls :opuntry are: :, 
such that he cannot give- thatvtimo,' and he' has , said, 
over and over again, that - the Volunteer system puta 
a premium upon tho unpatriotic. ■ ■ ; v.-vr , : , , 

Well, now, gentlemen, I am quite aware - that I 
joined this Association under a misapprehension.-): I 
did not kno.w that this Association had pledgedsltselC ■ 
to the voluntary system. (A Voice: No, no; it has 
not.) I am very giad to hear it, because I thought at 
tho meeting this afternoon that it had. I do not care, 
how we arrive at a system of adequate training, whe- 
ther by a volunteer sy.stem or compulsory system; 
and I agree with Colonel Cave that if the peojilc could 
take up arms voluntarily It would bo far the best so- 
lution of the problem. If it were possible, i shoul(S 
entirely agree with Colonels Cave, Watney, and Seoly. 
and everyono else who believes it. I do not believe 
it Is possible, and the reason is tho pressure of com- 
mercial life. The reason why many men go into the 
army is because they cannot do anything better. That 
is the lecturer's point. And when they havo served 
their time in the army it sends them into the streets 
a.gain to starve. I havo men coming to mo every d.ay 
who h.'ive served in the army as long as twelve years, 
and who cannot llnd any work to do. 

Aa for the volunteers: why do they enter into it'.' 
it for a pastime? Do they enter it for patriotism 
(A voice: Some do, and Ye.s, ye:,.) 

\'v''ell, supposing- they do outer it for patriotism, 
how can wo train them adequately In tho time given 
to us? How can wo train thinn properly when all. that 
is required of tbcin is ten drills a year— (No,":-no)i— ' ■ 
and firing to make the,msolves elllclent. 

Well, I must say I do not wish to put it down asi 
my opinion at all. It would be wrong of me to do so. 
But wliat Is an adequ.ite training? It has been stated 
by the Commission on tho Voliuiteers, and also by 
Lord Roberts in the House of Lords and in the City 
of London, that the training which volunteers get is 
not adequate enough to provide a reserve for tho^.. 
regular army. That is the only reason why I say t;: 
do not think we can get adequate training with the^ 
voluntary system; and it seems to mb that tho iec.* 
turer Is also of that opinion. 

And that la v.;hy I think it would be much better 
for the members' of this Association r if they would 
urge upon the country , . legislative measures to do 
what everybody seems to- thlnlw la.-.the right thing to 
do — i. c., ask for men.-who- are capable, :;,ofj.; bearlngr: 
arms to talte up arms and;to.-malce;\themselveE(;.:oap-<-: 
able of fighting in case ■necessity? should:arlso.' ; 

Hon. E. Flennes: My Lord,;Ii:do':.not wish to de« 
tain you or the company, but .I:thlnk -the last speakes 
must bear In mind that, If . we had. compulsory ser- 
vice, we should, at the end of the period of service oU 
those who were compelled to servo, have the same, 
amount of starvation and the- same problem of men 
thrown on the streets after their, term pf. service was : 
completed. And we must also tremember-^—somerOfru^ 
who have done our service and -who are.-rio-wi'becom-? 
ing grey-headed, as I am myself — thati- wevriiustilook ': 
leniently on the apathy of many:of-our fellowrbltlzens.r.: 
and; encourage them to do 'their: dhty,: -rememberlne .? 
how we should have failed . in ours If we- -In our day. 
had'not.Teceived encouragement.- Mr^ Dawaon-haa 
read 'us a .remarkable Paper — remarkable because it 
waa:;:elptiuent and instructive, and because it was a 
;papei;Tirbm which we shall take home many thoughts 
jwhich will encourage us, who mix with men, in our 
constituencies to endeavor to get recruits, to stir up 
men to realize their duty- and to come in on a volun'« 
tary line. ' 

It is true, as Mr. Dawson tells us, that In the House 
of Commons last session there was a good deal of 
cold water thrown in his proposal to introduce rifle- 
shooting into our elementary schools. We knov,- very 
well that there is a party In the House of Commons 
which is opposed to too much military training at all. 
But I think Colonel Seely will bear mo out In saying 
that, in spite of Sir .Tohn Fisher, we have, at all events 
In the House of Commons, a majority in favor of a 
certain standard of military training, a majority in 
favor of encouraging military training schools. That 
majority is not going to bo, driven by the 113 mem- 
bers, wdiom we have heard of tonight, who are against 
this present expenditure oh military forces. And 
therefore on this score, at any rate, you may sleep 
comfortably in ycur beds. ,'• 

Gentleriien, there Is anptheir»body of people be- 
sides the politicians thafyoii have got to educate in 
this country, to. Induce them to allov/ their men to 
serve, their cPurilry, and those are the employers of 
Jahor,. If yoit go, as I had the honor and pleasure of 
doing; j-ecently, to Switzerland you will And that there 
thb pmplbyers give every facility; they help in every 
way' they can to give advantages, and to make it as 
easy as possible, for i<en to servo in cbe Swiss Na- 
tional Array. A very few— and those chiefly of Ger- 
man extraction— aro opposed to it, but the vast ma- 
jority, go out of their way to assist their men wher- 
ever they can. In this country, on tho other liand, 
speaking as a volunteer ofllcer, I know that in sonio 
cases 'diffloulties ;aro; constantly made by tho employ- 
ers, a,«4',thelr..^attltudb towards anything like a Na- 
tlbnil-Army has, beSri purely obstructive. 

I am sure, gentlemcni you must see that thlSTipust 
toe got over; we must look upphH^jiaS"* to -evil, and wa 
must have a change. It Vlll ribt' be '.difficult, to brlngr. 
this change about if wo adopt Cblorfel "W'atriey's: :plan| 
of going .up and down our constituencies .or,; recruiting 
districts and pointing, the real,facts.. :''but, tp the : em- 
ployers, ag well as to the men, because, after all, the 
employei-i^baHibbtter afford ;tha;ri;^^^ elve ; 

a certain ariiburit' of riieans^^a^ la 
done In Switaerltod; andilt- can be done here In Eng- 
land. I would ask j^u; to bear that In mind. The Swiss 
conditions are nbt altogether comparable with our 
own. There la a, febod'deal of difference between what 
the Swlsa'pebple'g-fet'-but of their service and v/hat the 
ordinary- persbri geta out of service In the Yeomanry 
or "Volunteers here at home. Those who serve in 
£2ngland go In for It because they like it as a pastime; 
in Switzerland they servo because they see on their 
frontier four powerful nations who may at any time 
use Switzerland aa their battlefield. Besides being 
peasants, and actually owning their own homes, they 
are willing to go out and fight for what Is theirs. 
Supposing a landowner in this country owned a 
thousand acres, and he was willing to say, "I will keep 
500 for inyself and put on tho remaining 500 ten, 
thirty or forty men, They shall eventually; own thaft 
500 acres, and I will keep tho rest for myself." Ho 
would then get those men to join tho National Army 
and to fight as they have never fought before, becauso 
they would bo fighting for their own homes. At tho 
present time they have nothing to fight for. it isypry ,' 
dlftlcult to make the ordinary person see What a' hard - ■ 
task Is ours wlio have to try and got recruits for the 
■yeomanry and Volunteers. I myself have struggled 
for some years past as an ofllcer In the Yeomanry, 
,Wb have found great difficulty. Why ? Because wo 
pahribt point out to the men exactly the reason why 
"they- should come forward and serve their country, 
It;,-is dinicult to tell them precisely what they aro 
going to gain by serving their country, and precisely 
;why;; they should be patriotic. ; : 
' Gentlemen, )ve have now gok, something to go on, 
a practical policy that wo can assist, in the Territorial 
scheme recently - laid before the country. As an As-, 
soclatlon we can; I think, greatly assist this schorae; : 
we haye already laid a good foundation, and we have 
a good President, elected today— no better one could 
we havo had. I look for-ivard to seeing the prosperity 
and utility, of this Association growing and assured, ' 
arid the Association taking a foremost part In mc Vlng 
the citizens of this country see the duty that it Is our 
business as an Association to put before them. 

Mr. R. J. Johnson (Honorary Secretary): Those 
of us who were present, at the general meeting thla ■ 
afternoon will realise that tho As-soclatlon la. on: the- 
eve of an Important new departure. We have, hither--; 
to confined ourselves to private discussions , which: : 
have been held more or less In camera. But now we ,:, 
are to take steps to bring our argumonts'.and : con-' : 
victlons more within reach of the general public, and: 
to attempt to do something to Influence popular opin-f . 
ion. Meanwhile we by no means propose to abandon, 
our original method— iho, nioUiod, I mean, of holding , : 
these dinner meetings: throughout the year, f o^ow«A « 
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■}\by discussions on subjects i-elating to. national de- 
'i'fenco. 

X would lilco to say a few words as to the extreme 
usot'ulucas of this side ot the worlc, because wo have 
liad complaints from members that; they do not thinlc 
that the discussions which are held in private do 
inueh good in moukling: public opinion, and because 
a good many people have written saying that it does 
not in the least further the objects which the Asso- 
... elation has at lieart, that ^ve should come here and 
, dine ourselves into a state of patriotic ecstasy. 

Now, in the first place, we have all of us learnt a 
very great deal from Mr. Dawson's most admirable 
Paper, We shall all of us take back with us tonight 
very much that is new and which may well give us 
food -for thought. On his side, too, Mr. Dawson will, I 
am sure, foci that he leaves this room tonight the 

• wiser for having exchungod Views with us, just as we 
have benefited greatly from exchanging views with 
him. 

' Take, for inslance, the figures which he has given 
us with regard to the actual number of men hi this 
country who do undertake military service of one kind 
or other. Mr. Dawson has put the percentage as low 
as 11 per cent. Statistics, of cour.se, an; inizzling 
things. But there can bo no serious doubt lliat Mr. 

' Dawson has srcatlv underestimated the initriotisni of 
his fellow-countrvnien in tlus respect. 

There arc two autlioi-itics who have carefuUv ^on^^ 

.'into the fiiures bearnig on the point. One autlmritv 

^calculates that nearly (iO per cent, of the able-bodied 
■ .'male '.population have, at one time or another, Rt-rved 

f; their country either In the army, navy. Auxiliary 
forces, or -tlie police. The other authority places the 

• nvemge as high as 70 per cent. In any case, wo may 
'.take it aS' an absolute and assurecl fact that, notwith- 

. 'sitan(ling:,:aU 'the disadvantages under which the voiun- 
. vteer. service, Has suffered" in the past, 'not 31' p6r cent , 
. « as iMn-'Dawfjon- Imagines, 'but'somewhere between uo 
•andv'70-per cent, of our ablebodlcd male' population 
i-have, 'at one time or another during thelr'llves, ' 'dono 
•r'- something— I do not say It Is enough — but have dono 
. something In the W'ay cf flttang themselves to defend 
^ their 'countiT in arms. Now that, I think, is a most 
remarltable- fact, and one that is very material to the 
subject: of Mr. Dawson's Paper. It Mr. Dawson re- 
s ciutres me to produce my evidence I shall be dellght- 
od to do so," the more so because if I can succeed in 
inducing him to accept these figures as even approx- 
imately accurate, he will, I thlnlc, be almost as much 
m the debt of tho -Association as we are in his; for 
he will be more Imbued with that spirit of optimism 
which, im Colonel Cave -has said, is the only thing 
Which can make a national army "go"^ under any sys- 
tem, be it compulsory or voluntary. 
L • ' Now tliero arc two other examples which I would 
'*like to gi\ e you tonight of the usefulness of tli^se 
private Papers of ours and ol; the discussions which 
follow thom. 

We have by means of discussions, achieved two 
very notable succoii.ses during the past I'car. In tho 
first place wo have ileliiiitely iicrsuaded Mv. Balfour 
to recede soniewiiat from his extreme position iu 
favor of the "Blue Water School." That is a notable 
achievement, and it is an acliievoment which has re- 
echoed with considerable force upon- people of very 
great military iind naval authority in this country. I 
am told that even so expert and high a body aa the 
Committee ot Defence lias heard rumors of "the dis- 
cussions which have taken place in this room on 
"Blue AVater Theories,' and has talvcn steps, at any 
rate, to re\-ise tlie statistics upon which it based its 
original opinion. That is a piece of good work. 

Mention has lieen made tonight of Sir .John Fisher, 
and of his notorious speech at the Mansion House' 
■ Tjet us recall his exact words, l ie urged liis hearers 
"to sleep quietly in their beds" and to pay no attention 
to the alarmist doctrines of ridiculous leagues and as- 
sociations. 1 have no doubt that Sir John Fisher, 
;...when he was tallying in thiit way, had the National' 
.;pefonce Association chiefly in mind. Gentlemen, it is 
. '.'surely a notable achievement that this association 
should have induced the great opponent of its theories 
, to think it worth while at tho Jlansion House to men- 
, tion,, even though disparagingly, the efforts which the 
,.assocla.tion has made to probe to the bottom the fal- 
'laclejsViofv. the. "Blue.Water- School." Tou may be cor- 
;.talij:;-if;h.e went out «of his way .so to depreciate them 
j>;b5ei,\ya^if 0.ll6M!li)g;,ll)e. example o£ oiiiiiancestors>.a hun- 
';;,dred years ago, whose broad sheets, lampoons, arid 
.^cartoons on Napoleon are well known. Our ajucestors 
. were in reality horribly afraid of Napoleon; th'ey cer- 
tainly believed to tlio full in the possibility of invasion. 
But they Icopt their .«i)irits tip by villpendying-theiE 
great advcrsar.N-, drpreciating his warlike prowess, 
and ycoriin.g ;it all ho saiil or did. They.jaeclared that 
ho would never dare to laud upon-thelr shores; and, 
if he: did. iiioy explained what a warm -reception he 
would got. Ill reality, they knew that If the grCat sol- 
dier did succeed in invading it would be all up with 
England in a few days. 

But. like Sir John Fisher in dealing with the As- 
sociation, they wore lioastful' and contemptuous. The 
measure of their boastfulnoss was tho measure of 
their secret fear of Napoleon. So it Is with Sir John 
Fisher, who i.s mor,j alarmed than he likes to admit 
at the influence wliich our discussions are having 
upon public opinion and, let us hope, will ultiftiatelv 
have upon public policy. 



phatically do not believe anything of the sort; and if 
I did 1 sliould hesitate to express so strange a belief 
in the face not only of tho grave and urgent warnings

Two other points have been raised, and one of 
them I have to confess tliat I do not understand even 
now, though the gentleman respoiiKlble for it was 
good enough to repeat it for my edification, so that 
the fault is clearly with me. I think, but I am not 
cortam, that it «;ub Colonel Seely who, in tho course 
ol Ills highly interesting remarks, made a comparison 
lietween the number of men who volunteered for 
military sorvico in this country and in other foreign 
countries. But whei-o I failed to follow Colonel Seely 
was as !:o whether he said that more men volunteered 
for military service in this country than in any 
other, or that more men volunteered in other coun- 
tries than in this. ThoNcplnt is not, perhaps, impor- 
tant, but It seems to me that all the men in what are 
called conscript armies are in reality volunteers, since 
the people of those countries, or most of those coun- 
tries, which employ conscript armies enjoy represen- 
tative government, and therefore make their own 
laws — the laws which make it incumbent upon, every 
able-bodied man among them to linderg'o military 
traihing. In our ai'my, on the other haiidj Very many 
of the rank and file cannot properly bo called volun- 
teers, I think, bec.Tuse they enlist from lack of any 
other means of obtaining bread-and-buttei'. 

Tho more important point to which I want to refer 
was, suggested to aiio primarily by the remarks of tho 
Secretary of th'e Association, and to some extent also 
V^y what Colonel Seely said, ' Xhe Secretary of the As- 
sociation, in traversing a statcmetit . of , miAe, , s.tatod 
that the percentage of our people trained for defpnqo 
.was actually between 60 an'a 70 per cent, ^The. secro- 
tary, further, very Isindly offered to. supply me wltlr 
statlistlcs proving this, and I sliall be very glad to, have 
them. The point is a very^ impbrtiant oneV I s'hould 
like to quote from rny paper the statement which the 
secretary challenged. It AVas this: 

"In that country (Switzerland) the percentage of 
soldiers to all males of military age in the wliole 
populace is no less fhan 67 per cent. ICqu are doubt- 
less aware that In Great" Britain it is under 11 per 
cent." 

Commenting .upon this, I understood the secretary 
of the '.Association to say that my statement was so 
hopelessly incorrect that what I called 11 per cent, 
was in reality between 60 and 70 per cent. . I agreed 
heartily with 'the secretary of the Association* in tho 
hope that I might leave this room a wiser man than 
when I entered it; and that we all might. That' I' take 
to be the object and purpose of such discussioi^s.-But 
gentlemen, I should have to, leave it a very * much 
more credulous man than I' entered it if I left bell'ev-* 
iiig that my figures were so grossly at faulff -'They ' 
were drawn from a very authoritative source, which 
I snail DO nappy to go Into with any member of this 
Association. My comparison, j'ou will note, was Id o- 
tween "the pcrcont.ige of soldiers to all mfilos of mili- 
tary age in the whole populace" of Great Britain and 
of Switzerland. I said that in the ono case that per- 
centage was 11, and that in the other it was 61. 1 am 
prepared to abide by that. ■ 

The secretary, as I understood him, states that tli'e 
Briti.sh percentage is between 60 and 70. I repeat that 
my autliorlties inform me that it is U. I refer not to 
policemen, nor yet to boys who belong to rifle bri- 
gades, but to soldiers, to men 



. Colonel' Seely. The' latter gentleman I understood to 

■ state that there was no sucli thing as antl-mllltarism' 
in this countrj', and that if the English Channel were 
to dry up tomorrow the people of this country would 
"spring to arms" at once, and tliat, therefore, tho peo- 
ple are all right. I tiiiiik myself that the peojile are a 
great deal better than many of their political leaders 
■would lo^ad one to suppose In the matter of national 
defnnce — that they are really ahead of their leaders 
in this all-important matter and waiting for a lead. 
But I cannot .see that their sprln.giiig to arms would 
benefit the nation mucli in an emergency if they hud 
never undergone any military training. Tliat wlndc 
idea that bravery or patriotism will siifticu us, even 
though It has no practical training behind it, .soeiiis 
to me the most dangerous among the delusloiia under 
which we labor as a nation; the most dangerous of 
the illusions fostered by what I venture to call tlie 
"All's 'VVoU School" or tho "Spring-to-arms School;" 
own brothers, gentlemen, as I see them, to the "Blue 
Water School." I cannot help thinking that a school 
of thought which tends to tlie spread of an idea that 
all is. ;well because our people are sound at heart, and 
would "spring to arms" in tlio event of Invasion or if 
the channel were to dry up, or tho idea that under our 
existing system of defonoo. anything lilce 60, or 70 per 
cent, of our nlQji are trained to, take an efficient and 
practical part-In national 'defence"^.that such' a school 
of thought is far too jjerllously like the'"Blue Water 

, School'.' to merit for' a moment the support , or, coun- 
tenance of the National Defence, Association. But, 
of course, in this, as in everything else I have said, 
I am merely putting forward the personal view of an 
outsider, a member of the general public. 

Sir Lepel Griffin: I should Mice to say I meant no 
reflection upon Mr. Dawson, I on\y wished tf) eiii- 
phasizo the fact that I consider Ausliralians and Can- 
aclians so entirely l-Inglish tliat I wish thom to bear 
their share of the common burden. 

The Earl of Erroll (Chairman): Gentlemen, — I do 
not know whether it Is in order that the Chairman 
should say one or two words to wind uj), but I can 
assure you I shall not question my own ruling as far 
as the time-limit, because I do not mean to keep you 
moi-e than a few moments. 

I should l.iKe, in the first place, to disabuse the 
mind of Col. Bevlngton of tin; f.act that this associa- 

. tlon. is entirely opposed to voluntary service. I think 
if we approach this question as practical men, while 
some of us may he in favor of universal service, some 
of lis may be entirely in favor of voluntary service: 
but I think we are allowed to have an open mind on 
the subject, so long as we approach the subject in a 
practical way and tr.v to do the best we can under 
the circumstances. I believe that Mr. Balfour, on the 
occasion "on which he spoke for us, did more, or loss 
repudiate what he had said before as to the "Blue 
Water School." Of course, that is not known to the 
country, because it has been our custom not ro have 

•reporters present. That is a circumstance which cuts 
both ways; it enables us to get the real views of poli- 
ticians, but at the same time it does not enable us to 

.send them forth to the public, which wo should like 
to do. 

Sir. Leper Griffin referred to the training of youths, 
and suggested that the present government, at any 
rate, was unfavorable to any military training in the 
schools; and I should like, from that point of view, 
to, say. that Colonel iCave suggested that the .Tapanese 
'."were' able to learn their military duties quicker than 
thje people in thls' country. '.That Is,, I, believe, because 
irtllltary triainlng;is;.taughl in all thffiJ'apane^e, schools,

The following extract from a letter addressed by 
the Hon. Secretary to Mr. Dawson on the day follow- 
;ing this discussion is appended as a footnote; — 
J.-S'j. "What ■!' said was that between 60 and 70 per cent, 
ot the total male population of this country had at 
sonio period of their lives done something in tho waj- 
of military training, and that this was a greater r)er- 
ccntage than that ."Shown by many nations which had 
a compulsory system-Tei.,g.',;,Qermany 53 per cent., etc. 

You will find certalh'flgurea which; go to prove this 
statement set ouf.in fhe'two^Papers which I enclose — 
Colonel Maude's Prize Essayi pp. 39-41 (and tables), 
and -the pamphlet entitled "Our Birthright," by"Op- 
timlst," pp. 50-52. ■ ■ 

Colonel Maude,' as you will see, takes account only 
ot those who have ' done actual military service in 
army, navy, or auklllary forces; "Optimist" adds boys' 
brigades, rifle clubs, etc. I think it fair to add' police 
and Irish Constabulary, who are essentially ' trained 
men under discipline; but I allow only, small numbers 
fo"r this in view of the fact that a certain humberLlof 
police are old soldiers who have been tod .are 'co'u^ied 
as such in the tables relating to the army.v. :, 

I have made every careful... Inquiry . into" these 
figures, arid believe them to be 'substantially.' accurate. 

Let me now give my own Nummary of them with 
certain minor corrections of my own wfalch I belle've 
to be accurate. , 

There are 10,000,000 males in this' cobiitry over 17 
years of age. Fi-om those we must deduct 35 per 
cent, for those who arc physically unfit or over d5 
years of age. There remain 8,500,000 able-bodied men ' 
in this country over 17 and under 65. 

Colonel Maude's calculations show that there are 
in this country: — 

1. Belonging to the Regular Army or on tho 

.Reserve — that is highly ^ trained troops 

under arms .400,000 

2. Passed out of the Reserve of the Army, 

and under 457,000 

3. In or passed out of tho Navy and under 55. 400,000 

4. Passed tho Militia and Yeomanry.'

(b) Over 30 and tindcu- .13 ..... ..f:, '675,000 

5. Passed through tho \'ohinteers — . 

(a) Over .13 and under 1)3 360,000

7. Now serving, in the Volunteers 260,000 

Total 3,712,000 

Now 60 per cent, of the total able-bodied male 
population over 17 and under 65 — viz. 0,500,000 — Is 3,- 
900,000. Add" to 3,712,000 those who have served in 
the police or have been either in rifle clubs or boys' 
brigades and you •will get well over 3,900,000; or 60 
per cent. 

The figures are even more convincing if we take 
Colonel Maude's figures for the average annual qud-^ ■ 
tas of recruits during tho ten years 1890-1900. 

,^ The average "annual contingent" of youths who 
readied military age (over 17) during the decade 
1890-1900 was 380,000. Deduct 25 per cent, for the 
physically unfit (this is. If anything, an, .undere^i- ■ 
mate). This gives the annual, .coritingerit o'f'^le- 
bodied males as 285,000.

percentage to all males of military age in Great Bri- 
tain Is 11, and in .Switzer'and 67; 'and, I may add, in 
l'''rancR OS per cent,, in Germany 05 per cent.- and 
in Austria-Hungary 45 per cent," If, gentlemen, if I 
believed that tlie secretary of the Association was 
even approximately Ju,stified in his criticism of my 
figures, I should hold the opinion that such as,socia- 
tions as this one were wholly superfluous, and that it 
was a mere Impertinence for myself, or anvono else 
to prepare papers upon such a subject as "The Citi- 
zen's Duty In Defence" in this country. If it woi-o 
true that between 60 and 70 per cent, of our men in 
this country received training which made them ef- 
ficient as soldiers to take part in national defence, I 
should say that we might itideed "sleep safely in our 
beds," and adopt Sir John Fisher's attitude toward 
such associations as this one, which I gather to be 
that they are making a great fuss about nothing,.ana 
that, with, regard to national defence, all is well with 
us in the best of all possible worlds. But I most eni-

"Trv.&,. 60 per cent, of 285,000 is 171,000. But in the 
:lirst place 25 per cent, is a very low estimate indeed 
for the physically unfit; and, in the second, I have 
t.T!-:en no account either of rifle clubs or boys' brl- 
E.qilos. 

In addition, it must be remembered that there are 
many departmental corps and accessories to an army 
in the Held which require no special military training 
at all — e. g., drivers for the Army Service Corps, rail- 
way and other engineers, telegraphists, etc. 

It therefore seems that wo are well within the 
m.irk in saying that out of an available male popu- 
lation of 6 1-2 millions nearly four millions, or over 
00 per cent., have done some military training, or are 
otherwise fitted to take their place In the line of bat- 
tle, and that this percentage is higher than that 
reached with a compulsory system by Germany her- 
.selt! 

You say in your letter that if my statement were 
only .approximately accurate It would appear that such 
associations as ours were wholly superfluous. But 



you will observe, in tho first place, that I never a.-s- 
serted that anything like all those men In this laiga 
total had received sufficient training; I o"l>' urged 
that they had received some sort of training, and that 
it was unfair to blame tho country for want ot spun. 
The spirit is willing enough, only the flesh is weak. 
What is more, it must bP admitted that among those 
40 per cent, who do nothing aic veij many whojaro 
far more fitted both by pliyslque and educatIpn',,to 
serve their countrv in arhis tlian a good proportlqu 
of those 60 per tent who have ictualU done s/. \ 

Above all, this vast total is for the most part quite 
without, organization; therejis no:: National Army yet, 
in ,'the ^proper sense of rthe^term, : behind, ithe regular 
arniy;-. ino, Landwehr . or 'Eandsturm-.-behind: this. There 
is rnoi divisional organiz?itlon,'^no''artUlery;inp . t^^ 
port," no brganize<l reserve of men, even no rifles for 
the greater spat t-- of them, in short, none of those 
things which most distinguish an army from a, mob. 

The National Deferico Association exists in order 
to try and persuade the country of the necessity for 
these two things — real organization and better train- 
ing. But it does not as an association despair of the 
patriotLsm of tlio country or of the willingness of the 
majority of citizens to do their duty in defence. 

Above all, its leading members feel most strongly 
that even tho results obtained In flio past — and you 
will admit that these are remarkable on iny showing-^ 
would lUiver have been obtained had tlie British peo- 
ple always believed in the theories of the "Blue Water 
School," or had they doubted, as you seem to doubt, 
of tho utility of the sacrifices they were prepared to 
malvo in their country's cause. 

It is the object of the Association to perpetuate 
and strengthen the individual citizen's distrust of 
those who say that wo may sleep quietly in our beds 
either because the navy is a sufficient protection op 
because no services given voluntarily have any mill", 
tar.v value." 

Replying to Mr. R. A. Johnson, Mr. A. J. Dawson 
subsequently communicated the following: 

With a courtesy which, when it is introduced into 
tho realm of controversy, may be called, chivalrous, 
the Honorary Secretary of the Association, Mr, R. A. 
Johnson,: has permitted me to see his note , of reply to 
my comment upon-remarks made by him on the even- 
ing of November 18,\ and invltedi me. to make any fur- 
ther comment thereon that I piay wish to make. By 
way of demonstrating my appreciation of this cour- 
tesy, rather than because I ,Bee the need of further 
comment, I am glad to avail myself of this opportun- 
ity. The point in question is not the main issue, but 
if its further discussion can help to shake the sort of 
faith which I believe Induces many members of tho 
association to regard the voluntary system, as fair and 
adequate, It Is very well worth while from my point 
of vie\s', while from the Association'.') point of view I 
am assurrcd that ventilation ot any a.'.;pect of the 
great question of National Defence is desired. 

Tho fairness of the Honorary Secretary's intent I.-j 
so clear to mo that the manifest and glaring unfair- 
ness of his statement leaves nje rather at a loss. With 
I'egard to Germany, the percentage ho refers to is ol» 
])erri:ctly trained and equipped soldiers ready to tako 
the field in war; soldiers on a war footing. With re- 
gard to our own country the percentage ho refers to 
includes our soldiers on war footing, i. e. the one just, 
equable compari.son who 1 take to be something undeB 
six per cent, of iriales of a military age in our popu- 
lace; and all our volunteers -and militia, and all our 
/lavy, and all our boys' brigades, and all those -wli.o 
ever have undergone training, and an enormous num- 
ber of people who quite certainly have never had a 
rifle in their hand,?, and, in two words, between 60 and 
70 per cent., of ,our.,male,i;populace, as he says. (And 
all these are Included— tioys as well — in the Honorary 
Secretary's estlmate.'.of- those "fitted to take . thei? 
place in the line of .battle!/', -My only comment, is that-

'bearing -v/hatsyer.! : jiudgeatin -suott 
ner, not 53 but 100' per, 'OSiito ofcthe ma populace .of 
Germany is 'thejfIgur6 :'to>'qubte. I \yould add that I 
am inforrhed that 'sdme-;..tfen i thousand men annually 
enlist from the militia into, the' llne, and that a large 
number of Army Reserve • men enter the militia, :and 
that both these sections are counted twice over. . 

The Royal United Service Journal in February 
1900, published a table, which seems to me finally to 
dispose of the Honorapry Secretary's arguments and 
figures. This table includes all volunteers with regard 
to Great Britain; while, with regard, to other coun- 
tries, it includes only men who actually have served, 
or are serving, their time in the army. It will be;seen 
that this table places Great Britain's :.'army.~ori."\yaP 
fooling at a very generous figure, which mOsf au'tlibrl- 
ties call much too higli for truth. •

All excellent suiuniary of the present position of 
wireless telegraphy, commercially and scientifically, 
was given in a paper read before tho Institution. of 
Iilngineers and Shipbuilders in Scotland, by Dr. J. 
Erskine- .M urray. 

In order to indicate the magnitude of the wireless 
telegrai)h system of communications throughout the 
world llio author collected the following data from 
\-arious .go\-erniiient and olher reports on the subject:

In order lo ,^■■ivo an idea of tlio .scientific position 
the author summed up the general priiici])lcK of wire- 
le;<,s telegraphy as follows; 

1. The eiic.rg.y which iran.Tiiills tlic signal is firopa- 
gatod over the earth's surface as an electric wave 
i-iiotion, 

1'. Tlii;; motion, or alternate eurreiil, iiia,\^ l)e 

cither uiiiforin like an ordinary lighting nr jiowei' 
curreai, or it may lie in tho form of damped \\-av-e 
ti-ain.<, i, e., in short series of waves following one an- 
other ;U comparatively long Intervals; each series or 
train commencing strongly and dying out after com- 
paratively fer,' waves. In the first case, a high fre- 
quency alternate current generator or a vibrating 
electric arc may be u.sed; in tlie latter, the intermit- 
tent spark discharge of a coiidenscr. 

3. In both cases It Is neces.sary that tlie frequency 
of tho current (number of alternations per second;) 
should be high In order that tho amount of electricity 
sot in motion at each wave and,' tlierofore, the actual 
dimensions of the apiiarutu.s, may not be too large. 
This will be apni-eeiatod when it i.s recollected that a 
small quantity of electricity, or any liiatcrial when 
inovlng very rapidly, may transmit a large amount of 
encrg.v. (A high speed Dc Uiyal steam turbine Is a 
good mechanical Instance of this.) .A high fi-equcncv 
is thus, advantageous from an engineering point of 
V.ie-W,'-' though it la not absolutely necossar.v. 
:: : 4.vThO ' receiving appiiratu.s nnisl, thei-ofore, be 
capable of . ideteotlng. and Indicating currents whoso 
freqtiencl.ese.. are -igrew 1 00,000 per socond. 

There are now scores,' posalblv hundred.s, of ways In 
■which. this rimy bo done. These may bo classed as.: 
follows: 

(a) Imperfect electrical contacts, or coherers, 



whose resistance Is changed by the action of the re- 
ceived current; , ... 

(b) Electrolytic detectors^ which IjidlQate the re- 
ceived currents by an alteration in polarisation; 

(c) Theripometrlc detectors, which indicate the 
current through the effects of the change of temper- 
ature it causes; 

(d) Magnetic detectors, in wlilch the magnetic 
state of a piece of magnetized iron Is altered- by the 
current: ' ' 

(e) Blectromngnollc detectors on the current bal- 
ance, or electro-dynamometer prlncijile; 

(f) Valves or rectifiers which, owing to their pro- 
perty of permitting current to pass more easily" in 
one ■ direction than in the other, produce a more or 
less unidirectional and, therefore, measurable current 
directly from the aTlcrnatlng current received; 

(.n,) A miscellaneous class whose methods Of aCtlon 
have not yet been explained. 

The best-known fori-ns of coherer are (1) the M:ar- 
coiii, consisting of a glass lube of about 5 millinn^trea 
bore, in which are two silver plugs about 5 millime- 
tres apart, between wliich a small qiiaulily of wry 
fine nickel filings are placed, 'fhe gap is usually V- 
shaped, to admit of i'egiilati(jn by mereij- tui-ning the 
tube, as the filings only occupy about (me-thirtl of the 
space, and are. thei'er(n'e, more or less crowded to- 
gethei. according as the wide or nai^row end uf the 
V Is uppermost. (2) The Hoiige-l\luirlu.'.-ul, whicli 
consists of a razor-edged steel wheel aliout the diain- 
i:ter of a threepenny bit, whose edf;e dips into niei- 
cui-.v covered with oil. and whicli i.^ kept revolving t)y 
ehjckwurk. The Marconi coherei-, whieli, hy tho way. 
i.-^ a iiiudified form of J^i-anch' tiilie and is al.sd u^ihI 
bj- the Telefnnkon eompauy. requires to be deeolieied 
)>.>• tapping or shaking it after it has recorded a t;ig- 
nai, as it would otherwise remain cohered. This, 
though apparently a disadvantage, is in reality the 
essence of its success, for It is owing to this that it 
w'SlS first possible to maintain the effect of tho pas- 
sage of the high frequency current 'long enough to 
obtain from It a permanent record on the Morse tape 
by means of ordinary telegraph Instruments. The 
I,.odge-Mulrhead coherer Is decohered after a small 
fraction of a socond by the movement of the wheel. 
The Other detectors most in use are Marconi's mag- 
netic detector and the electrolytic btii-i-ottcr invented 
liy iressenden. •■ 

Tho electrolytic receiver, or biii-rct toi-, depends on 
the fact that If a constant voltage bo applied Ijetweeii 
electrodes dipping Into an :oloctrolyte. one of whieli is 
ol vory small area,. th9 :9urrent Is, under certain con 
ditlons, unstable/ and . the - sudden , superposition of a 
high frequency cuuent Oauses a suddeii and eonsld- 
erablo Increase In the constant current. The action 
Is not yet properly understood, thouph many theories 
havo been stated. A telephone Ih generally used in 
connection with this detector, which is one of tlie 
most sonsitlvo ot ;>.li, 

■y-i-yit'.is noticeable that In the above list of detectors 
of high fruqueucy currents there arc very few, If any, 



Which. give directly an audible or visible indication of 
the signal. In practically every case It is thus neces- 
sary to have some auxiliary Instrument to Indicate 
to the operator that the, detector has reacted. In 
some, cases a telephone, syphon recorded, or Morse 
inker, may bo used at will; in others the telephone is 
the only auxiliary suitable, and it is, therefore, not 
•possible to obtain a permanent record of a message. 
~ 5. The waves are propagated outward from the 
t?an.smittlng station, either equally in all directions, 
or with a maximum in one direction, according as the 
yei-iai wire is vertical or inclined. In the latter case 
the sti-ongest transmission is in the direction of the 
lower end of tlie wire. This method is used at Cllfden 
and Glace Bay; Marconi's Aransatlantic stations, and 
at Knockree, the Poulsen Transatlantic station now 
building. ■> 

It is now easy to detcrmino with considerable ac- 
curacy, in fact, within a fe->\' degrees, the direction 
from which a message Is coming — a discovery which 
may In the near future become a great aid to naviga- 
tion, since any two land stations within range of a 
ship will bo able, by making simultaneous observa- 
tlon.«, to give their bearings, and thus to fix the actual 
po.sltlon of t.ho vessel, 

7. The speed of transmission at rnodorate dis- 
tances, and tho reliability of a wirele.-s connection, 
ai-e now both as good as the same riualities in an oi-- 
dinary land wii'e. \ proof is given by the nbolitiou of 
tlie Post oniee wire from iliin.stanloii to Skegness, 
since wireless stations have tieen erected, and tho 
fact that a sneeil of 9(1 -woi'd.s tier minute has been at- 
tained between these stations, 

S. The means of preventing interference between 
nei.ghboi'ing stations ha\'p been develr)])ed to such good 
effect in the last few yoai-s that it is now poslslble, as 
iwpcrlenee shows, !o coiisti-iiet apparatus which will 
i-espond oni.\- to waves wliieli do not differ by more 
tlian about 4 jier cent from the projier wave length 
for the station. An even greatei- sharpness in tuning" 
has, indeed, been claimed by various workers, 
may very pi-obal-jly have been obtained. A margin 
4 pel- cent. is. Iiowevoi-, sufhcient to render ijossib.e 
the eflicient working of a very large numbei-' of sta- 
tions in a comparatively small tirea without interfer- 
ence.

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Earl Grey's National Memorial ^^rouses Interest | 




ARL GREY'S susgestion that the bat- 
tlefields or which Wolfe defeated 
Montcalm and the Chevalier de 
IjOvIs overcame . General Murray on 
-the Plains of Abraham.-shbuld be ao-^ 
quired as a memorial of the 300th 
anniversary of the first exploration 
Of Canada,' haa been received with 
Intense satisfaction by Canadians 
■resident in London, The proposal 
■having been hall-marked with the 
„ _ i approval of Hi.s Majestj' the Kins, 
. nttrf'^doubt is entertained in Canadian clrolos but 
vthat the project so well berr-m will ba cairled to a 
■'successful issue, says the Lundon lelesraph. An 
.'apiJeal to the British public has not yot been con- 
i sidered, but should such a scheme be formulated a 
s ready response is assured. 

Lord Strathcona and Mount Royal, the veteran 
high commissioner for Canada, is sanguine that the 
patriotism of the people of Canada will see the pro- 
posal of the Governor-General through. In conver- 
sation with a ropresentatlve.-Pf the Dally Telegraph, 
Lord Strathcona said: "You may be assured that 
Canadians will welcome the proposal, which Is one 
appealing to the patriotic sentiments of all in the 
Dominion, whether the people be of French or English 
descent. There is not the slightest chance of any 
racial feeling being raised. La Patrle has welcomed 
the scheme, and the French- Canadians have already 
shown their appreciation ol the results . of British 
colonization by contributing .to, .the erection of a 
monument to Wolfe and Montcalm. The King's gift 
will afford great delight to the French-Canadians, 
and if anything were needed to cement the peoples of 
British iind French, birth together surely this would 
accomplish it." 

Asked if Earl Grey's proposal had come as a sur- 
prise to Canadians In Ijondon, Lord Strathcona re- 
plied: "There have at various times been suggestions 
for the acquisition of the Plains as a national monu- 
ment. I know that subscriptions' ;ha.V6r:been offered 
towards such a project, and I am "sure -that. Canadians 
resident in London will be proud to. haye those of- 
fers accepted- Such n proposal to.celebrate Canada s 
300th birthday must appeal to the national sentiment, 
and you may be certain that it will meet with the ap- 
ffproval^bf.i the whole people. Quebec will receive an 
'enormous benefit by the conversion of the most his- 
toric feature in Canada into a park for the people for 
fever. From the heights a magnificent view of the 
'St; Lawrence and the country beyond the river banks 
may be gained." ^' i ^ - 



In reply to a question as to the xost of . acquiring, 
the site, the I-Ilgh Commissioner said he could not ; 
meiitlon the figure,! An estimate would not only have: 
to include the initial cost of acquiring the land and : 
buildings; but provision would have to bo made Xor,) 
laying out the park. This would cost a considerable,; 
sum. With all parties working for the good of their, 
countrj'. Lord Strathcona pi-edlcted there would be no 
refison to tear that the money would not be speedily 
raised. 

Tlie Dallv Telegraph has shown great interest In 
the prolect and has subscribed £100. The pajjer says 
editorially; 

"Lord Grey's term of oftlce has marked a new 
epoch of national life In Canada, where the influence 
of his vigor and eloquence has been felt Irom sea to 
Hoa; but the Governor- General has never had a tlner 
iii.spiratjon than the project in connection with the 
third centenary of the founder of Quebec. The 
scheme ainm at consecrating and preserving for ever 
the battlefield.'! on the heights, equally commemorat- 
ing the triumphs, the reverses, the heroism, and the 
reconciliation of two races. Lord Grey's enterprise 
is a stroko of Imaginative statesmanship which would 
havo appealed to him who murmured the stanzas of 
the "Elegy" as the boats dropped down the St. Law- 
rence in darkness the night before his victory and 
death. Not less would it have moved the chivalrous 
soul of Montcalm. 

"The whole plan is, like all great ideas, as ambi- 
tious as brilliant. II; would bring British and French 
together in the Dominion by a finer spiritual bond 
than has yet existed between them. With such emo- 
tions as ours when we enter Westminster Abbey, they 
would tread the so.U of the dedicated ground In sight 
of the monument of the Angel of Peace, meant to 
look down from the summit of the rock upon the 
flood of the great river. But bold though the scheme 
may be, It has been Inaugurated, and enjoys the 
King's approval and; assistance. It kindles the en- 
thusiasm, as well It might, of all • Canadians, -without 
distinction of origin. 

"Sir Wilfrid Laurier is not behind the Governor- 
Qeneral In supporting it. To us and our neighbors 
across the Channel it is hardly less attractive, for in 
a less favorable state of our relations wjth France It' 
would not have been possible, and it will form an' 
Incomparable memorial of the entente cordials. Nor 
is this all. Upon the Plains of Abraham, no small 
part of the destinies of the modern world ha's been 
determined. When we acquired the French colonies 
upon the St. Lawrence we sealed the fate of our do- 
minion in our own. Had Quebec remained French, 
the thirteen colonies would have remained British,

; ,:>■ vChoIsoul, the last considerable statesman of the ; 

- oldsreglme, expressed the truth with admirable pene- ; 
tration oven when yielding to the irresistible Ghat- 
ham . He prophesied that the British colonies, reliev- 
ed from the French pressure, which had hitherto done 
more than anything else to keep them loyal, would be 
independent in ten years. They were independent in 
fifteen, largely bj' French a.sslatance. Thus the des- 
tinies of three nations were inextricably mingled. 
England won, and Canada remains under the British 
flag to this day, reminded by every episode of her na- 
tional development of Parkman's apt words with re- 
ference to the cause that lost, "Never was -there a 
happier calamity." But never did the loss fortunate 
combatants prepare for the victors a more terrible 
Nemesis than that which was soon to rend our em- 
pire apart; and not only was the account of honor so 
soon balanced, but a prime minister of French name 
and blood Is at the head of the free Canada of today. 
Finally, no thpughtful citizen of the United States 
can stand where Wolfe and Montcalm died without 
remembering that their encounter was the prologue 
of the events which were soon to create the United 
States. Of Canadian, British, Fi-ench, and American 
support, the plan for, creating "The King Edward 
Park" on the site of the battlefields is equally wor- 
thy. Lord Grey's conception will now be understood; 
we cannot doubt It will In due course bo realized. 

"The capital of old Canada, with few rivals for 
situation among famous places anywhere in the world, 
is, among all the cities of the American hemisphere, 
by far the most picturesque and historic. Next sum- 
mer it will be 300 year.s old. To every visitor from 
the great Ilopubllc to the south, its asi)ect, so utterly 
unlike anything that exists under the Stars and Stripes 
seems still to breathe antiquity .and romance. Samuel 
ChampUiin, a pioneer equal to any of our own, sailed, 
in 1608, up the river which always most attracted the 
Imagination of the French, and planted a permanent 
settlement on the narrow, polnti where the St. Charles 
and the St. Lawrence .flow together at the foot of .the 
rook of Quebec. He was- no't .only .ithe founder of the 
city, but the founder ;Of Canada; .Flr'ed by" this lead- 
er's spirit, explorers -were sent, out far and wide, mak- 
ing their way across vaftjt'iWiJdernesses to the , Great 
Lakes and to within sight 'of the white peaks of' the 
Rocky Mountains. AVhen the seven years war broke 
out, a century and .a half 'later, the Whole number , Of 
Frenchmen In Canad.a was a more handful--s6me 60.- 
000 In all. But leadership and racial spIrIt,,compen- 



' sated for the Inferiority of their numbers. They had 
'mbst'irifluenoe Wlth,the;lRdians. Not one, Englishman ■ 
in a thousand even remotely realizes how splendid 
vwas.'the fight that the 'French race made for 'North 
;'A.tnerIoa, and how for year after year our best efforts 
; were. baffled again and again. We had the permanent 
superiority at sea. The population of our own colon- 
ies was Infinitely larger than the number of their 
French neighbors. While France was tied down by 
tlio Continental war, and kept fronting towards the 
Rhino by the genius o£ Frederick the Great, we wore 
free to fling the wholo of our available military re- 
sources, such as they were, upon the points to bo 
struck at in North America. We had every advant- 
age — except decisive statesmanship, at home and coin- 
potent military leaders. We only had tho latter when 
we got the furmer. In the meantime we were beaten 
at all points. Montcalm had won action after action, 
and wo had no one to copo with him. At tliat time 
Franco had more oflicers relatively to tho total ox- 
tent of her forces and the size of her population than 
any country ever possessed before or since. But they 
wore never adequately supported from home. When 
our fortunes wore in the depths of gloom, Chatham, 
not yet known by that title, was recalled to olflce. In 
six months tho whole world was vibrating with his 
electrifying energy. lie had made up his mind that 
the war, which Involved three ^ continents, must bo 
decided in North America.; Arid of that region Que- 
bec was the key. Without that the continent would 
remain divided.' Holding that, we would hold all. It 
Is not our Intention even to recapitulate here tho de- 
tals of that Immortal story. ''England," said Freder- 
ick the Great, "has been a long time In labor, but at 
length she has brought forth a nian." She had. In- 
deed, And the sequel was to prove the great truth 
that one man makes many. Chatham had the su- 
preme gift of leadership, for he joined to his own 
genius for direction the art of choosing his lieuten- 
ants well, and supporting .them vigorously when he 
had got them. ' . ■ - '

or tho mo.st momentous in consequence among all tne 
decisive battles of the- world since history began. 
But, as Lord Grey reminds us, the fighting did not 
end there. In tho following year the rallied French 
returned to the attack, and on the neighboring battle- 
field of Ste. Foy, the French commander Levis defeat- 
ed our General Murray in a desperate action, and 
would have recaptured Quebec, but that the British 
■fleet reappeared In the St. Lawrence In time. Lord 
Grey's plan would Include both battlefields. The 
crowning ridge is now defaced by incongruous phllls- 
tlni.sm. Above all frowns tho ugly bulk of a hvige jail 
— the first object described by the traveller approach- 
ing from the river the Gibraltar of the New World. 
Lord Grey'.s plan would sweep away from the battle- 
fields tho jail, and everything that mars and dese- 
crates them; ■svould acquire all the land needed to 
make them a national possession; and would include 
a circular road sweeping round the whole scene from 
the citadel of Quebec along tho cliffs and heights 
above the St. Lawrence and the St. Charles, We can 
only hope that the significant example of the King in 
sending a donation will be widely imitated In this 
country.

peal' to. both races' In the Dominion Itself, to the j.-two ,*: 
great republics with which.. we are allied or, akin, ' to 
every one of us at^homfe with 'any feeling- forj'-thii.l 
meaning of our own history, and to the Imagination 7. 
of our own' race throughout the Empire. '

THE ANTARCTIC EXPEDITIONS 

^EUTEU'S representative hag received some 
interesting details regarding tho prepara- 
tions for the Antarctic Expedition which 
is being organized by Dr, Jean Charcot, 
says the London Times. 

Discussing his plans, Dr. Charcot said: 
We hope to be able to start on our jour- 
ney in Jub", and our intention i.s to be ab- 
sent for a period of two years. In view of 
contingencies, however, we shall have with us suffi- 
cient provisions to last throe years. Our expedition 
is bent on scientific work. Of course, we shall try to 
get as near to the Polo as possible, but If we fall wo 
shall do everything possible to cover as much as wo 
can of the Antarctic Continent and to bring bade with 
us as rhuch Inform.ation as wo can acquire. There can 
bo no doubt that tho best route to the Polo Is by way 
of the Ross Ran-icr, but tills we regard as belonging 
to English cxploror.s, and I do not propose to tres- 
pass on other people's ground.s. On reaching the Ant- 
arctic it is my plan to return to our old grounds in 
Graham Land and endeavor to reach Alexander Land, 
where we hope to find a barrier similar to that of 
Ross's. We should then endeavor to go as far south 
as possible or to follow as near as practicable to King 
Edward's Land. An important part of our equipment 
win be motor-sledges, which are being grenerously 
built by tlio Marquis de Dloii. With, these .we shall 
make experiments In the Alps during this winter. Of 
course, tho goographloal success of our expedition 
will depend upon the. ice" condition and upon what wo 
slialj find, but Graham aiid Alexander Lands are very 
rlcU lands for scientific,' research. , The, ship for the 
(Mipedltloh is being b.ullt'.at St. Malo, and in her de- 
signs wo have been greatly helped by the advice of 
Eln Bruce, the late commander of the Scottish expedl« 
tloh. The ship will be specially strong in view of the 
Ice pressure, and will be of barquontlne rig, with com- 
pound engines of 5S0-horse power. She Ik to be 135ft. 
in length, with a beam of .SO ft., and will carry 230 
tons of coal and 100 tons of provisions, sufficient to 
last for three years. The crew will consist of 22 men, 
ton of v/hnm were members of my last expedition. 
The scientific staff, In addition to myself, will num- 
ber three naval officers, two zoologists, one geologist, 
and one scientist for magnetic and photographic work. 
With regard to the funds of tho expedition, the 
French Chambers havo already voted 300,009 francs, 
while another sum of equal amount will also be voted 
by parliament. Private Kubscriptions have already 
yielded 85,000 francs, and I am endeavoring to get a 
further 85,000 francs. The .-Vcadeiny of Sciences has 
prepared our .scloneific progi-'iinnip, and the Commis- 
sion of Mi,ssions of tho Ministry of Public Instruction 
has drawn up a very favorable report on the subject 
of our proposed journoy. The Marino Department Is 
giving tho noeessar.v coal and a very valuable collec- 
tion of scientific In.'Struments, while tho Oceanogra- 
phical Institute of Paris, founded by tho Prince of 
Monaco, Is also helping me. 

Router's agency has received from Dr, W. S. Bruce, 
of tho Scottish Oceanographical Laboratory, the fol- 
lowing particulars regarding the Argentine 'Ahtarctio; 
ship Austral, which has been wrecked duWhg a'':'g£ilo ' 
on the Uruguayan coast:, 

The Austral, which was formerly tho vessel of tho 
French Antarctic Expodltinn, has had but a brief ex- 
istence. She was built for Dr. Charcot in 1904, and 
In the following year was .sold by him to the Argen- 
tine government. This year It wns Intended to fit her 
with now boilers and engines In readiness for a jour- 
ney south. In the middle of November sho was being 
prepared for the voyage, and it was thought likely 
she would take Dr. Bruce and Messrs, Llnd.say and 
Bee, It was Intended to sot up a new Antarctic sta- 
tion at Wandel Island, Graham Land. The circum- 
stance of her loss is ino.st unfortunate, this. being the 
third attempt made l)y the Argentine Meteorologicn I 
0, , ice tn set up a station on this island. All the valu- 
able-Instruments, etc., must have been lost. 



LEX. MORRISON, writing from Indian 
Head, Canada, to the London Standard, 
says: 

I find it difficult to realize that I have 
already spent three seasons In this fine 
country, spring, summer, and autumn; 
that the year Is actually drawing to a 
close, and that winter Is upon us: my first 
in Canada. Since I landed from home I 
have watched the late snows disappear,, and the 
whole earth spread a coverlet of soft green over its 
face. Slowly, gradually — though for me the time flew 
past — the coverlet grew and grew, and mellowed to 
the color of pure gold. And then came our beautiful 
Indian summer, and the -whirr of the reapers and 
binders; and now the naked prairie lies waiting its 
warm winter garment, which we like to see thick and 
deep, knowing that it is accomplishing for us what 
the farmer at home must work laboriously and pay 
heavy money to achieye: the fertilization- of the soil 
for ciur next year's corpS; In several. dtftereiit; ways 
the earth's long, well protected sleep Js a gr&^t god- 
send to Canada. 

We are remarkably well situated here in the mat- 
ter of immunity from the sort of sto'rms which some- 
times work havoc with ripe crops. Our immunity In 
this respect is attributed by some to the fact that the 
big Fishing Lakes lie just seven miles to tho north- 
eastward of us, and that in some way they attract 
and absorb passing storms, leaving us free. 

Last evening was quite an exciting one. We had 
just come In from work and stabled our horses, when 
I saw ten strange horses cortie flying through tho 
field we had cropped in oats this year. I say "strange 
horses, " but I soon recognized those crazy wanderer.s 
as the cattle of a neighboring farmer to the south- 
east of us. So . I got out one of our bronchos, and 
soon headed them off; and ran them Into our .stable, 
yard. After a while our boss decided to drive these 
horses homo himself/ and we learned- that the' owner, 
not having a single mcfunt'i to ride, had; been. unable 
to go after, them or prevent their gettlng^away "on 
him," as the saylng^goes. ,; 

After this, we had to kill a pig, as our 'pork barrel 
was empty. I felt quite sorry to think we had to slay 
this particular sow, as she always grunted me a^ivel- 
como when I passed hor way, and showed the- most 
friendly gratitude when I scratched her back with 
anything that came handy. However, she made the 
very best pork I have ever tasted. The killing seemed 
les:s objectionable than I anticipated, and differed 
from tho EngU-sh method somewhat. She was slung 
on her .back, and then a very sharp, knife, was slipped 
right into her heart, so that she Just gasped once and 
quietly bled to death. We then gave her a bath in 
boiling water, to get tho hair off the skin; and It took 
us <iuite a while to shave hor iind get the carcass 
ready for cutting up. The experiment will be useful, 
for every farmer kills his own piga out here, and I 
shall have to do it at no very distant date, I trust, on 
a farm of my own. 

One I'reiiuently hears from townsmen tho sugges- 
tion that work on a farm Is deadly monotonous; but 
I cannot admit it. On the contrary, it seems to me 
full of variety. Every day, and often several times a 
day, something special crops up. In which any real 
outdoor man needs must be interested. The other 
day, one of my bronchos had a cruelly bad toothache, 
and wo had to get the horse dentist out to him. I 
held him during the operation which followed. He was 
really surprisingly good, considering the way the den- 
tist had to tug and twist to get the offending tooth 
out. I watched tho operation carefully, and think I 
could manage one like it. 

Tho day after tills, I was ploughing at tho extreme 
west end of this farm, when I saw two daughters of 
a neighbor In comical difficulties with a young bull, 
which had got away In tho night. The girls were try- 
ing to drive the beast home, but ho had got into the 
nilddle of a slough (In which, by the way, thoro was 
some very beautiful long prairie grass), and there he 
meant to stay; refusing absolutely to budge, charmed 
the ladles never so wisely and, well. I had no foar 
about leaving my team, for they have quieted down 
thoroughly, after two months' ploughing and harrow- 
ing on the summer faUOw, land, 

The hard work made them terribly tliln, too. I da 
liot like the disc ploughs. They are too.. hard on the 
horses, A neighbor just east of us has /three furrow 
walking ploughs, virith shears Instead ofrdlscd, ahd'hls 
horses are just "rolling f.at," as our boss : says. ■ Of 
course, when one rents a farm, one must use the ma- 
chinery that Is on the place, but When I .get . Oh my 
own land I meanto have the shear .ploughs,, It. Is 
i: heartbreaking to ,:Sep.;i:viSllllngr Jprsps' getting so thin, - 
In spite of the very b(3at food that wo can give th^m- 
and plenty of it. 

A, few evenings ago we were all outside in the ■ 
garden watching a most glorious sun.set over the diS-^ 
tant pralrlo, and smoking hard to keep off tho au- 
tumnal mosquito — which seems able to stand early' , 
frosts quite well, ."aomethlng In tho peaceful evenih'g '' 
scene Inspired the boss to rominiscenco, and ho began 
to tell us how he came to start farming. As It is 
a typical piece cut right out from the njlddlo of the 
rough and tumble of Colonial life, and gives a hint of 
what a man may, dq - without capital. in this land of 
plenty. I make no, apology for giving some of the 
yarn hero. 

Born quite close to dear, dirty Dublin, our boss 
was for some years a law courts reporter there, but, 
as, with many of us, tho Indoor llfo was very dlstasto- 



f ul to him. and also bad for his healthi. So he jpacked * 
his trunks-iand camejlght here to Indian Head, where 
he. hlred' Out'fromiMarch: to thd end of harvest and 
threshing.-. flt rhappened to be a very heavy harvest 
and very hot weather, so he found the work pretty 
hard; the more so as his muscles were soft, like his 
hands. Anyhow, he gave It. up, and went down^to .the,^^ : 
United States, where he fell on evil days and teaohed'.i : 
his last dollar, as so many have done when they left,, 
our own Colonies for other countries. His travelling 'fe: 
experiences were uncommoii. Once he wanted to get - 
to a town in Minnesota, where some railway work 
was going on, and, not having any money to pay his 
fare, he looked round for some means of free trans- 
port. Wandering round the station, he espied some 
huge laundry baskets addressed to tho very town ha 
wished to reach ; so, waiting ,a good opportunity, he 
got into ono of these and hid himself under the pack- 
ages of clothes, which, unlike Falstaff's, were clean 
and new laundered. It was all right until the men 
started to heave the baskets Into the train. Then our 
boss's comfort was seriously interfered with. How,- 
ever, after ton hours in the train, his basket was 
thrown Into a cart and taken to the laundry. Then 
arose the question of how best to get out of the bas- 
ket without being seen. Fortunately, the clerk who 
received It unfastened it and went away for a few 
minutes. Mr. O'Brien had only just hopped put when;.- :v 
back came the clerk. :':-k''':'}:^if:^''W-'-'t'jl 
"Is Mr. Murphy In?" asked our boss. 
"No," said the clerk. "There's no Murphy working 
here." 

"Oh, ye.s," said the boss; "he has been here three 
weeks." 

"You must mean the 'Star Laundry," said the clerk. 

"Isn't this the 'Star Laundry'?" asked the boss, 
with childish surprise. 

"No; it. is just round tho coiner," was tho reply. 

So our boss walked off, glad to got away so easily. 
Needless to say, he did not worry the .'.'Star Laundry," 
-or advertise for Mr. Murphy. He worked on the rail- 
way for some months .until the Job was finished. Ho 
had earned high . wages at this, but was unfortunate . 
enough- to be robbed of every ..dollar he had got. This .' 
was In the States, not In .Ganada! . He, then became a" 
"hobo," as a" tramp is palled in the States, and' met ' 
with some strange adventures, , and 'Stranger charac- 
ters.. Many of the h'obos are well educated men "of .' ' 
good breeding, who come down In. the.. world through^;' 
drink and gambling. The tramp life gets such a'srlp' 
of them that they cannot give It up. But'Mr; . O'Brien 
soon tired of bucking wood for his meals, and begglng 
for his tobacco; so made up his mind to got back to 
Indian Head, and right strangely he made the Jour- 
noj'. Ho had no money, and lor ISO miles ha travelled 
Inside a cowcatcher. Then, for two nights, ho v^as. 
on tho top of a train, clinging on for dear life. At 
last ho got within 70 miles of his destination, and this 
ho walked. 

He came right on to this farm, and worked for the' 
man who then rented it for two years. This man 
thought tho 640 acres too much for him. so Mr. 
O'Brien applied to the owner to bo allowed to rent 
half of it. Tho owner was agreeable, so our chief 
started on a half section. His capital was 40 dollars, 
and a mare worth (iO dollars; to which ono must add 
his character ot being a hard-working man of known 
integrity. Those points were of the utmost import- 
ance, as, ol course, he had to get his horses, his .•seed, 
and his feed on credit. No one will trust a man who 
Is a shirker. Fortune presently smiled on the boss 
and ho had a splendid crop, paid for his horses, store 
bill, etc, and had a nice littlo balance In tho bank; 
all from a capital of, say, £20. 

It may not be out of place ■to mention that tho 
terms for renting a farm throughout Saskatchewan are 
these: — The tenant suppli':!s horses and half the seed, 
and pays half the threshing bill, Tho freeholder sup- 
plies house, stables, granaries, all machinerv, and half 
the seed, and pays the other half of the threshing bill. 
He takes hall tlio wheat crop delivered at the oleva- 
toi\ The man who rents tho larni gets the whole of 
tho oat crop (which Is all required to feed his horses 
for the following year), and tho other half of the 
wheat ctop. On these terms. If a farmer happens to 
havo his wheat ruined by a storm, or, other cause, he 
has nn lent to pay,

This gives one a gdod Idea oC 
the Idnd neighbors a ni.in has in this glorious 'north- / 
west. A new chum, so long as ho is a decent sort, la '

"We have lately been receiving now bronchos in 
our stable, and I have been given tho Interesting, not ■ 
to say exciting, duty of breaking them In, and teach- :,• 
Ing them how to plough, etc. It Is very pleasing to 
look at a broncho working well; after a month's pa- . 
tlont work on him, when you oan^ honestly reflect that : , 
you have taught him all ho knows.
